The above enumerated machinery is driven by one Steam 
Engine, 4 feet stroke, 16 inch cylinder, supplied by 3 boil- 
ars 42 inches in diameter, 283 feet long. Our Cotton Mill 
is 2 stories high; 200 feet long, 66 feet wide, exclusive of 
the boiler shed.. m 

Our entire Cotton Machinery, except the Looms, were 
made at Patterson, New Jersey, by the Rogers’ Locomotive 
and Machine Works, and it affords me pleasure to state 
shat as manufacturers of Cotton Machinery, they probably 
Rave no superiors.  . 

The frame-work of thé cotton machinery, made by. them, 
3s of cast iron, which gives great strength and weight, and 
makes them more durable. It is especially well adapted to 
the use of convict Jabor. MEL 

We are also using two new Steam Dressers, invented by 
©. Bradley, of Virginia, and constructed br the- Rogers’ 
Works.. It is a machine of great utility, capable of per- 
Sorming nearly or quite double the amount of work per- 
formed by the Dresser-usually used. ` 2 Am 

Our Looms are made by Alfred Jenksand Son, of . Brides- 
burg, Pennsylvania. They are strong and.durable, work 
easy and smoothly.. The Lowells made on them will weigh 
8 oz. per yard. I would, gentlemen, earnestly. invite, 
through you, the members of the Legislature, and planters 
especially, to examine the quality of our Lowells and yarns. 

The last session of the Legislature made an appropria- 
Son of thirty thousand dollars for the purchase of ma- 
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chinery, and also passed a bill giving me leave of absence from . 
the State, for the purpose of visiting the Northern States, in 
order that I might expend the appropriation in the most 
judicious manner ; ‘accordingly, in the month of December, 
Ileft for the Northern ‘cities. I miade contracts with 
Rogers’ Locomotive and Machine Works, of Patterson, N. 
J., for all the machinery necessary Io prepare yarns for the 
looms, and also the shafting and hangers necessary for the 
entire mill, including the belting for driving thé counter 
shafting. | 

I also contracted with Alfred Jenks & Son, of-Bridesburg, 
Pennsylvania, for 80 Looms—76 of which are for manu- 
facturing Lowells and Linsey, and 4 four leaf twilled looms 
for weaving Twills or Jeans. I found the’ trip very 
pleasant and. instructive, notwithstanding it was in the 
midst'of winter. l visited quite a number of cotton mills 
during my absence and examined carefully their machinery,. 
and do not hesitate to say, without the fear of successful 
contradiotiofi, that the machinery now used in this Institu- 
tion is equal to that used in any factory in the United: 
States —l feel conscious that I might say equal to any in 
operation in the world. I make it thus broad for the reason. 
that if is a well known fact that'the best cotton machinery 
made is American. EU S S s im 

“We have drawn from the Treasury the entire amount of. 
the last appropriation of thirty thousand dollars, and -have: 
set gma $28,614 40. Weare daily receiving the remainder 
of the machinery. It isimpossible to'state, until we receive it 
all, the exact amount necessary for freight, dc. Wee), 
however, bé able: before the close of the session'of the Legis- 
en to report to the legislative committe upon the sub-.

It is a matter of surprise to those who feel an interest in 
machinery, to see how rapidly improvements are being. 
made. Since we commenced ordering machinery there has 
been three distinct improvements, all of which are valuable, - 
and can be seen at our mill. 

I eonversed with many intelligent manufacturers during 
my visit at the North, all of whom agreed that the heavy 
cotton.' fabrics would’ eventually be manufactured: ex: 
clusively in the slave holding States. The heavy’ expense’ 
incident to the transportation of the raw material to the 
Northern cities and the reshipment of the fabric manu- 
factured therefrom to a Southern market with the necessary: 
profits added thereto, will, before many years, induce man- 
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ufacturers to érect mills convenient to the producers, who 
are the chief consumers of the coarser fabrics. S 

The last session of the Legislature appropriated five 
thousand dollars for the erection of another story on the 
prison building. During the past summer we procured all 
the material necessary for its completion. We are now 
progressing with the erection of the building, and hope to 
have the brick work nearly accomplished by the meeting of 
the Legislature. The wood and iron work, making the 
mortar and preparing the slate for the roof has been per- 
formed exclusively by convict labor. I employed Mr. Jos. 
French to superintend the erection of the building, after 
we had procured everything for its completion, except the 
framing of the roof. 

When this story is completed it will give us 50 additional 
cells. I have put heavy arches over them and will secure 
the arches by timbers, and ceil under the projection of the 
roof, which will make the prison secure. I have used 100 
barrels of cement in its erection, groting the* arches and 
laying the peers. | 

We will have, when the cell building is finished, two 
hundred cells. 

By reference to the first part of this report you will see 
that we have confined 163 prisoners—two of the cells are 
dark rooms and exclusively for punishing those who are 
refractory—which will leave but 35 cells unoccupied. I 
think that the whole number will be occupied within the 
ensuing summer. The roof of the prison building is entirely 
off, exposing the night guard to the inclemency of the 
weather. I hape, however, to get the building finished be- 
fore the heavy winter rains commence. . > 

A further small appropriation will be necessary to finish 
this improvement. In consequence of the necessity of strip- 
ping the roof entirely off, we thought it better to employ as 
many brick masons as could work, advantageously, in order 
io finish the building at the earliest moment. 

We have also worked more material in the walls than 
we intended when the specifications were made. 

We have found it impossible to employ, profitably, all the 
prisoners.during the.past year, for the reason that we did 
not have.a sufficient quantity of machinery in operation. 
We have now a sufficient number to run all the machinery 
our building will contain, and to attend to all other neces- 
sary duties. We confidently expect that the inmates will 
increase some 25 or 30, by the middle of the ensuing sum- 
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I feel it my duty to state these facts, as át i is s expected 
that I should know something of what will probably be the 
future condition of the prison. 

I think that we can reasonably caleulate upon the num- 
ber of convicts increasing within the next five years, to 
three hundred. 

If it is-wise for the State to make provision for them in 
advance, I will willingly confer with the committee on the 
Penitentiary upon the subject. 

The length of the sentences for the last few years has been 
much longer than it was previously, which will tend greatly 
to augment, the numbers. 

If my predictions for the next five years should prove 
true, the managers of this Institution could run another 
cotton mill as large as.the one now within the walls. ` `

Much praise is due to the various officers of this Institu- 
tion, for diligence in performing their respective duties. 
I have found from. experience that -this Institution, 
like all others of a similar character, is a little world of 
itself, with many conflicting interests and feelings. There 
are certain rights which are due to prisoners of a humane 
character, which rights the outside world: are not. always 
willing for them to enjoy, which Sometimés-éreates censure- 
on those who have the management of them. ' But fortu- 
nately for me I have escaped censure, perhaps to as great 

anfextent as usually falls to the lot of those who are called 
~ to manage a State Prison. |

of the Superintendent, Physician and Chaplain, together 
with tabular documents'as made out by.the Clerk, setting 
forth a.full statement: of the financial and ‘genérab: business 
affairs, the health arid moral’ condition of the Institution, 
for the last eleven months,ending the 30th September; at which 
time it will be seen there were-163 convicts confined ‘in: the 
Penitentiary, making an increase of 19, since our- -last'onnual 
report. T i 

It will be a source of. congratulation to- "m no: dóúbt ito 
know. that: whilst rebellion ánd-escapes iri large. numbers/are ` 
not unfrequént: on. hé. part óf-similar institutions-of'other: 
States, no-such attempt and. but: two escapes: since dur last. 
teport, have occurred in: ours,—but. peace» and .harmony:: 
througliout the Institution, òn- the part of officers, guards 
and convicts, have been.the result as. far as could: reasonably 
be expected under;the: ‘Penitentiary. system. + is. 

It will be seen from the report of the Physician, that dor 
ing the last fiscal year no death has occurred from the ordi- 
nary diseases of the country, and but three: from . chronic, — 
they were far advanced in age, whilst the gerieral health ‘of 
the prisoners has been greatly improved, owing -principally, 
as Dr. Boyd thinks, to the- more plentiful use of. garden vege- 
tables. It may however. be. safely assumed that whatever 
may be the causes fòr effective discipline and health, the 
Mississippi Penitentiary may. safely challenge comparison 
with any similar Institution of the land. 

The two appropriations made at the last session of the 
Legislature,—one of thirty thousand dollars, for the purchas- 
ing additional machinery for the cotton factory, and that of 
five thousand, for the erection of fifty additional prison cells, 
have been directed to their respective objects, and for par- 
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ticulars you are respectfully referred to the full and ample 
report of Col. Hardin, the Superintendent. 

We respectfully desire to call yoür attention to the fact 
ihat before the close of the present fiscal year, it is believed 
that the convicts“in the Penitentiary, will equal the present 
number of cells and those now being erected. In view of this 
almost certain contingency it would seem that both upon the 
score of economy and safety, provision should at once be made . 
for the increased number of cells and machinery that would 
be required before provision could be made by an ensuing 
Legislature, believing as we still do that besides other rea- 
sons, to employ the convicts exclusively in spinning and 
. weaving, will not only prove more profitable to the State, 
but lessen the chances for conspiracies, plans and means of 
escape. 

The increased buildings within the present Geet 
walls, together with what must soon bé necessary to provide 
for the rapid i increase of convicts, renders it important to 
exiend the present inclosure this can be done by procuring 
the right of way across the street, and extending the inclo- 
Sure so far as practicable, to the ‘Penitentiary grounds west 
of the building. 

Mr. Murray, who was employed to superintend the boring 
the Artesian.well, died on the 5th January last, after sink- 
ing it upwards of five hundred feet, since which lime we 
have not been able to procure a man of.sucli experience as 
its importance requires to prosecute the work. 
. "The extent to which the work on tlie well has progressed.. 
with the increasing .demand for,water’at the prison, as well. 
as other considerations, woutd- “seem to" justify its comple- 
tion at the earliest practicable period. i 

-We feel it due to Col: Hardin to say, that during the last 
year his labors have been arduous and complicated, “anid that 
much.is due to him as Superintendent, and. the other officers, 
for the manner in which the duties have been discharged;

"The genéral health, since early last spring, has been 
better than usual, because of the fine garden attached to, 
thé institution, and the consequent abundant supply of veg- 
etable food. : PE. DEM uc : 

‘Heretofore, there has béen a considerable. Det of seorbu-' 
tic cases in the prison, but since last Spring there has not 
been a single case, owing entirely to the increase in the 
quantity and quality of the vegetable food for its inmates... 

‘This change is due entirely to Col. A. M. Hardin’s good 
management in this department of the institutions |"; — - 

Most of the”'inmates of the Penitentiary até robust‘and’ 
hardy, and are only subject to: the ‘diseases’ Consequént on. 
prison life and food ; but there Are An all such institutions,- 
many degraded wretches, hailing from almost every part of 
the civilized globe, who have bidden defiancé:to all sorts of 
laws, both secular: and divine, suffering ‘with all sorts of 
loathsome - and disgusting diseases, it is not at all strange 
that a few of this class of prisoners should die, even should 
they be sick in the best provided and well conducted hos- 
pitals, and many more in an institution like this must neces- 
sarily be, where there is no hospital, and no nursing, and 
where two prisoners are crowded into one cell, to eat and 
to sleep, and to spend their days of rest. With all these 
things to contend against, and with enfeebled and worn out 
constitutions, in many instances, to commence wiih, the ex- 
ceeding small nuumber of three persons have died since my 
last report. . ; 

One died of chronic inflammation and ulceration of the 
bowels; one with dropsy, and the other, with apoplexy. 
The first was past the middle of life, and the others were 
very old. 

There has been many peculiarities to note, in the charac- 
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ier of the diseases of the past year ; and oneis, that d ysen- 
tery and diarrhea, (although never quite epidemic,) pre- 
vailed to a greater extent than is usual. "There has scarce- 
ly been a day, düring the ¿year, of dn entire absence of the 
one or the other of these forms of disease. "These attacks 
have generally been actively acute, but in a few cases, of a 
passive or sub-acute form. 

There has-also existed a strong tendency to hemor rhagic 
diseases generally, and especially. from the lungs. This 
form of attack, in -several instances, fell upon ‘the most vig- 
orous, and otherwise healthy persong.in the prison. . - These 
attacks were promptly checked, in every instance, though. 
re-occurring in most of-the ‘subjects. “In the sbjects ‘of, 
these acttacks there are three instances of which no inju- 
rious traces seem to be left behind. 

Another peculiarity has been, that almost every variety 
of diseases appearing in the prison this season, has had ap-, 
pearances of periodicity, which has apes their medical 
treatment, in a great degree.. ;

your attention to the fact of the regular increage,in the: num- 
ber of conyicts in the prison, and a consequent i increase in.

Ax Inspectors of the Mississippi Penitentiary: `. 
|. GENTLEMEN:—In presenting to you my report, as Chaplain 
of the, Penitentiary, for the-past year, 1 have little to-give 
:but.a record of regular services held, and of visits paid:io. 
ithe prisoners in their cells; By means of personal inter- 
.coursé with them, much good can be done; and by enlisting 
‘their sympathies, many can “be reached who ‘would be:dedd 
‘to other influences. Though there isthe most Tespéetfül 
áttention"paid to the preaching of the Word, by most of 
those present, yet the immediate fruits are not so apparent 


as could be desired: ` The^Hióré I minglée-with thé men;"the 
more I find that some attempt at mental culture would ma- 
terially aid thé Chaplain in his labors. They need employ- 
ment in their hours of seclusion, as much as in thé outen 
labor. Though Merg mental development, can never in ¡self 
elevate man. aboye “his present moral condition, it.may.be 
made the means of -enabling spiritual influences. to reach the 
heart otherwise steéled against the truth. The last appgo- 
priation made be He Legislature for the mental and. moral 
improvement of the prisoners, was in part wisely spent-by. 
the present-worthy Superintendent, in the purchase of slates, 
séhdol. books, Ae. for selfinstruction.. , These, meant rightly 
used, make a man feel that heis not altogether Jost-or for- 
gotten—but that he has an opportunity given him to prepare 
himself for usefulness after his term of service has expired. 
We need Bibles and New Testaments, and occasionally a few 
good books may be judiciously loaned to those who really 
desire to read them. Were there a chapel properly fitted 
up for divine service, some measures could be taken for the 
establishment of a Sunday school to be held one-half hour 
each day after the sermon.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISORS. 


To His ExcgLrENCY, Wu. MeWirLIE, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 

Sr :—It is made our duty as supervisors of the M'ssis- 
sippi State Lunatic Asylum, to make our annual report to 
you in regard to the affuirs of the Institution under our 
charge. This duty becomes less onerous in consequence of 
the very satisfactory reports of the Superintendent and 
Secretary, made to the Board, and which are herewith 
transmitted to you. . 

It will be seen from the report of the Secretary, that we 
have labored under some disadvantages in consequence of 
want of funds, which to a considerable extent was supplied 
upon our individual responsibility. The emergency of the 
case demanded prompt action on our part, and no other 
way was left to raise money to defray the actual expenses 
of the Institution. Thus was prevented much confusion 
and embarrassment, and we feel assured that our doings in 
this behalf, will meet with the cordial approbation of your- 
self and the Legislature. 

At the session of the Legislature of 1858. an act was 
passed “to provide for paying off the old debts of the Lu- 
natic Asylum,” and the sum of $3,956 To, appropriated for 
this purpose. This it seems was the amount of the old 
debts of the Institution as laid before the Board of Trus- 
tees, and reported to the Legislature. After that time 
various other amounts against the Asylum were presented, 
which had been overlooked by the Steward, which in- 
creased the “old debts" of the Institution to $7,116 98. 
Thus the appropriation above alluded to, fell short of pay- 
ing the old debts; and compelled the Board to use a part 
of the extra appropriation of $12,000 to make up the de- 
ficit. - 

' The necessary expenses of the Institution have been 
greater for the past year than before, as the number of pa- 
tients has increased, which fact has correspondingly 
increased the expenditures in almost every particular. It 
is therefore impossible to tell accurately what will be the 
demands of the Institution from year to year. In addition 
to the fixing of the time for the commencement of a fiscal

We beg to ask your serious attention, and through your. 
Excellency, that of the Legislature, to certain matters 
touching the welfare.ànd prosperity of the. Institution; and 
for throwing but a few suggestions for consideration, the 
deep interest we feel in the subject matter is the apology 
we offer, if any be needed. _. ) Sg 

The rapidly growing necessity for such an Asylum with- 
in the limits of our State, becomes-more and more apparent 
éach day, as will be shown by the report of the Superin- 
tendent. to this Board. Public interest too, is becoming 
aroused in behalf of this Institution, and humanity itself 
touchingly appeals to the Legislature for a continuance of 
its fostering care and generous aid. , 

The Superintendent reports to us the important necessity 
of an additional wing to the present building. We have 
. often been painfully impressed with this fact during our 
administration, and do most heartily endorse the suggestion 
of the Superintendent. l 

The reasons urged by him as set forth in his report are 
so plain and palpable, that it is unnecessary for us to reca- 
pitülate, S 

We might add; that the accommodations for pay patients 
are altogether inadequate, and full justice eannot be done 
them while there is such great lack of room. If fair and 
ample accommodations were provided, the, charges for this 
class of patients might very justly be increased, and thus a 
considerable revenue acerue to the State. | M 

There is no Ward in the building at present (hat can be 
set apart for pay patients, in consequence of which . they 
necessarily fare in common with other classes of patients. 
It would, therefore be manifestly just that they should be 
provided with separate and comfortable apartments. . 
: We. respectfully suggest that it would be,well for the 
State to build. also a dwelling house separate and: apart 
from the main building, for the use and benefit of the 
Superintendent and his family. This arrangement would 
in the end be economy to the State, and render the affairs 
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of the Institution less complicated, and would'in many in- 
stances prevent confusion, annoyance and dissatisfaction. 
As the law now stands, the Superintendent is required to 
“reside with his family in said Asylum.” The scenes 


‘occasionally witnessed by the family are doubtless often 


painful and distressing in the extreme,leaving disagreeable 
sensations upon their minds. -It very often happens too, 
that the Superintendent and his family desire to entertain 
their friends. ` ‘ 

Under the present arrangement this may be done to an 
anlimited extent, and to the prejudice of ‘the Institution, 
and at the expense of the State. It would assuredly be 
anreasonable to expect the family to cut themselves off 
from all social relations and live a secluded life. All this 
ean be remedied or avoided by the plan proposed, if in 
addition to this the Legislature or the Board of supervisors 
will fix the salary of the Superintendent adequate to the 
exigencies of the case. 

Under the arrangement suggested in lieu of the existing 
one, the Superintendent would cf course have no demands 
against the State beyond his salary, and his family could 
live peaceably and quietly at home, beyond the disagree- 
able influences that surround institutions of this kind. The 
assistant physician would be required to reside, as he now 
does, in the main building of the Asylum, and he could 
readily command the services of the Superintendent at any 
moment that an emergency would arise. 

There are various repairs necessary for the preservation 
of the buildings of the Asylum, which can better be pointed 
eut to the committee of the Legislature when they pay 
their annual visit to the Institution. While we can hardly 
expect all the wants of the Institution to be at once sup- 
plied, yet it is proper for us to call your attention to them 
m due time, that the Legislature may be made cognizant 
ot them. | 

We know of no further suggestions that are necessary 
io be made, but beg to state that when any dissatisfaction 
or disturbance has arisen in the Institution, we did not fail 
io have a fair and full investigation, nor to act promptly. 
when circumstances required it. And we hope that it will 
not be regarded as egotism when we say that upon a close 
and rigid investigation of our acts and doings, it will at 
least be conceded that we have made a determined effort 
io perform a duty which has been by no means light or 
trivial. 


We beg again to refer you to the reports of the Super- 
- intendent and Secretary, to this Board, which are made a, 
part of this reporf;--ànd in conelusion we would hope that 
the Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum may not in any way 
be retarded, and that it go onto increase in its beneficent 
proportions, until it shall furnish a comfortable retreat for 
every one of. that unfortunate class of human beings within 
our State, for whom it was begun. So zé

Gentlemen: As Secretary of the Board, I tender you here 
with a statement of the financial oper ations of the Institution 
since the present Board have had charge of the same. 

The Board entered into the discharge of their duties on the 
4th day of December 1858—Dr. S. C. Farrar being unani- 
mously elected the President of the Board. 

Itmay be, here, proper to state that the office of Superin- 
iendent being then vacant, Dr. Farrar kindly offered his ser- 
vices to perform that duty gratuitously until a new Superin- 
tendent was elected. 

On the 23d of December, the Board held a meeting for the 
purpose of electing a Superintendent, which resulted in the 
election of Dr. Robt. Kells. 

From the statement presented to the last Legislature by

To the Board of Supervisors, 
Mississippi State Lunatic Asylum : 


GENTLEMEN :—In conformity to the act organizing this 
Institution. I have the honor to submit to you the fifth 
annual report. 

My official connection with the Asylum dates from Jan. 
10th, 1859. It may be proper to.give the statistics of the 
operations of the Institution from the date of the last report, 
io the time I assumed the duties of EES which 
are as follows :

This left in the house, on the l0th of Jan. last, one 
hundred and ten patients, of whom sixty- eight were males 
and forty-two females. A large majority of these are 
chronic and incurable cases, some of them have been here 
since the Institution was first opened and others who have 
entered since, are equally unfavorable, owing chiefly to the 
duration of the disease. 

The treatment of such cases is, for the most part, custodial 
and the per cent. of cures on our entire population must 
necessarily be very low. 

We are row only in our fifth year and cannot therefore; 
look for that méasure of success obtained in older Institu- 
tutions that have been relieved of their incurable cases by 
death, or some. prevision authorizing the Superintendent to 
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remove patients after a citizenship in the Asylum of two 
years, in order to accommodate acute and tractable cases. 

Though the prospect of recovery in many of these cases 
is cheerless, yet we know that they are better cared for 
and more comfortable than d would be under the ordi-

which with those admitted since will make 136. under treat. 
ment up to date. Out ofthis number there havebeen discharged 
30, which leaves 106 at theclose of thereport. Of those dis- 
charged 12 were recoveries, which shows aratioof 46 percent. 
of cures on the number of admissions, or 10 per ceut. to aver- 
age number of residents. 

"The per cent. of cures ou the average population is not as 
large as could be desired, but as before stated, the influx of a 
large proportion of old cases must necessarily diminish the 
number of recoveries. 

There has been admitted into the Asylum since its opening, 
(on the 8th of Jan. 1855,) two hundred and sixty patients. Out 
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of this number there has been 65 recoveries; showing a ratio 
of 25 per cent. of cures:

There has been five removals; one of these was an acute 
case and had been in-the Asylum four months without much 
improvement—she was taken away a few days after I came 
here and continues, as I learn, in about the same condition. 
A case of puerperal mania was taken away after she had im- 
proved somewhat, and has since recovered. One of chronic 
mania, was returned after an absence of two months. 
One of recurrent mania only remained in the Institution for 
one week, as paternal affection was too strong to leave him 
behind. 
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The last case was removed because her status was objec- 
tionable and no provision made for her custody. i 

Ihave to report the discharge by death of eleven cases. 
The majority of these, occurred in the lower male ward, 
which is crowded with Idiots, Epileptics and cases of De- 


mentia, that mentally and physically have but little power to 


' resist disease. 


We have had considerable sickness in the Institution eversiace 
I took charge ; indeed, typhoid fever, and diarrhoea exist d in the 
house at the date of my fist visit. In the Spring we had quite a 
number of cases ot bilious fever of a low type, and for the last 
two months, dysentery has been epidemic and proved fatal in four 
cases. gr 

Much care has been observed, as to cleanliness, diet, fumiga- 
tions and the use of disinfectants.

The case of typhoid fever specified, occurred in the person of 
a young lady who had been insane for five years and her general 
bealth feeble all the time. 

The fever had made its appearance about ten days before I saw 
her. and after an illness of four weeks, terminated fatally. 
E The cases of chronic diarrhea existed in two old men and con. 
‘tinued in the one three, and the other six months. 
F Dysentery presented itselfin two men, whose health had been 
completely broken down by repeated attacks of convulsions ; they 
died in à few days after the disease set in. The case of a little 
Idiot also terminated fatally from the same disease, in a few days 
after his attack—he had been very delicate for some time, owing 
to frequent attacks of diarrhea. 

Dropsy ensued upon affection of the heart ; and the’ obstruction 
tothe circulation in the great central organ produced effusion in 
all the serous cavities and throughout the cellular tissues.

The number of cases of Insanity in which the cause is 
unknown, is nearly one-half, and cannot be regarded but as 
an evil. This is owing in part, that some cases of long 
standing wander unti] they get among strangers who know 
nothing of their history, mental, physical or medical. But 
it is oftener the fact, that patients are sent by persons who 
could have brought all the information pertinent to the case, 
had it been made a part of the lecal requisition. 

This information would frequently be suggestive in the 
treatment of the case, and not only so, but enable us to 
make tables more perfect and practical. 

he numerical method has established many important 
faets and is as valuable iu this speciality as in any other. 

In some cases, the cause of Insanity must remain obscure 
and our treatment prove abortive to a greater or less ex- 
tent, for the want of necessary and procurable data. 


CAUSES OF INSANITY. 


I shall allude to only two causes of Insanity, and these 
are, more or less, under our control. Causes that are rife 
in producing victims of ill-fayored bodies, and disordered 
and atrophied minds. I refer to marriages of consanguinity 
and popular education. 
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. . Itis often the.case that parcnts, from; considerations: of 
family.pride or. temporal interest. have been ¿induced to 
bring about blood alliances—alliances that give daily proof 
ofbeing in violation of the physiological laws ofreproduction, 
in the numberless cases of malformation of body and mind— 
meaning the instrument of the mind. . 

The laws of reproduction require as their conditions fora, 
complete fulfillment, a concordant diversity of temperament 
and a thorough renewal of the blood—two states that are 
not satisfactorily obtained in alliances of consanguinity. . . 

The fact is patent to every observer, that consumption, 
scrofula &c., are hereditary and transmissible diseases; and 
that they are the result of blood poison, rather than from 
- vice of conformation. By a proper renewal of the blood 
for several generations, the pathogenic taint may be entirely : 
eradicated, but if intermarriages .are persisted in, in the 
same families, extermination will.be certain. "M 

We think it an incontrovertible position, that marriages 
founded upon lineal descent, will depreciate the physiological 
and organic powers of the offspring. And as we impair 
the organism of the mind, in just such proportion do we 
pre-dispose to mental aberration ; and just so of any other 
organ ; the office is imperfect as the organ is imperfect. 

It is, therefore, proper that a word of caution be urged, 
-to avoid these unfortunate, nay, I may say unnatural alli- 
ances, as their consummation has so often afflicted parents 
with issue that have been branded with anomalies of both 
body and mind. 

Our educational systems have much in them to commend 
and deservedly attract a large share of public attention. 
Yet this should not bea reason for closing our eyes to 
manifest errors, and not endeavor to abate them asspeedily 
as possible. 

Mental and physical hygeine should be regarded as im- 
portant studies for both teachers and parents; that the laws 
of body and mind be properly understood and a healthy 
balance preserved. 

The tendency of the present period is to force a rapid 
intelleetual development, to the neglect of a healthy physi- 
cal training. The mind and body being mutually depen- 
dent, it certainly is progress in the wrong direction to 
stimulate, the one and dwarf the other. l 

Children, as a general rule, are placed in the school- 
room too young, and kept there tod long,—hour after hour 
is, the tender and growing mind toiling to accomplish the 
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task of some ambitious teacher or doting mother, in order - 
that the scholar or the child may be regarded precocious 
and learned. In all this, the warning voice of Nature has 
been unheeded, until the pallid countenance, enfeebled 
frame and nervous exhaustion, give unmistakable evidence 
of an over-worked brain; and when this course is perse- 
vered in, the brain is arrested in its development and, bebe, 
tude, and mental disorder ensue. 

The curriculum of our schools is also gone through, with 
such pressure and haste that the physical well-being of the 
pupil is entirely ignored. The value of a healthy organ- 
ism is well understood by educators of imbecile and 
idiotic children. 

They start upon the principle ‘that mental weakness is 
more or less dependant upon physical infirmity, and, to suc- 
cessfully reach the mind, all the. bodily powers must be 
improved. EE PEE. 

We must think that proper physieal training should be 
made a part of every system of education, and to neglect 
it, is a violation of the teachings of experience and obser- 
vation. 

It has been said, that on the whole, civilization renders 
men'more liable to mental disease ; may it not in some de: 
gree be owing to our high-pressure system of education ?— 
to our not keeping in view the laws of brain growth, upon 
which healthy and vigorous mental manifestations depend. 


ENLARGEMENT. 


The period in the history of the Asylum has been reach- 
ed when the wants of the Insane call for further accommo- 
dations. It needs no words of eloquence to prove or urge 
this necessity, when the facts shall be made. known to the 
Legislature that the male wards have been crowded all the 
year, and, in several instances we have had to perform the 
melancholy duty of sending patients home for want of 
room. 

We are not able to determine accurately the number of 
insane in the State, but are satisfied that not one-half of 
this unfortunate class are in the Asylum. Regarding the 
nuniber of incurable cases now on hand, we shall only be 
able to accommodate a very limited number more without 
an extension of the building. __ 

Another good and sufficient reason for extension exists,. 
in the fact, that we have only three wards on either side, 
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and’ Cantiot; therefore, «elássity Ouf patiénts so ás to obtain ` 
the “best results.” “As we are. now situated, there must ba’ 
more or less ‘of persons in each ward, who are not only 
disagreeable, but whose influence’ is absolutely pernicious 
and must necessarily retard the cure in those who are con- 
valescing. It requires no familiarity with the insane-to 
know that one violent patient will often thwart, the best 
directed efforts to preserve order in those whose sensibili 
ties are easily awakened, and whose power of self-control 
is limited.. It is thought by the best writers on-the cón- ` 
struction of insane hospitals, that there should be eight 
distinct wards for each sex. Not having one-half this num- 
ber, it must be obvious to any one at all acquainted with 
the subject, that many ill-assorted cases must come in daily 
association, and the success in cures must be somewhat 
abridged. ` ` j l | 

In this connection it may be proper to mention the fact 
that no provision ha$ been made for the treatment of the 
insane colored population. Year after year applications 
have been made for admission; but nothing has been done 
for their accommodation, and there is nothing left for the 
Superintendent to do but to send them home. 

This subject deserves the sympathy and benevolence of 
the Legislature. As the producing class of our country, 
we owe them proper care in their afflictions, mental as well 
as physical. If Hospital treatment and discipline will 
benefit any class it will them, and it is believed that a lar- 
ger per cent. of cures would be obtained, from the fact that 
they would be treated much earlier and not be kept at 
home from so many false considerations, until they had well ` 
nigh become incurable. l 

Should proper quarters be provided, this class would be 
self supporting, as they are necessarily pay patients. l 

It is deemed unnecessary to add aüything farther on 
the necessity of additional wings, as we feel assured that 
Mississippi will not fail to provide hospital benefits for all ` 
her insàne.- Nn eh. Gr MN m 

Therefore, in view.of the foregoing considerations and 
wants we have to recommend early action on the part of the . 
Legislatüre of" the State; ‘in behalf of an: Institution which ` 
has been ‘justly regarded as deserving the ‘Tichest bounty of :

It may be questioned if the confinement of an Asylum 
is not an injury to the idiot, and it is quite certain that 
they cannot be benefitted by their detention here. As a 
class, they are always obnoxious. to the insane. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


At the commencement of the year, the water closets and 
bath rooms were in avery defective condition. All the 
decayed floors and fixtures have been removed and re- 
newed,—cast iron bath tubs, cast iron enamelled ewers and 
_receivers have been introduced to supply the place of the 
old ones. The discharge pipe is connected with a flue, that 
secures a good downward ventilation, and passes off most 
of the unpleasant exhalations. The doors of the water 
closets are so connected with the water pipes, that on enter- 
ing or retiring, the opening of the door affords a sufficient 
flow of water to wash and cleanse the reccivers. 

This has all been pat up in as simple a manner as possi- 
ble, avoiding any construction that might be the means of 
accumulating impure air or filth. 

We have also introduced coils of radiating pipe into the 
bath rooms, in order that they may be suitably warmed on 
bathing days. 

It need be but stated that bathing a feeble person in wa- 
ter at 90 deg., and coming out of the bath into an air of 
from 40 to 50 deg., will produce a shock so serious as to 
not only make bathing prove a dread; but an injury to the 
patient. ` ie , | 

With our present arrangement, we hope to be able to 
make the bath-rooms comfortable in our coldest weather. 

-We have purchased three hundred, feet of hose, which is 
our only reliable means of defense against fire. ., By attach- 
ing the hose to a plug near the centre and rear buildings, 
it is practicable to reach any point from which the fire may. 
originate. Many institutions are so- constructed as to be 
able to fill any part of the buildings with steam, and, inva 
very short time; effectually. smother the fire. No building. 
can be considered welt protegted @gainst fire, without this 
arrangement, ` JS 
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" Something has Veen doné'to improve and Deaufify tlie 
grounds :—the pond has beeri‘muth enlarged; and the, sap- 
oly of. water is'réndered ample for all onr purposes. A 
ee lias been extended. across the enclosure, in order to 
separate the font from the rear grounds, which is desirable 
‘on account of exercising the.differént classes and séxes. 

` Thé garden has furnished an abundant supply of vegeta- 
bles in their season, and, in ‘all this work the patients. have 
done «a large share. Moderate and well-regulated labor 
may be regarded 4s one of our most efficient means of cure. 
It not only promotes health, but the. diversion that employ- 
ment affords the mind, is highly conducive to mental resto- 
ration. . It diminishes the ‘friction of a disordered and 
troubled mind, and secures to the patient a night of sound 
sleep without the potency of drugs. 

The expenditures for the improvements referred to, have 
been a considerable drain upon our appropriations; besides 
a large amount of out-standing debts have had to be liqui- 
dated, as the Secretary’s statement will show. 


APPROPRIATION AND REPAIRS. 


It will occur to any one, at all familiar with the progress 
of the institution, that the numbers are yearly increasing, 
and, in the same ratio, must the amount for a support be in- 
creased. The" appropriations have not been sufficient to 
meet the wants of the Asylum; and where we have to Buy 
on a credit and in detail, there is a loss of a considerable 
per-centage. l 

In view of the present indebtedness, the improvements 
and repairs necessary and desirable, we would earnestly 
recommend to the Legislature the granting of a special ap- 
propriation of twenty-eight thousand dollars. ` `. 

To comprehend the wants and repairs of the institution 
we would merely state them as follows : d 

We have no suitable rooms in which to place our stores ; 
the kitchen is illy supplied with cooking apparatus; the 
entire roof needs immediate repairs, as the leakage has al- 
ready done much injury to the plastering and the wood- 
work; the wood-work outside and inside should be re- 
painted. : gos E 

One of (e most serious inconveniences under which we 
now lábor, is the want of a proper and effective heating 
apparatus. In the coldest weather. the Wards cannot be 
sufficiéntly heated to make them comfortable. - 'Thisis owing 
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-to several causes, viz: There are not radiating. pipes 


enough ; the radiating pipes, or sections are too long for a 
rapid circulation, and the whole fixture is ‘placed too nearly 
on a plain to admit of a free passagé of condensed steam 


. to the boilers—hence there will be more or less reaction, to 


affect the general steam current. . ee 
. The heating apparatus is also put up in a very imperfect 
manner, and could not bear steam pressure enough to heat 


_the house properly, were the piping supplied. 


It will be necessary to take down the whole and put it 


upon amore improved and permanent plan; to shorten 
the sections, from being fifty-four feet, to fifteen feet in 
length. This will secure a full and rapid passage of steam 


ihrcugh the different sections—heat the house much quicker 
—more completely, and with much less amount of fuel. 

The economy in fuel alone, in three years will pay for this 
alteration. By supplying the materials, the work can be 
put up in the very best manner by our engineer, J. B. Allen. 

But little has been done to improve the grounds ; to make 
them a pleasant reireat to those who are bereft of reason 
and removed from friends and home. These improvements 
are carried to a great extent and refinement at nearly all 
the asylums, and are regarded among the happy means of 
gratifying the patients and assuaging their mental ailments. 

Tf the health and comfort of the insane may be regarded 
as of importance, the Fan and forced ventilation deserve 
our serious consideration. The subject of forced ventila- 
tion has engaged the attention of Superintendents to a con- 
siderable extent, and is justly conceded to be one of the 
most operative, hygenie measures,in the construetion of 
Asylums or other large buildings. i 

The operation of the Fan keeps up a continued and forci- 
ble current of air throughout the building, displacing the 
vitiated air that must necessarily exist, in a community sys- 
tem of living. 

At the same time a pleasant breeze is passing through the 
corridors and rooms, making our long seasons of hot weather 
much more sufferable to the patients. ' 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


It affords us much pleasure to know that considerable in- . 
dividual interest has been enlisted in behalf the insane of 
our State, as indicated* by the many private contributions I 
have the satisfaction to record.

Excess of disbursements over receipts, - - $82,994 97:

The above payments on account ofi the Two and Three per cent. 
funds, were made in pursuance of the acts of the last Legislature, 
founded upon the report of Hon. A. H. Arthur, together with the 
amount of $5.000 paid on account the Three per cent. fund to 
the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, tunder this sp ‘pet-of 1857. The 
amount paid/on: “occountofthe “ Sinking fund,” WAS, iñ accordance 
with the act/of 1848;—~see‘Hute inso, Code, page 334? art. 25. 
The very large amount paid on account of the J udiciary—8147,- 
105 56, is another reason for the excess of disbursements, and 
the principal cause of this increase.in the Judiciary is the system 
adopted in the New Code, of paying bailiffs out of the State Trea- 
sury for attending the Probate and Police Courts of the several 
counties. The pauper account is much larger than heretofore. 

‘Document C, is a tabular statement showing the aggregate 
amount of personal property taxable for 1858. oe 

Document D, shows in tabular form a detailed amai of the 
amounts of personalty assessed in the several counties for 1858. 

‘Document E, shows the assessment of lands in the geveral coun- 
ties for 1858. 

Document F, from No. 1 to 62 inclusive, shows the settlement 
of the Tax Collectors for 1858. 

Document G, shows the Revenue Settlements of 1858, includ- 
ing “additional returns," *[nsolvencies collected, &c.," with the 
aggregate amounts of credits allowed. 

There is a balance of $894 07, due from the Tax Collector of 
Claiborne county, which I am assured will shortly be paid. There 
is also a balance of $970 41 due from Yazoo county. I have as 
yet taken no action to enforce collection from that county, as I do 
rot know against whom to institute suit, and I am also satisfied 
that this deficiency is the result of accident and not design. M. 
À. Jenkins, the predecessor of the present tax collector, proceed. 
ed to collect taxes of 1858 up to Ist January, 1855, at which time 
his office expired. W. A. Mangum, the present collector, then 
proceeded to collect, and both have made settlements, and both 
say they have paid all collected. 

There should not be two tax collectors.in a county to collect the 
same revenue, and to prevent confusion hereafter it is proper that 
a law be. passed regulat:ng the matter. 

I trust your honorable body will indicate the course to be pur- | 
sued to collect the deficiency from Yazoo county, and if no action 
is taken by the Legislature, I know of no other course than to 
in: ¡tute suit against both the old and new tax collectors.

amount oftaxes due, but with all cost of" advertising’, deed.acknowl- 
ment, &c., generally at a cost to the State-of about twou dollars 
for each piece of land so sold. This piece of land: remains sub- 
ject to redemption in the office of the Probate Clerk for twoyears, 
and if not redeemed, the clerk is to certify to the deeds to the 
Auditor, who is again to advertise it, at an additional cost, for 
sixty days, and then to sell to any applicant. - The ‘Tax Collector, 
however, gets his credit at every annual settlement for the taxes 
assessed on this land until the same is redeemed. — [t is not untre- 
quently the case, unintentionally no doub:, that the land is sold to 
the State, and before redeemed, is again advertised and sold and 
purchased by individuals—he ¡Pax Collector thus making largely 
by such mistakes—and when the same land is solu by the 
Auditor, there are at least two tax titles from the State for the’ 
same land and from the same forfeiture, ard in this way the 
greatest amount of confusion is produced, Why the necessity of 
so much cost before the Siate can obtain its title to oelinquent. 
lands? The law ought to he so framed that no additional cost 
should be paid by the State, but all damages, costs, lees, &c., 
should be collected in the rede nption. 

Let the ‘Tax Collector simp!y make out a statement, on oath. of 
all lands upon which the taxes are not paid, and ior which he 
could find no personal property to distrain for “the same—vresent 
it to the Auditor and get his credit tor the taxes actually assessed 
on the land. Have the Collector to certify the same hst to the 
Probate Clerk, and permit the lands to be redeemed either at the 
Anditur’s office or at the office of the Probate Clerk, and it vot 
redeeme in a given length of time, then have them sold under 
such regulations as will give the purchaser a title—ot course ‘the 
Collector, Clerk and Auditor, should be paid for their trouble, but 
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Jet:the.cost be- collected: from. the.owners of the «land. when: re. 
‘deemed. Upon -this subject: 1:.beg, to- refer to.the. report:of the 
“Select Cotnmittee-to examine the books of State. officera,”.made 
to the Governor, dated: Dec. 19; 1857, to be found in House 
Journal of 1858; pages 505 to:522. .: . UM M 
. T beg alsó to call your attention.to the report of the same com- 

mittee with reference.to an additional room for the Auditor’s office 
and for an additional clerk. The accumulation.of books and 
papers in this office is so great that additional room is a necessity. 
‘The office is now so-much crowded that the counters and every 
table in the office are, used for places to keep the books, causing 
much damage to the books and great inconvenience in the office. 
This certainly should be remedied, as it is of the utmost.. impor- 
tance to the State that the books and papers should be preserved. 
I trust your honorable body will see the necessity of this additional 
room, and have it provided. l . i 

It is necessary that there should be an additional clerk in the 
office. The -labor to be performed is too much for the present 
force, and it is not to be expected that the Auditor will obtain 
additioal help without being authorized to do so. l 

I would respectfully suggest that the duties of this office are 
arduous and complicated, and of great responsibility, and demand 
the very best clerical ability on the part of the assistants—it-is of 
the utmost importance to the State that the Auditor have accom- 
plished clerks, and such clerks cannot be obtained at the present 
salary paid by the State. . I have had two:clerks, Messrs. Brown 
and Swan, whu are entirely competent, and I take this opportunity 
to express my obligations to them for the energy .and efficiency 
they have displayed in the discharge of their duties. l could not 
ask their services for less than they could get elsewhere, and I 
have had to retain them at a personal cost of six hundred dollars 
annually—the salary paid by the State to the Auditor will not 
ustify this expense, and I trust you will relieve my successor of 
this outlay by increasing the salary of the clerks.. .  — " 

The Legislature of 1857 abolished all perquisites in the.State 
offices. This, I conceive to be wrong. — It.is very frequently the 
case that persons require for their own account, information from 
the office, which requires from one to three or four days to furnish, 
and are very willing to pay for it—the auditor cannot be expected 
to fürnish such information without . pay, and under the present 
law, has been, and will be compelled to refuse such information. 
By allowing fees in such cases the State will not lose, and the 
parties requiring such services will be benefitted. There is a 
law allowing the Auditor ten cents for every hundred words cer. 
tified from his office, but this amounts to nothing, as he . generally 
ean certify oa half a page the information that may take him two 
er three days to get up. 

There is ne danger of fees being [charged when they should 
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not be, as the Áuditor's "og see ef qright, aided by public 


opinion, will correct the charges. 
I conceive it my duty to make De foregoing suggestions, be - 
lieving their adoption is demanded by the public interests. Every

To His Excellency John J. Pettus, 
Governor of the State of Mississippi: 


Sin ;—As President of the Board of Levee Commissioners for 
the State of Mississippi, it is by law made my duty to report to 
each biennial session of the Legislature. 

l am not able, at present, to report the detail of information 
required. It is presumed, however, thatthose who are acquainted 
with the nature of the duties imposed, will not expect anything 
more than a general statement of the “acts and doings of the 
Board” at a period so early after its organization. 

The Treasurer of the Board, owing to a protracted illness, has 
not made his report official. ButI am able to state, by an in- 
spection of his books and my knowledge of the payments made, 
that the amount received into the Treasury from the tax payable 
in 1859, is $76,241 39, one of which payments have been to 
the Engineers department, as follows: l

The above expenses are composed of a thousand and one sniall 
items that I deem it unnecessary to copy in detail, as they are all 
on file, preserved as the law requires, for general inspection. 

In addition to this there has been paid the per diem of members 
of the Board, with their mileage, also $500 to the. Secretary for 
services, by which the payments are made to approximate $14,. 
600 00. There has been paid to Messrs. Green, Law & Co., con- 
tractors upon the ** Devils Neck," or Yazoo Pass Levee, the sum 
of $16,300 00, leaving a balance in the Treasury of $45,941 39. 

The condition of the Levee Fund, its wants and prospects I 
can give most convenietly to myself, and perhaps, equally satis- 
factory tothe Legislature, by extracting from my report made to 
the Board of Commissioners in October last, such portions as may 
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be applicable, and combing such other matter as I think useful or 
interesting. Inthe report. referred to Lsayg ;.. ..- : 

The Chief Enginper-was not appointed: by your ‘Board patil the 
16th of May last, upto that date no preparation was; or ^coukl-be-- 
made for work, after his appointment instruments had tc be pro- 
vided for the surveys made necessary by your by-laws, a corps of 
subordinate Engineers had to be organized, and a large number. of 
laborers to be employed. "The delay incident to this preparation 
brought the 22d of June before the first party took the field, and 
it was not until about the 10th of July, that the service was sufi- 
ciently manned. - ‘Not being able to supply the service: with accli- 
mated officers and laborers, the Chief Engineer, (looking to quali- 
fication, ) was induced to take several Engineers -into his service 
from the more healty regions, who when brought to the laber 
necessary, soon fell victims to the fever. induced by the hot rays of 
the sunimés”s sun reflected with a double force from the river and 
sand bars along whose margin their labors lay. Indeed accli- 
mation appeared to give but little guarantee for health. Every 
Engineer: ‘upon the line has fallen sick. The sickness of an 
Engineer in'chárge stopped the labor, as a general rule, of the 
whole company. | i 

To supply the place of an invalid Engineer was: impossible at . 
that season of the year, for bui few possessing thé necessary quali. ` 
fication, even before experience had shown-the result, were found 
willing to hazard their health in a labor which promised so much. 
exposure and labor at a season of the year so unpropitious. It 
Was not with the Engineers alone that that disease affected us, but: 
with the laborers it was ever present, frequently a company almost 
to a man was placed hors du combat, when. all the trouble and . 
expense of a new organization had to be repeated. . By this the 
work was often delayed beyond what would have been regarded 
a necessary length of time, on account of the difficulty in procuring 
laborers in midsummer. Acquainted with these retarding facts, 
you will readily perceive the reason why am not able to lay 
before you a map and the notes of survey. ofthe “ shore line” of 
the Mississippi river, as required by article 15 of section one of 
of your By-Laws. The map required is now in the hands of our 
efficient draftsman, Capt. Roberts, and: its completion may be 
looked for in thirty days. The Chief Engineer, Mr. Merriwether, 
has been prompt.and indefatigable in discharge of his every duty, 
his health as that of his subordinates, has suffered, but when able 
to be upon his feet, has been where duty called him, controlling 
the labor of this department with a firmness and ability highly . 
satisfactory ; he has under his direction a company of worthy, | 
honest and industrious young men, carefully selected on account - 
of high charaeter, sober habits and proper qualifications. Their , 
performance, when able to work, has been without exception, in . 
keeping with our anticipations. l ; VIE 

The Chief Engineer is equal to the task before him, his assis- 
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tants sufficient for the service, all would bewell with us if: we had: 
the, means necessary, for our enterprise, the want of which tiow-so > 
seriously cramps our movements, and without which the: Mississippi 
Levee caiinot'be built?

The’ present’ levee law is the first in which the Legislature bae-

The great task of Leveeing the Mississippi river has not been 
properly appreciated by those interested. ` In that work is Ingelved 
the prosperity of the State of Mississippi." "The flood of that great 
river spreads over one-seventh portion of our State—that. seventh 
possésses an agticulfural value, above the value of the remaifder, 
if orice it shall be freed from the contingency of flood. : 

The river that affects asis the greatest añd most remarkabl 
in the world; it has a length of three thousand one hundred and . 
sixty miles, its-rise is fifteen hundred and seventy-five feet above 
the Gulf of México, its mean descent a fraction over five. inches 
per mile, It has hundreds of tributaries, it drains seven hundred 
and eighty-five millions of acres of land, it discharges through its 
chatinel the floods produced by the melted snows of the Rocky. 
mountains, and those af the Alleghanies, together with the surplus” 
waters of every intervening valley, embraced in an area of one 
million two hundred and ten thousand square miles. 

In performing this task (that river with the outlets- which ar 
proposes to closé op.) passes in time of high water "oie million 
two hundréd and eighty thousand cubic feet of water in each 
second of time. To construct embankments upon a soil of its own 
formation, with sufficient strength to resist the outflow of this 
stream, which has heretofore recognized no restraint, a stream of : 
such length and breadth and depth, to do this great work and make- 
the.protection an immunity from danger, is a work whose magni 
tude rises above and reaches beyond the coneeption of any other 
enterprise upon the continént of America. 27 

This great work of art can be accomplished, but the achieve. 
ment will be the reward of patient labor and elaborate scientific 
investigation, of a strong and determined will to guide and direct, 
supported by an intelligent population, fully determined to know... 
no discouragement, but with a steady and fixed purpose, keepitig ~ 
step with’every emergency, the means ever ready to be furnished, 
until the final triumph shall’be accomplished and the pestilential 
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waters of the Mississippi shall be converted into smiling and fruit- 
ful fields fitted for the habitation of men. 

The law of 1858, laid down the beginning of the true principle 
for future action. It is based upon the presumption that the bur- 
deng of the enterprise should be borne by those participating in 
the blessings. "The law fell short of the physical principle in. 
volved—4did not embrace the entire territory which equity and good 
conscience demands should be embraced in the “tax paying dis. 
trict.” But the start was made, and we may reasonably hope 
that a just Legislature, and intelligent people, will soon correct its 
errors. re | 

The amount furnished by the law under discussion, is insignifi- 
cant when compared with the necessities pressing; by it a tax was 
levied and assessed upon all lands embraced in the present levee 
district, which tax is to be paid annually for five years, This tax 
amounts fo the annual sum of three hundred thousand dollars, and 
in the course of five years would furnish about half the amount 
necessary to place the work beyond contingency—in other words, 
had the whole amount of fifiy cents per acre upon the land been 
paid on the first of April, 1859, the sum would have been equal 
to about half the pressing wants of the enterprise. But it was 
not the good fortune of the present system to receive even this in- 
sufficient amount. The law provides, that the tax derived from 
the river counties, for the first three years, shall not come into the 
general Treasury, but shall be held and controlled by the local 
Boards, to be by them appropriated to the siquidation of their re- 
spective debts, thereby leaving the general Board for the first three 
years, the tax arising from the assessment on the river counties, 
together with the sum which might be realized from the sale of 
the half million bonds authorized to be sold at the expiration of 
the three years, the general Board is invested with full control of 
ihe monies ; but, in being thus invested, is required to assume any 
outstanding indebtedness existing at that time in the rear counties. 

The amount collected on the first year's assessment from the 
rear counties, amounts in the aggregate to $76,241 39.100—the 
aggregate amount looked for from this source, in the five years is, 
$381,206 95—deduct from this sum $100,000 in round numbers, 
as the probable aggregate expense of the work for five years, in 
the various departments, and we have $281,206 95 to be applied 
from this source to the liquidation of the bonds which the law 
authorizes us to sell, and which may be regarded as disposed of, 
at the end of the three years as before stated. The revenues of the 
front counties come into’ our treasury, amounting annually to the 
sum of two hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars; from this 
source we will derive four hundred and fifty thousand dollars, which 
when added to the aggregate from the rear counties, would give 
for levee building, $731,206 95 chargeable with the interest upon 
the money borrowed, would reduce the nett amount of the proceeds 
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of the Jaw of 1858, to be applied to building levees, to about the 
sum of $500,000, a sum about equal to the levee demands of De 
Soto and Tunica counties. But I am not sure that we can depend 
safely on even this pittance, for by the law that gives us the reve- 
nues of the front counties, we are required to assume their debts. 
I have not as yet been able to ascertain the precise debt of all the 
front counties, for the reason that in some of the counties the re. 
gistry has not been made, while in most of the counties there is 
an outstanding indebtedness not yet ascertained. In De Soto 
county, there is no indebtedness, but her revenue js embraced in 
the calculation of the rear counties, she being an exception to the 
three year's provision, of the law. In, Tunica county, there is an 
existing indebtedness of about $150,000 in the form of Levee 
Scrip, issued by the Board of Local Commissioners upon debts 
contracted before the law of 1858. This debt draws an interest 
at the rate of ten per cent. per annum. The levee revenue of 
this county is $38,000 annually. 
The debt of Tunica sums up thus:

Coahoma county is about as bad off às "Tuniea; her debt sums 
up $187,000 with a nett revenue of $30,000; the intérést on 
her debt about 9 per cent.; the calculation will show that she too 
is a burden upon the general tréasury. In Bolivar, Washington, 
and Issaquena, the debt is large; the precise amount not known ; 
but as much I would say, as will be paid by them in the two en- 
suing years. 

Soon after your last called meeting, I commenced my efforts to 
effect a sale of the half million of bonds authorized by law. But, 
about this time various suits were instituted in the Chancery courts | 
of Yazoo and Sunflower counties, by reason of which I was ën" 
joined and restrained by legal process from the use d a portion “ di 
of the money already collected,—thése suits ‘struck at the constl- * 
tutionality of the law ; that question raised, and the last hope of 
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There. being no pes of f selling bonds, 1 turned .to the front | 
counties, and invoked them, thirobgh their Boards of Police, to et, 
ercise the prerogativé ‘visited in that quarter by the law of 1858. - 
The people and the courts responded promptly, a special tax of . 
twenty-five cents an acré ‘was asséssed'in the’ several counties on 
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counties, in their efforts to stop crevasses janine the last Sing 
tide. 

Upon this special tax and the bonds authorized to be issued, my 
operations for the present season are based. I expect to use each 
dollar under my control, during the present season,—the future 
must be left to provide for itself, —certainly this must, be so when , 
we are without the means necessary to our immediate wants: * 
Upon the faith of the special tax, and upon the bonds mentioned, 

I have already undé¥ contract $745,000 worth'of'work, 330,000 of , 
this amount is being expended in thé three Northern counties, and - 
$415,000 is being expended in the three Southern counties. I 
am now negotiating other contracts which I expect to close in a 
few days—the above contracts include all the crevasses of the , 
past season, except that at Brunswick Landing in Issaquena coun- 
ty,a work which will cost fifty thousand dollars, and which I hope 
soon to have under contract. I shall endeavor not ‘to create a.. 
debt this season above the ability of the district to pay,—under 
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the four year’s ensuing tax. But I may do so, for it is impossible 
to ascertain with certainty, the present amount which the several 
works will cost, until a final estimate is made. 

The work let out in some insfances, is not on as favorable terms 
as I could wish, for-about tlie time the Boards of Police assessed 
the twenty-five cents tax, and ata period when several important 
works had been let, His Honor Judge Henry, of Yazoo, rendered 
his decision (upon the trial of a demurrer, to one of the bills filed 
in his Court, which was selected as a test case,) declared the 
levee law of 1858, unconstitutional ab initio. This decision, if 
correct, struck down the 21st section of the law, which gave the 
police court authority to act, and left us if his ruling was the law, 
a body of trespassers. 

Before recovering from the shock produced by this decision, 
several persons with whom we had made contracts, refused com- 
pliance, I permitted them to go, without litigation, 

Another cause which has conduced to high rates for work, arises 
from the fact, that our revenues, general and special, are not pay- 
able until April,—whereas our work commences in September, 
and should be finished by January. This drives all contractors of 
moderate means from competition, as they are not able to furnish 
supplies and pay their laborers without monthly pay from the work. 
In many instances, I have let to contractors having means, work 
at prices unsatisfactory, when the sub-contractor was standing by, 
to whom the work was re-let, at prices.far below that agreed to 
be paid by me, while the difference in time of payment was only 
three or four months, the sub-contractor being a man of small 
means, unable to do work except upon monthly payments. I have 
no hesitation in saying, that if the time of payment of the levee 
tax was fixed in January, instead of April, twenty-five per cent. on 
the amount expended, conld be saved to the Levee Fund. I have 
long seen and felt the working results of this mistake,—have here- 
tofore endeavored to have the period changed, but without success. 
The change proposed certainly could not work any great hardships 
to the tax payer, it would certainly work a great economy in the 
work: I beg now to invoke yourattention to the existing fact. 

The difficulties enumerated are by no means all with which the 
levee interest has to contend—many others exist. I will, for the 
present, content myself with the mention of one or two more, and 
reserve others for other occasions. 

The question of damages to riparian owners, is one of much 
difficulty. The opinion obtains among many, thatthey have a right 
to expect compensation, not only for the land taken and occupied 
by the Levee, but for all land excluded by it. I have spent much 
time in endeavoring to correct public sentiment upon this subject; 
the error is a most gross one. No decision of any appellate court 
has ever gone farther than to declare in favor of the payment of 
all the immediate damage done to the soil ; the damage resulting, 
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then impending, and the necessary consequence ofthe taking, is 
all theowner can legally expect. Pay for the land the Levee covers, 
with the excavations necessary to its construction, is all that the 
most avarious owner oughtto ask. "This position assumed by me, 
the cupidity of some front proprietors have resisted ; the struggle 
is one involving the life of the Levee ; once establish the princi. 
plethat payment must be made for all the land left outside the 
Levee, at the figures placed by the owners and their patient 
neighbors, and one million of dollars will not pay the debt. I have 
determined on my own responsibility to pay nothing ; to refuse the 
first farthing from the L^vee fund. I found that I had places for 
all the funds at my command over ground where the right of way. 
was gladly yielded. ‘To this effect I gave public notice—that 
notice has been the subject of animadverson. I submitthe pro. 
priety of my conduct. 

The principle must be established that no demand will be en- 
tertained which looks for pay for any other than the damage actu- 
ally sustained. The exclusion of land from protection, does the owner 
no damage, it simply withholds a benefit; all private rights must 
be respected ; but the Levee must be placed upon the line of per- 
manance—a great work like this must not be stayed at every man’s 
line, but stretching itself onward for the public good, every ob. 
stacle must get out of its pathway: the Levee must be placed by 
intelligent design. Plantations are opened—houssa es built, le id 
off, and fences run often by random. 

But the great difficulty is money ; when and how shall we obtain 
money for our great work? This question demands «prompt an. 
swer; we are divided in our counsel upon the important question. 
Some of our rear friends say “let us stop," to such I say consider 
the result! Others, inspired by your example, have gone to work 
on the other side of the great stream ; should we stop, a thousand 
times better for us, had the enterprize never been mentioned.— 
Without a Levee on either side of the river, a fragment ofthe 
bottom was reasonably secure from flood, but an unbroken line of 
embankment on the west side—a flood like that of 1858 ar 1559, 
would drive the last vestage of civilization from the Yazoo Missis. 
sippi botton, with a Levee on both sides of the river the velocity 
of the current would be increased, and the discharges accelerated. 


. This would deepen the waterway to a degree sufficient for the ne- 


cessity, but with an embankment on one side only, the rushing 
flood, ofthe impetious stream would rise above all the valley of 
the opposite shore, and such we have reason to fear will be the 
tendency of the question. In the counties ot Phillips and Desha, 
Arkansas, the valley land owners are paying a-tax, as Iam in. 
formed of from sixty to eighty cents per acre, for Levee purposes, 
while in Madison, Carroll, and Tansas Parishes, Louisiana, the 
Levee tax paid is equal to two dollars and t enty cents per acre ; 
and this too, where their Levees are greatly superior to our own. 
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We murmur at thirty five cents; even at ten cents, afew complain. 
If we can't learn wisdom by experience, let us try to imitate ex- 
ample ; not that we have requirement for any such extreme mea- 
sures, if we did, I should recommend it, the eountry is worth it ; 
Providence has favored us above othe s, in position and extent of 
Territory, Our drainage is all prepared by the hand of na- 
ture, we now requirethe will, and soon the work will be done.— 
Ifthe taxable area could be extended to the base of the hills on 
the east, and the period prolonged at the present rate for fifteen 
years, I believe from the estimates which I have made, that the 
sum would be sufficient for the purpose, upon a tax of this charac- 
ter ani a security of this order, the constitutional question being 
decided in our favor, the Bonds of our board would become a high- 
ly marketable article, planters in our own valley would invest in 
them largely. Authority to sell Bonds with a provision in the law, 
that the holder of ang taxable land might pay five or ten years of 
his tax with a deduction ofa reasonable interest would bring into 
the Treasury an amoynt sufficient for the purpose at once, would 
place us outside the contingency of overflows. The ‘Legislature 
should take a decided position on the great question—either stop 
the enterprise altogether, or place it on a basis of security. We 
are now compelled by a narrow and stupid system, by the pover- 
ty of resources to expend our labor and our money, in patching 
and mending a badly constructed, a badly locat d and absurdly 
aligned work, that as sure as science and as true as common sense, 
must sooner or later be abandoned, for a properly constructed 
work on a location deduced from the most careful and connected 
survey's of the river under all the lights of practical science.” 

The above constitutes the chief points of my report to the board 

of Levee Commissioners, to which I would now add, that unless ' 
le gislation is had at the present session of the Legislature, I am 
po werless—the Board of Levee Commissioners are powerless to 
ad vance farther. We have to the best of our ability, expended that 
ams unt given us under the law of 1858. Should no further appro- 
pri ation be made much of the unfinished. work must necessarily be 
lost. ‘The Levee, above, almost any other character of improve- 
m ent should be finished speedily after commencement. To an 
e nlightened Legislature we now appeal in behalf of an enter- 
p rise of great State concern, . 

The system was commenced in 1850—nine years since, Then 
the connties of Tunica, Coahoma, Bolivar, Washington, Issaque- 
na and Sunflower, paid an aggregate revenue into the State Treas- 
ury of $14,589 92; the same counties now pay $60,086 48; an 
increase of $45,496 56. Then the Chickasaw School District 
owned in that valley 176,000 acres of land of no estimated value, 
130,000 acres of that land has since been disposed of at six dollars per 
acre; the State then owned 500,000 acres of waste land—Internal 
Improvement lands—now they are disposed of—the money is be- 
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ing used to develope the resources of the State; and yet ihe im. 
provement of that country has but commenced. Who can predict 
the coming wealth of that vast alluvial? To Mississippi it is, if 
cherished, an inestimable treasure. Wealth is power! The 
wealth of a State consists in the property and intelligence of 
her people; every intelligent proposition which has for its object 
the increase of knowledge, or the enhancement of aggregate 
wealth, should receive the calm judgment of the Legislature. We 
ask deliberation upon the question of the Mississippi Levee ; we 
ask that it shall no longer be considered à mere local affair, but 
that it shall be brought to its status among the general interests of 
the State. 

Much discussion bas heretofore been elicited, relative to the 
eastward slope of the Yazoo Mississippi valley. Iam now able 
to place before the Legislature the results of a survey made by a 
worthy and reliable engineer, Joseph A. Porter having recently 
finished the survey. The profile is not yet made out, but I hope 
to be able to furnish to the Legislature before its adjournment a 
profile of the survey in proper form. 

I herewith append a copy of Mr. Porter’s letter to me, written 
on the day he completed his survey. 


November 24th, 1859, 


Col. J. L. Alcorn, President, dc, : 

Dear Sir:—I have just finished my survey, from the Missis. 
sippi river to the base of hills, nine miles east of this place, 
making seventy-five miles by the line which I ran. 

I commenced my survey at the Melrose Landing in Bolivar 
county, a few miles south of Prentiss. Melrose Landing is at the 
plantation of Judge William Yerger, opposite Island No. 76. 
The surface of the ground at the starting point is two feet be. 
low the flood line. Fall from flood line at Melrose to Bogue Philiah, 
thirteen ( 13) feet. MEE 

At the town of McNutt, the county seat of Sunflower county, 
the level at the Court House steps, (the observation being taken 
on the step, which is about three inches above the ground,) I 
found seventeen feet seven-tenths below flood line at Melrose. 

At Greenwood, the level is twenty feet below that line. The 
above points are situated on the highest land in the vicinity of 
the points given. I shall return to Prentiss at once with the notes 
. for mapping and profile.

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This survey puts at rest, with all intelligent people, the slope of 
the bottom. The slope may be estimated at a fraction over four 
inches to the mile. 

I beg the indulgence of your Excellency, and that of the Le- 
gislature for the length of this communication, but the subject 
embraces so wide a range, that when once the mind enters upon 
the investigation we are borne into elaborate reflections. 

I submit herewith a copy of the By-Laws of the Board of Le- 
vee Commissioners, with the request that your Excellency shall 
place this, my report, before the Legislature.

REPORT. ` 


To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


The Trustees of the Mississippi Institute for Deaf and Dumb, 
respectfully present to your honorable body, this, their report, of 
the progress, present condition and prospects of the said 
Institution. l 

The number of pupils at present in the Institute is thirty-four, 
many of whose parents or guardians are totally unable to supply 
them with proper clothing or means for traveling expenses in 
order to reach the Institute, and consequently would have been 
deprived of the benefits of the school, but for the fact that once in 
each year, our worthy Principal has been furnished means to visit 
the different portions of the State, and induce the parents and 
guardiaus of deaf mutes.to send their children to the Institute, and 
in all instances the Board of Trustees have paid the traveling 
expenses of pupils whose parents or guardians were unable so 
to do, 

A list of pupils for the year 1859 is herewith annexed, 
marked Document A, showing names, ages, residence, when 
admitted, and cause of deafness as far as possible to be obtained. 

It is with great pleasure that we are able to state that not one 
death has occurred in the Institution since its organization. We 
have had some few cases of sickness during the present year, but 
of minor importance, with the exception of one,a young lad 
named Cochram; his disease was tetanus or lock-jaw, 
and was caused by getting a large splinter in his foot; he was 
very ill for ten or fifteen days, but we are happy to say, that he is’ 
now convalescent. / 

Our medical bill is small, and for the number of pupils, will 
favorably compare with any other Institution in thg United States. 

Our Institution is now in a flourishing condition, aud owing to 
the liberality of the Legislature, many are now receiving the 
benefits of the Institution, who were formerly deprived of them. 
‘This is as it should be, and we trust that the same liberality wi 1 
again be extended to enable the unfortunate “ children of silence ’ 
to be placed upon something like au equal footing with their more 
favored fellow-citizens. 

Among the poorer class of our citizens most of the deaf and 
dumb are found—the wealthy are enabled to send their children

abroad for education ; those who have not the means must depend 
upon the liberality of the State for relief. 

The amount appropriated for improvements has been expended, 
with the exception of $372 12, and we feel assured judiciously. 
Our buildings have been repaired, painted and thoroughly reno- 
vated, grounds enclosed, &c. We cordially invite a committee 
of your honorable body or any of its members, to visit the Insti- 
tution, and examine the premises and the improvements made 
thereon. We are now contracting for bathing rooms for male 
and female pupils; which when completed, will add greatly to 
the comfort and health of all. 

Our Principal has labored assiduously to obtain the latest infor- 
mation, as the best method of instructing the Deaf and Dumb—but 
with the present number of pupils, his duties are very arduous, 
and he requires more assistance. — In almost every Institution of 
a similar kind an Instructor is allowed to every twelve pupils, 
whereas we have had but two for about forty, this should be 
remedied, and we respectfully ask your honorable body to examine 
the estimate made by the Treasurer for the necessary expenses of 
the Institution for the next two years, marked Document B. 

We would also call attention to the report of our worthy and 
efficient Principal, showing progress, condition, &c,, of the 
institute. . 

i'ocument C contains the Treasurer’s Report, showing the 
financial condition of the Institution. 

By reference to Document A it will be perceived that we have 
now a larger number of pupils than at any former period, and neces- 
sarily require a larger appropriation for the current expenses of 
the Institntion, and we trust, that for this truly benevolent purpose, 
the Legislature will not disappoint our well-founded expectations. 

We think the establishment of workshops tor the purpose of 
instructing the pupils in mechanical branches, would add greatly 
to the benefits now conferred by the Institution, the pupils upon 
leaving the Institution would feel more independent after having 
acquired the means of obtaining aliving, and not depend upon 
the cold charities of the world at large, as is now too often the 
case.

Gentlemen of the Board of Trustees of the Mississippi Institu- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb: 


It affords me great satisfaction to report to you, and through you 
to the friends of the Deaf and Dumb, that we have passed the last 
two years without a death, or protracted case of sickness, or any 
serious casualty. 

Since 1857 our number has increased from 16 to 34, and we 
have every reason to expect that during the present session our 
number will rise to 43 or 45. A few weeks every vacation for 
` three years have been spent in visiting the homes of the Deaf and 
Dumb in almost every part of the State. At least 8 or 10 new 
pupils will sooner or later be brought in as the result of each of 
these efforts, making an aggregate of 25 or 30 pupils. The im. 
portance of this plan is clearly demonstrated by the fact that but 
four or five pupils have been sent besides those who were'thus 
visited at their homes. 

After the generous provísions made by the State to relieve this 
class from the dreary isolation of their natural condition, we have 
not felt it our duty to confine its beuefits to a mere handful; but 
have “gone out into the highways and hedges,” saying, “there is 
yet room.” 


PROGRESS OF PUPILS. 

It is customary in schools for mutes to have one teacher for 
each class, who devotes all the hours of school in explaining words 
aná sentences; in devising ingenious methods of fixing the atten- 
tion and drawing out the minds of his pupils, and in studying apt 
ilustrations of the subjects of which the lessons treat. The 
teacher, having. his. mind..thus concentrated, and his interest 
aroused, can present in a clear and captivating manner, subjects 
which appear d at first view formidable if not insurmountable. 
We are sorry to say that this plan, which has gained the universal 
approbation of the most wise and experienced instructors has not 
been carried out in our school for want of the necessary means: 
All the instruction of the school has fallen on Mr. Sanders, a 
young mute teacher, and myself, with the aid of older pupils, who 
had to be employed alternately. Nevertheless, quite a number of 
. our pupils, especially the older boys, have applied themselves with 
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increasing ardor to the great work of bringing themselves into a ~ 
more intimate connection with thé talking wor!d- by acquiring a 
large vocabulary of words, and at the'same time the art of using 
those words correctly in sentences. We trüst that the Legislature 
will enable us to employ a competent number of teachers, thus 
enabling us to compete successfully with sister States both in the 
No th and South, in rapidly advancing the unfortunate children of 
Silence more nearly to a level with their more favored fellow. 
citizens. 

The educated mute may be pleasing and ever fascinating by el- 
egance of manner, by the beauty and grace of his gestures, by the 
intelligent expression of his countenance, by the eultivated quick- 
ness of his perceptive faculties, by the skillful use of the pen, and 
even by the elegance and heauty of bis language ; while the un- 
educated mute affords a painful contrast to this. He presents his 
claims upon our attention by a scanty and ill.digested stock of 
signs, which render all intercourse irksome and difficult. His 
ideas cannot rise above the level of those of children, and if natu- 
rally sprightly, his mind is rendered miserable by craving that 
mental aliment which is beyond his reach. 

We ought not to regard our Institution as an Asylum where 
their physical wants can be supplied, for that can be done by ten. 
der and affectienate friends; but rather is the place where the 
cravings of their minds for light can be gratified, and all the pure 
and consoling facts of Revelation can be let into their souls to ele- 
vate and comfort them. 


OUT-DOOR EMPLOYMENTS. 


It is an important part of the education of mutes to retain those 
habits of industry which they have learned at home, or to form 
them in those not so judiciously trained. . 

We endeavor to teach them to cultivate a desire to earn an in- 
dependent support by their own exertions, and not to wish to avail 
themselves of a morbid sympathy which would support them in a 
life ot degrading dependence, or convert them into wandering vag- 
a-onds. We trust that the Legislature will enable us to com- 
mence some plan of teaching them a trade. A Cabinet or Car- 
penter Shop might be provided wher- they can, under proper in. 
structions, get such a use of tools, &c., that with a little additional 
practice they could earn a good support. 

In the absence of this, we have heretofore employed our male 
pupils a short time each day in the garden, or in some improve- 
ment about our grounds or houses. All of them have been thus 
familiarized with the arts of gardening, fence making, grafting, 
budding, &c. 
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THE DEAF AND DUMB MAY BH TAUGHT IN COMMON SCHOOLS

When parents are prevented from sending. their children to a 

- Deafand Dumb Institution, they may be taught at home or in common 

schools, to a certain extent. Me 

` Several pupils now with us, were taught before they came to 

the Institution to write a good hand and to spell a considerable 

number of words on their fingers, which thus acquired flexibility. 

while their memories gained a degree of tenacity which they could 
not have acquired till they had been here some months had they 

not been previously instructed. 

[ met a remarkable case in Amite county of a young man whoat a 
common school, had learned not. only to read, but also to do the 
most intricate sums in any part of th» arithmetic. 

The most frequent enquiry of a teacher of the deaf is, “How do 
you begin toteach?” I will try to explain, not only to gratify a proper 
curiosity, but also for the benefit of parents and teachers. We 
will suppose a class of mutes before a blackboard, all of them per- 
fectly ignorant of letters or words. The teacher will select the 
name of some familiar object, say dog. ‘To teach this name he 
slow y writes a part or the whole of the letter D; he then exam- 
ines each slate of the pupils, who are required to write that letter. 
Each one is then taught to make that letter on his fingers. He 
adds the letter O, and requires them to make the letter on their 
slates, and on their hand in the same way. And in like manner 
with G. 

Here, then, tl.ey have learned to form three letters and to make 
them on their fingers. "Then passing his finger over the word, he 
asks what it is and then points to a dog, or to a picture of him, or 
makes the sign used by them for him. In the same manner the 
names pen, hat, &c., may be taught. These words are required 
to be written, or spelled, again and again, till the feeble memory 
of the undisciplined mind can grasp them firmly. They have now 
am^ idea of the forms of letters a d of their use for+the first 
time. 

After tha names of a considerable number of objects have been 

.learned, their qualities may be taught, as a black dog, a good pen. 
Then the acticns of the object may be added, as a black dog 
runs. 


THE INSTITUTION IS FREE TO ALL. 


The Legislature of 1857 generously removed all those obsta- 
cles which were preventing numbers from coming, and like a ma- 
jority of other States, threw open the doors of our Institution to all 
without respect to property. 

They are all now like the students at West Point, the children 
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ner country or State, and in that way all stand on the same 
footing—there is no distinction'of rich and poor. The only requi- 
sites now, for admission into the Institution are proper evidence 
of actual residence in the State ` and to’ be between‘the ages of 
10 and 25, and to be free from all contagious diseasés, sind to be 
of a good moral character. ) ME ML 

In this connection we would here return our thanks to the Pre. 
sidents and Boards of the New' Orleans and Great Northern 
Rail Road,—of the Southern Rail Road and of the Central Rail 
Road, for granting our pupils the privilege of passing to and from 
their homes at half the regular charge. We are thankful not 
only for privilege, but also for the promptness and courtesy with 
which their respective Presidents, Messrs. Calhoun, Smedes and 
Goodman, responded to our request. "The poorest of our children 
may now have the privilege of spending their vacations with their 
friends, from which in former years I am sorry to say they were 
excluded.

to New Orleans and back. While in New Orleans, every atten- 
tion that warm hearts could dictate, was lavished on the pupils. 
The Verandah Hotel received them at half price and treated them 
with marked courtesy, every place of interest and amusement was 
opened without charge, and gentlemen of standing vied With each 
other in their efforts to interest them. It is needless to say that 
the trip was delightful, as well as improving to the pupils. 


CAN DEAFNESS BE CURED. 


Some deeply interesting facts upon this subject were brought 
out in the Missouri D. & D. Report of 1857-’8, contained in let. 
ters in answer to inquiries of the Principal of that Institution (Mr. 
Kerr,) in regard to that matter. The letters are from Messrs. 
Peet, of New York, Mr. Turner, of Connecticut, Mr. Jacobs, of 
Kentucky, and Mr. McFarland, of Indiana. Our limits forbid our 
copying the letters, though they deserve to be embodied in the re. 
ports of every Institution. We will give short extracts. Mr. 
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Turner says, “One case. in a thousand may," (under certain pe.

LOCATION OF THE INSTITUTION. 


Our buildings are a mile and quarter from Jackson—situated on 
elevated ground. It is considered a healthy place and free from 
yellow fever, should that disease prevail in Jackson. 

Our buildings are large enough to receive 75 or 100 pupils, 
and we have or will have large and airy school rooms, dormito- 
ries, and well-constructed bathing rooms, and other con. 
veniences for health and comfort. The yard which sur. 
rounds. the house, contains 10 or 12 acres, and is beau. 
tifully diversified with groves, lawns and flower plots. There the 
younger and livelier children may develop their muscles, playing 
ball or marbles, trundling their hoops, jumping the rope, &c., 
while the more sober ones may find in the varied operations of 
nature, materials for pleasing contemplation or instructive conver- 
sation. 

The whole place, consisting of 70 acres of ground, is enclosed 
with a good plank fence, and properly managed will enable us to 
keep enough cows to supply our children with wholesome milk 
and butter, besides some other stock. 

We also contemplate putting out an orchard this winter, of fruit 
trees, grafted or budded by our own pupils.. 

In conclusion, I will add, that if I have extended my report be- 
yond what may seem its proper limits, 1 have done so because I 
know that many of the parents and friends of mutes in the State, 
desire a minute account of everything pertaining to the Institu. 
tion.

Parents and Guardians are éxpected to supply their children 
with a full supply of substantial and suitable clothing, combs, 
handkerchiefs, or to place in the hands of the Principal, meney 
for purchasing such things as they may need. 

It is not desirable for pupils to enter the school, except in Octo- 
ber or March. 

When a pupil enters the Instituticn, we desire a written state- 
ment—first, his age ; second—cause of deafness ` third—has he 
any relations who are deaf? fourth—the means of his parents and 
guardians and their post-office address ; fifth—the names of his 
brothers and sisters.

REPORT 


OF THE JOINT STANDING COMMITTEE OF 
THE LEGISLATURE ON THE 
LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


Mr. Presipent:—The Joint Standing Committee upon the 
Lunatic Asylum, have bestowed as much time and care in the ex- 
amination of the condition and management of the Institution as 
a proper attention to various other legislative duties would 
permit. 

Some of the present Ccmmittee, who were members of a sim- 
ilar committee at the last session of the Legislature, speak in 
much commendation of a marked improvement in the ventilation 
ef the Wards, by means of a discharge pipe frcm the water clos. 
ets, connected with a flue, which entirely and effectually passes 
off all offensive odors and exhalations, thereby securing greater 
comfort and health to the patients, and increased pleasure to 
friends and visitors. 

The Committee feel much pleasure in the conviction that an 
Institution, founded in a noble and broad philanthropy, is under 
the care and control of a Superintendent and Board of Supervi- 
sors whose zeal and solicitude in its behalf give assurance that, 
in the attainment of the noble purposes to which this Institution 
was dedicated, a due regard will be had to the financial interests 
ef the State. 

Under the late law creating a Board of Supervisors, having a 
small per diem allowance for their monthly meetings, the fiscal 
concerns of the Institution are managed with accuracy and pre- 
cision. 

The accounts are audited by the Board, and warrants issued by 
its President, and countersigned by the Secretary, and paid by a 
Treasurer of its own creation ; thus offering a favorable contrast 
with a practice heretofore existing of allowing a Steward to make 
purchases ad libitum and without amenability. 

When the present Board of Supervisors-assumed the control of 
the Asylum, a considerable amount of indebtedness was found to 
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Þe outstanding, which was not reported, by the former Steward, 
whose duty it was to report all purchases made,by, him for. the use 
. -of the Institution. The. annual appropriation of ten thousand 
dollars together with the extra appropriation of twelve thousand 
made , by the Legislature of. last. winter was found to be 
inadequate to support the Asylum, and liquidate the claims of im. 
portunate creditors. To meet this exigency, the Board. of. Super- 
visors negotiated a loan, involving their own responsibility for the 
necessary.amount. The Committee are informed that it will re. 
quire ten thousand dollars to pay all the debts, embracing the bore 
" rowed money, as well as the support of the Institution from the 
Ist of October last, when the Board was required by law to make 
their report to the Governor, and the 1st of November. To 
discharge these debts, and bring the fiscal concerns of the Asylum 
up to the 1st of November last, and hereafter to commence the 
fiscal year at a period which contemplates the time of the assem. 
bling of the Legislature, the Committee recommend the immediate 
appropriation of ten thousand dollars. "M 
^. "Phe Committee are well assured, from information derived from 
reliable sources, that thirty thousand dollars will be required for the 
annual support of the Institution, and they would recommend this 
appropriation to be divided into quarterly installments, which will 
enable the Supervisors to accomplish a desideratum, the necessity 
of which has long been felt, of purchasing quarterly supplies in 
the cheapest markets and at wholesale prices. 

The attention of the Committee was directed to a leakage in 
the main building, which if not soon repaired, will result in 
material injury. Additional repairs are much needed in the outer 
appurtenances and fixtures, which have been mentioned in detail 
in the report of the Superintendent. 

The Committee recommend an appropriation of five thousand 
dollars for these purposes. ; 

Constantly increasing applications for the admission of patients 
into the Asylum have filled, especially, the lower or mens wards, to 
repletion, and the alternative is presented of either enlarging the 
accommodations or shutting the doors, and denying hospital bene- 
fits to an unfortuuate class who were intended to be the beneficia- 
ries of such an Institution. Shall the- Macedonian cry pass 
unheeded? Or shall the great big heart of Mississippi respond 
* [ take no step backward" in my labor of love and mercy ? 

"The Committee intend conferring with a skillful and competent 
architect as to the cost of an additional wing to the building, the 
result of which will, if time is afforded, be made the subject of a 
separate report, and will be transmitted to the Legislature. 

The Committee are unwilling to close this, we tear too prolix, 
Report without some allusion to one who has but recently visited 
our State metropolis, whose a&tive benevolence and philanthrophy 
have become a proverb through the wide domain of Christendom, 
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land wose theatre of action is not bounded by continents or cir- 
cumscribed-by‘oceans. “Like an Angél of mercy on a mission of 
ove, Miss Dix goes from State to State, and from Continent to 
‘Continent, alleviating, as far as may be possible, the distress and 
sufferings of the most unfortunate portion of the human .family. 
She softens, with woman's hand, the: pillow . for the distracted 
brain, and with woman's soothing—heavenly voice, sends peace 
to the aching, anguishing heart." Such selfsacrificing in the 
cause of the afflicted and distressed cannot possibly: be recom- 
pensed by the praise of man, and can only be suitably rewarded 
in that bright and better world where— i . 


“ No chilling winds or poisonous breath 
Shall reach that healthful shore ; 

Sickness and sorrow—pain and death 
Are felt and feared no more.”

The ‘Trustees of the University of the State, in compliance 
with the provisions of law, beg leave respectfully to present the 
- following report: -~ 2 l 

The condition of the University as an educational Institution, 
is at the present time eminently satisfactory; and the prospect of 
its future usefulness is in the highest degree encouraging. Good 
order and attention to study, have continued uniformly to distin- 
guish the student body, since the date of the last report ; and it is 
believed that no sister institution, in this State,.or-any other State 
of the Union, is at this time characterized by a higher grade of 
scholarship, or by the .prevalence of a better moral tone, than 
mark at present the University of- Mississippi. d 

The number of students on the University rolls, at the date of 
this report, is one hundred and ninety-five ; of whom thirty-three 
are members of the Department of Law. Allowing for additions 
on and after the first of January next, at about the proportion in- 
dicated by past experience, the: total number for the current ses- 
sion, will probably reach more than two hundred and twenty. The 
tendency of things is now manifestly toward a steady increase. of 
numbers, with each succeeding year. ~ > e P" 

In administering the affairs of the University, it has. been the 
aim of the Trustees,.so far as the* means placed at their: disposal 
would permit, to concentrate ‘within the: Institution all the instru-- 
mentalities. for imparting knowledge, and for cultivating the men- 
tal powers of youth, which are necessary to create à seminary of ` 
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learning of the very highest class. The history of the University, 
irom the beginning, has been therefore one of progress—a pro- 
gress which, though it has been by no means slow, is yet not com- 
plete. In order that tbe: existing state ofthe Institution may be 
understood, it seems to be necessary briefly to recapitulate the 
measures of improvement which have“ bees successively adopted ; 
and to indicate some of those which remain to be introduced or 
perfected, that the University may ultimately, in all particulars 
occupy, as it already does in some, a position in the front rank of 
American Seminaries of Learning. 

The University was opened for the reception of students in the 
autumn of the year, 1848. It was, at the opening, without a li- 
brary, without apparatus, in any department of science, without 
illustrative collections in Natural History, Mineralogy, or Geolo- 
gy, or any of those auxiliaries to instruction which address the eye, 
and contribute so much and so deservedly to the popularity of the 
collegiate institutions which possess them. The existence of these 
serious deficiencies was only owing to the want of means to sup- 
ply them, since all the resources placed at the disposal oí the 
Board, had been exhausted in providing buildings for the accom- 
modation of the students and their instructors, and for the daily 
scholastic uses of the University. 

The want of scientific apparatus was, to a certain extent, tem- 
porarily provided for by the election of a Professor of Chemistry, 
and Natural Philosophy, who was himself possessed of a seme- 
what valuable collection in these branches of science. The other 
deficiencies remained for a time unprovided for in any manner. 
The first purchase of books for the library, was made in 1850, 
and amounted only to the moderate sum of seventeen hundred’ 
dollars. It was some years later before even a few specimens of 
the more common minerals and rocks were obtained, to serve. as 
the beginning of a cabinet. 

In the year 1853, the apparatus in Philosophy and Chemistry, 
which had up to that time, ‘served the purposes of the University, 
was removed, in consequence of the resignation of the Professor, 
to whom it had belonged. .During the year or two following, 
some moderate expenditures were made .or the purchase of the 
most indispensable articles of this description ; but the condition 
of the University in regard to all branches of physical science 
was exceedingly embarrassed, and was less respectable than that 
of neighboring Colleges, endowed only by private munificence. ` 

At the annual meeting of the Board of Trustees, held in-July, 
1855, this state of things was a aubject of anxious consideration : 
and, in conclusion;:it was resolved to present to the Legislature, at 
their next ensuing session, a. memorial setting forth the waiits of 
the University, and praying for relief. . Such a` memorial was ac- 
córdingly presented; and in response to its petition, the- Legisla- 
ture saw fit to pass an act granting the sum of twenty thousand 
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dollars per:annum for the period. of five years, to be applied to the 
purposes spécified..- ^: 7 rt ayer ere Re tt I X RIS n 

With thé means thus placed at:their disposal, the Trustees-have .. 
endeavored, ‘inthe’. most -éffeetual and mast expeditious manner. - 
which their-jddgment suggested, “to: proyide those impertant aids 
to'iustruetion, without which‘ indeed thoroügh instruction je, in- 
many branches of knowledge, impossible. “Ea proceeding to state, ` 
in detail, the several ‘meastires of improvement which they have - 
adopted or inaugurated, they have only to regret that, in the exist- 
ing state of the facilitiés for transportation between the seat of 
Government and Oxford, they cannot Speck, as (er had hoped, 
that the Legislature, as a body, cau be induced to visit the Univer- 
sity, and: judge of it from personal examination. They feel con- 
fident that the results of. such an examination could not but be 
satisfactory, both as to the amount which has been accomplished, 
and as to the manner in which ‘the several improvements have 
been-executed. 

One of the first applications of the increased resources of the 
Board, was to the purchase of apparatus for the experimental 
illustration of the various branches of Natural Philosophy and 
Chemistry. Orders were very carefully prepared, after an exam. 
ination of the best collections in this country, and a deliberate 
study of the requisites which the existing state of science demands. 
These orders were put into the hands of the best constructors in 
their several specialities, both at home and abroad; and they have | 
been for the most part executed, and executed to the satisfaction of 
the Board. The superior character of the workmanship, and the 
scientific merit of the articlés themselves, are best attested by the 
admiration which they have invariably excited on the part of all 
the men of science who have visited the University. Appended 
to this report, in the form of a descriptive catalogue, will be found 
a list of some of the more important articles here alluded to, 
marked A. l ; 

A cabinet of specimens for the illustration of Mineralogy and 
Geology, was the next object of attention. In making this pro- 
vision, the Board were especially fortunate in obtaining; at.a very 
reasonable price, a choice collection made by Francis Matkoe, of 
Washington, D. C., formerly Secretary of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, —a collection which had been examined and highly recom- 
mended by the most distinguished-miueralogists in the country. 
A cabinet of Shells, was at the same time purchased, from. Dr. 
B. W. Budd, of New York City, one of the most indefatigable 
collectors our country has produced ; whichis believed to be more 
full in genera than any other public collection in the-United States, 
and Which has been appraised at a value more- than double its 
cost, ` : : EN 

In order that the acquisitions made in-the modes just stated, 
might be most advantageously turned to account, the necessity 
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presently appeared of providing apartments or buildings, more. 
suitable for their use in the course of instruction, than any which 
had been hitherto erected. The considerable expense which it 
was manifest must attend this provision, imposed upon the Board 
the necessity of postponing in a great degree the measures which 
they had contemplated for the increase of the University Library. 
Some moderate additions have nevertheless been made: and a 
nucleus has been created’ for the formation of a special library 
for the Department-of Law. Torender the library what it should 
be in an institution of the grade of the University,—to render it, 
that is, a collection and depository of whatéver is valuable in the 
world of letters and science, in order that the scholars and inves. 
tigators of Mississippi, however large their aspirations, may have 
within their reach every auxiliary to research which is available 
to the scholars and votaries of science in other States and other 
lands,—very much yet remains to be done, which can only be ac- 
complished by a cc::tiuuance of those provisions of law which have 
permitted so much to be done already in strengthening the Univer- 
sity in other particulars. e 

The constructions just alluded to, which have been made for 
the purpose of enlarging the facilities for giving instruction in Sci. 
ence, have related principally to the Departments of Chemistry, 
Mineralogy, and Geology, and of Natural Philosophy and Astro- 
nomy. ‘The Chemical Laboratory, as originally constructed, was 
on entirely too contracted a scale ; and owing to some errors in 
its interior arrangements, was very imperfectly lighted. It was 
manifestly indispensable at once greatly to enlarge it, and to alter 
its plan. At the same time, as the number of the apartments de. 
signed for class.recitation, had become inconveniently small for 
the increasing number of departments of instruction, as well as 
of students, it was regarded as being at once convenient and advis- 
able so to plan the enlargement as to provide for both necessities 
at the same time. An addition was accordingly made to the main 
building of the University, increasing its length by thirty-six feet ; 
which has not only secured the desired advantages, but has much 
improved the external appearance of the building. 

* For the Department of Natural Philosophy and Astronomy, a 
building wholly new was required ; and this is, at the present 
time, on the point of completion. ‘That portion of it which is ex- 
clusively devoted to Physics, has been entirely finished and in use 
for more than‘a year; but the astronomical portion is not yet quite 
completed, nor have the Board been able, with the means imme- 
diately, or uüder existing laws in prospect, at their disposal, to 
contract for the necessary instruments to put it to use, The plan 
of the Observatory embodies the best features of the Russian. Im- 
perial Observatory at Pulkova, (which is the most complete, per. 
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‘haps, in the world) and of that at Harvard University, in Massa- ~ 
chusetts : and when proyided with its instruments; will bg, without 
a superior for its purposes on this Continent. 

"While carrying into effect the measures here specified for ele- 
vating the character and increasing the efficiency of. the Univer- 
sity, as a. School: of Science and Letters, the 'Frustees have not 
been without demands upon their resources, for the enlargement 
of the accommodations necessary for both students.and officers, 
and for improving generally the material comforts of the colle. 
giate community. . The erection of an additional dormitory for 
the'reception of students, was an early and indispensable neces. 
sity. A similar necessity existed for the construction of a second 
boarding-house or Commons Hall. ‘These buildings have been 
completed; and have been in actual use, the former for the two 
sessions preceding t the present, and the latter for one. 

The dwellings for Professers, four in number, originolly erected 
upon the College grounds, were early found to be inconvenient in 
point both of dimensions and arrangement, for the accommodation 
and comfort of families. ‘To remove these causes. of inconven- 
ience, wings have been added to each, by which they have been, 
rendered much more suitable for the purposes for which they were 
designed. 

It is probably known to the Legislature, that since the loca- 
tion of the University on the Section which it occupies, 
the supply of water from: wells on that section has totally failed. 
But two modes present themselves of remedying the evil :—the 
one, to make an Artesian bore, and the other to construct a large 
number of cisterns. The first expedient involved some uncer- 
tainty of success; while its probable expensiveness was not un- 
certain at all. ‘The second was, accordingly adopted ; and since 
the construction of the cisterns, the supply of water has been un- 
failing and sufficient. 

During the year just past, the attention of the Board has been 
directed to the importance of providing some aids to the. physical 
as well as the mental development of the young men in the un- 
dergraduate department of the University. They bave accord. 
ingly authorized the construction of a gymnasium for the encour- 

agement of exercise during the hours devoted to recreation; and 
- this will now be probably ready for use before the close of the 
month of December. Some slight retardation of the work ‘of 
construction has occurred from the difficulty of securing the prompt 
delivery of materials, especially lumber, when o.dered for occa. 
sional purposes. 

It is matter of satisfaction that the students have manifested a 
very general interest in this improvement ; and that, already, 
athletic exercises are becoming daily more. popular. among them. | 

Ih addition, to o the subjects of expenditure here enumerated, the ; 
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repair of eil the University buildings has required” “some : :oütlay, 
while the enclosure of the -grounds: has been an item involving 

sufficient expénse to entitle it'to mention.  *: Dos 
A statement from the Treasurer will be found sëng the:docus 
ments accompanying this report, marked B ; in which the amounts 
expended under the several heads above mentionéd are distin- 
guished from each other; and the manner of application of the 
special appropriations made by the Act of February, 1856, to the 
purposes specified in that Act, is exhibited. These purposes are 
not yet fully secured; and while very considerable progress has 
been made, it is manifest that they cannot be so, without some ex- 
tension of the provisions of that Act, or the enactment of some 
substantially equivalent substitute. ‘The observatory is still un- 
provided with instruments ` and instruments of a characte accor- 
dant with the character of the structure, and such as the fulfillment 
of the design of the Board will require, which is to-associate the 
institution creditably with those others in this country and abr ad 
which have made the observation of the heavens a part of their 
plan, are only to be obtained at considerable expense. The libra- 
ry, moreover, as has already been stated, is yet but an humble col- 
lection of books. It is outnumbered by the libraries of probably 
a majority of the respectable Colleges in the country; and 
vastly outnumbered by all those which claim to stand in the first 
class. The increasing number of the students—for a steady in- 
crease may now be looked upon as inevitable—will render the 
erection of additional accommodations unavoidable within a very 
few years; possibly within one, since the present buildings are - 
sufficient for only*two hundred undergraduates, The Law School 
has increased until it has become a burthen too heavy for a single 
instructor to beàr, without an amount and constancy of labor rüin- 
ous to health; nor if this were otherwise, can the school fairly 
compete with tlióse of neighboring States, provided with larger 
law Faculties, unless it be str engthened by the addition of at least 
another chair. The demand is also beginning to be heard, for a 
Medical School undér the direction of this Board of Trustees, as 
a branch of théir Uuniversity. This subject has evem been 
deemed of sufficient importance, to be brought to the notice of the 
Legislature, by a former distinguished incumbent of the Executive 
Chair of the State, 
Finally, it cannot be questioned that the sense of the people of 
Mississippi favors and demands the elevation of the University to 
the grade of its teaching, and the development of it into a school 
such as its name denotes—a school of universal instruction. This 
is what is understood by a University in the old world. It is a 
kind of institution which the intellectual advancement of the age 
on this continent, requires to be éreated here as well as there. 
That the necessity of it is felt among ourselves is evidenced in 
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those moveinents which We see óccásionally made, within the Le. - 
gislature and without, looking to the creation at the University of” 
chairs or schools’ of’ special ‘instruction; in- Practical Agricülture; 
in Agticúltural Chemistry, ‘in-:Civil - Engineering, in: Mechanics, 
and other subjects of knowledge, all of ‘which have their place in’ | 
the plan of University development to which this Board of Trus- 
tees has committed themselves ` and which, to the extent of their 
means, and with as-much expedition as is consistent with the doing 
well whatever they do, they purpose steadily to carry out. But 
for their ability to do so, they must look to the Legislature for their 
continued support. 

The law of 1856, the law making special provision for Univer- 
sity improvement, expires by its own limitation early in 1860. 
In anticipation of that event, some movements were made in the 
Legislature, at the session held in November last, desigried if pos- 
gible to secure a thorough investigation of the history of the en- 
dowment, ani of the present condition of the Séminary Fond: in 
order to provide a basis for a stable policy of management of the 
affairs of the University, andto render it practicable to lay down 
in advance, a definite programme of development. > These move- 
ments resulted in the passage of a resolution providing for the ap- - 
pointment of a Commissioner to investigate the whole subject, 
and to report to the Legislature at: (he present session. Such a 
Commissioner was appointed ; and the Trustees fully confiding in 
his ability and integrity, were prepared to accept, on their.part, 
his expected report, whatever might be its conclusions. Unforta- 
nately, however, át a day too late to allow a substitute to be pro- 
vided, the Commissioner resigned hisappointment, without having 
made auy progress in the investigation ; while it is obvious, ftom 
the magnitude of the requisitions in the resolutions, that the infor- 
mation cannot be obtained within the period to which the session 
of the Legislature will extend. Thus, there is an apparent danger 
that the resources of the University will be largely curtai led, ata 
moment when this mistortune must have a paralyizing influence 
upon its prosperity, upon its usefulness, and upon the growth 
of its reputation. "The 'Trustees, therefore, venture . respectfully 
to suggest that, inasmuch as the failure of the reportdemanded by 
the Legislature did not occur through any fault of theirs, the law 
of 1856 should be extended in its operation until such time as a 
Commissioner to be now appointed shall make the required re- 
port, and the Legislature shall have made it the Basis ut some 
permanent provision for the support.of the University. - — 

That the nmiéasüres of improvemént of which some imperfect 
sketch has been given in the foregoing statements, have not only 
added vastly to the efficiency of the University itself, as a school ` 
of letters and science, but have contributed greatly to elevate it 
in the estimation of the men who hold the highest positions in the 
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scientific world throughout our country, might be made evident by 
the citation of many facts. One. or two uf these may suffice for ` 
illustration : a . 

At the present ‘meeting of the, Board, the Chancellor of the 
University has laid before them a communication, transmitting a 
written proposition, from Prof. A. D. Bache, the accomplished 
Superintendent of the American Coast Survey, to the University 
of Mississippi, to become associated in a concerted system of 
magnetical and meteorological observations, which are about to 
be set on foot at a great number of scattered stations throughout 
the world, under the sanction of the British Admiralty, the Brit- 
ish Association for the Advancement of Science, the American 
Coast Survey, the Smithsonian Institution, and other bodies and 
institutions interested in the progress of science. This proposi- 
tion, from a source so distinguished, implies a high compliment to 
the University, and a recognition of its power to contribute, as 18 
the avowed ainbition of its officers, something immediate and pos- 
itive toward the" promotion of scientific discovery. The papers 
alluded to are appended to.this report, for the more particular in. 
formation of the members of the Legislature, in the document 
marked C. They embrace the communication of Chancellor Bar- 
nard, the letter of Prof. Bache, and in addition to these, a ‘etter 
from Dr. Joseph Henry, the eminent physicist v ho directs the 
affairs of the Smithsonian Institution, enforcing the proposition, and 
expressing his great interest in its success. 

In addition to this it may be mentioned, that a series of con. 
certed observations upon the motions of the moon, with a view 
to a more perfect determination of the figure of that body, and 
also the more perfect correction of the lunar tables, has been go. 
ing on for two or three years, at the principal observatories of this 
country, as well as some of those of Europe; and that computa- 
tions of the phenomena to be observed, with accompanying star 
maps, have been regularly sent to the observatory of the Univer- 
sity, from the beginning, in the hope of its co-operation. This 
co-operation, which has thus far been impracticable, owing to the 
incomplete condition of the observatory, will now son be possible; 
and will furnish another immediate means of assqciating the Uni. 
versity of Mississippi with the progress of science in the world..

All these things depend, however, for their realization, upon 
the continued possession by this Board of the means 'neces- - 
sary to carry out to completion the plans which are thus far so. 
happily advanced. It is therefore respectfully but earnestly re- 
quested, that some legislative provision may be made to maintain 
the existing iricome of the University, until such time as the Le- 
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dilatare may see fit to determine the amount equitably due to the 


Seminary Fund.

GENTLEMEN :—I herewith transmit a communication received 
from Prof. A. D. Bache, Superintendent of the American Coast 
Survey, inviting the co-operation of the University of Mississippi 
in a series of observations, principally magnetical, in which the 
observers of all nations are about to embark, with the support and 
assistance of several of the Governments of Europe, and of the 
Coast Survey and Smithsonian Institution in our country. "This 
invitation was first extended to me in a less formal manner, some 
time in the month of July last; but inasmuch as its acceptance 
was impossible without certain provisions. which * could only be 
made by the Board of Trustees, 1 suggested to Prof. Bache the 
propriety of giving to it such shape that I could lay it regularly 
before your honorable body. 

'The apparatus which is necessary for this species of observation 
is entirely special and the building in which it is to be used— 
though required to be of only moderate dimensions—say 16 by 
20 feet—has to be apart from other buildings, and constructed 
without iron. At the Washington Magnetic Observatory, the 
apartment is a subterranean excavation—being preferably such in 
consequence of the uniformity of temperature thus obtained. The 
building or excavation, would be a matter of inconsiderable expense 
withus. The instruments would cost, according to the accom 
panying estimates of Prof. Bache, about one thousand dollars, 

The proposition made to the University te join in this scientific 
enterprise, is in itself highly flattering, whatever may be the 
acceptance which it receives. It indicates more decidedly than 
any mere language of compliment could do, the estimation in 
which the University is beginning to be regarded by the scientific 
men of the country; and their convictions of what may be justly . 
expected of it. in behalf of the progress of scientific discovery. 
To accept it, moreover, would be attended with, what seems to 
me, no slight advantage, the immediate association of this Insti. 
tution with a-l those organizations which, in this or in other lands, 
are engaged in promoting the advancement of knowledge; and 
the necessary extension of its reputation throughout the scientific 
world. The effect of this upon the consideration in which the 
State itself will be held, by those who judge her, as most thinking 
men will, by the Institutions which mark her intellectual character, 
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ie something of value which will, in my judgment, be lightly pur- 
‘chased at the cost of the appropriations asked for. ` 

It had been my design, in presenting this subject, to go into 
some detail in regard to the history of magnetical observation 
and discovery, and in regard to the considerations which render 
a solution of the difticulties still connected -with it, a matter of 
importance. My health, however, for the past month or more, . 
has been such as to interfere almost wholly with my use of. the 
pen; and I must confine myself to a very brief statement. The 
directive power of the magnetic needle seems to have been known 
in the eleventh century. The deviation of the needle from the 
true north, commonly called the variation, was known at least as 
early as the 13th. The fact that the variation is different in dif. 
ferent places, is commonly supposed to have been discovered by 
Columbus, during his first great voyage of discovery. During the 
following, or 16th century, the change of the variation in the same 
place, began to attract attention. During the 17th, some of the 
greatest minds the world has produced, such as those of Newton, 
Huyghens, Hooke and Halley, were direc:ed to the study of these 
phenomena without serisible progress. About the close of this 
century was made the first attempt at the systematic investigation 
of the problem which was ever set on foot under the patronage of 
a government. A public armed vessel was placed under the com- 
mand of Dr. Halley, to enable him to visit every sea and every 
coast accessible to navigation: and in this ship he made two suc- 
cessive voyages, visiting nearly every part of the known world. 
His magnetic charts, however, published in 1701, very soon, in 
the steady progress of change, lost their value ; while the causes 
of change remained undiscovered. The eighteenfh century 
brought to light the daily variation of the needle, without deter- 
mining its laws ; and also greatly improvedthe instrumental means 
of observation. Toward the close of this century, the illustrious 
Humboldt personally interested himself in magnetic observation in 
the equatorial regions of this continent; and during all his later 
life, the subject remained among the uppermost in his thoughts— 
the great combined systems of observation which have marked 
our own time having been in truth mainly due to his recommen- 
dations and efforts. "The first public magnetic observatories in 
the world were, in fact, erected by the Emperor of Russia, on the 
recommendation of Humboldt. In 1817, Prof. Hansteen, of 
Christiania, Norway, demonstrated the fact that the earth has four 
magnetic poles ; and in 1820, Sir David Brewster pointed out the 
remarkable connection between the magnetic poles and the poles 
of greatest cold. Here was the first indication of a mutual de. 
pendency between magnetism and climate. S 

The connection’ between magnetism and the aurora boreali, 
has also occupied the attention of the observers of our own days 
and bas come to be regarded as one of the most curious and diffi. 
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cult, if not of the most important, subjects connected with this 
investigation. 

Recently, the discovery by Faraday, of the magnetic properties 
of the atmosphere has thrown somé important light on the theory 
of terrestrial magnetism; and the detection of great magnetic 
disturbances, called by Humboldt magnetic storms," has added 
to its diffulty. : f 

In the year 1833, the illustrious mathematician, Gauss, pre- 
sented to the scientific world a method of instrumental observation, 
and of the mathematical rendition of observations, which imparted 
to the investigation of this subject a chafacter of exactness which 
it had not before possessed: and it is in general in conformity 
with his methods that a great many of the concerted observations 
of recent years have Leen made. . 

Previously to these concerted efforts, however, public or private 
munificence had done much to promote the accumulation of infor- 
mation on the subject. ‘The Russian Government, at Humboldt’s 
request, established, in different parts of its extensive territory, 
three or four magnetic stations. The Imperial Academy at St. Pe. 
tersburg established one also at that capital, and another at Pekin, 
in China. The French Minister of Marine erected one in Ice- 
land. Mr. Arago established another, at his private expense, in 
the heart of Mexico ; and still others in other quartérs were set 
on foot by friends of science, one of which was at a depth of 
thirty-five fathoms beneath the earth's surface, in the mines of 
Freiberg—a position chosen at the request of Humboldt. 

The modern associated efforts date from the year 1836, from a 
letter addressed by Humboldt to the Duke of Sussex, urging the 
erection of magnetic observatories in the dependencies of the 
British Empire. The Royal Society of London, and the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, united their influence 
in support of this recommendation ; and the government, in con. 
sequence, organized what has been properly denominated, “ the 
most gigantic scientific enterprise that had ever been conceived.” 
The expedition tothe Antarctic regions, under Sir James Ross, 
was a part of this enterprise. . 

Seven magnetic observatories scaftered over the widely sepa. 
rated dependencies of the British Crown were set on foot by the 
Admirality ; and four others by the East India Company. ‘The 
British Government furnished, also, instruments to four other 
observatories, not within its own dominions. The Government of 
Russia lent its aid to this great enterprise, by establishing eight 
observatories: and besides these twenty or thirty others were 
erected by other European Governments, and at stations in 
America. 

All these establishments went into operation about the year 
1840. The instruments in nearly all of them were of the same 
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description, and made their records automatically, by photographie 
traces. Specimens of these, from the Smithsonian Observátory, 
are herewith submitted. de l 

After the lapse of some years, the resulting observations made 
at the numeróus stations, were reduced, and severally discussed by 
Gen. Edward Sabine, of the British Ordinance ; and the result 
has been the discovery of interesting laws regulating the apparent 
anomalies of terrestrial magnetism ; and of a connection between 
the periods of magnetic disturbance, and the visible aspect of the 
sun,as regards the spots on its surface. l 

But for the complete elucidation of this whole subject, it is 
necessary that the concerted observations, which have been dis- 
continued since about 1850, should be renewed, and followed up, 
if possible, from a greater number of stations than before. At 
the request ofthe British Association for the Advancement of 
Science, the British Admirality has consented to lend its aid to 
this renewal and the American Coast Survey and the Smithso. 
nian Institution have joined in the undertaking likewise. It is 
probable that some other of our prominent Institutions may do 
the same. | 

brewster’s discovery of the connection of magnetism with 
climate has been mentioned above. Sabine’s association of the. 
magnetic periods with those of the solar spots, has corroborated 
this dicovery from a different species of evidence. It has done 
more, for it has shown the dependency of terrestrial magnetism 
upon extra-terrestrial causes ; a truth still further demonstrated by 
the additional discovery of magnetic periods dependent on the 
moon. The progress of these magnetic investigations is, there- 
fore, revealing truths which may -yet be of great importance in 
the theory of physical astronomy: while at the same time, in 
many points of view, they will serve to give certainty to Specula- 
tions upon the future as well as the present history of our planet, 

Nor is it impossible that they. may have some more immediate 
and practical bearing upon the interests of men ; since the ex. 
periment of the year 1858, upon an ocean telegraphic wire of 
great length, though unsuccessful for the time, served, while the 
insulation ‘lasted, to show that the practicability of employing so 
extended continuous lines, will always be dependent upon our proper 
understanding, and our ability to counteract the magnetic influences 
ot the earth, £ 

To ourselves, however, the chief interest of the present question 
arises from the consideration, that, to join in thìs concerted system 
ef observation, will. give. us at-once a practically recognized 
scientific standing in the eyes ofthe world, the value of which 
appears.to me to be very great. S 
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"The British observations will ccmmence on the Let of January, 
1860. .Those of other countries, so soon as instruments can be 
obtained, and proper accommodations prepared.

Dear Sir: You are aware that extensive arrangements are 
“making for a new combined series of magnetic and meteor ologi- 
cal observations directed, so as to strengthen the coclusions and 
fill up the deficiencies in'icated by the discussions of the former 
series, and to give new information in regard to the changes of 
long period. 

The Coast Survey and Smithsonian Institution will co-operate 
in this new system of observations, and it would be worthy of the 
position which your University desiresto take in regard to science 
to co-operate in the solution of these interesting problems. 

The instruments for registering by the photographic progress 
the magnetic changes, in declination (variation,) and intensity 
cost us between $900 and $1000. The daily labor of keeping 
the registers at work would amount to perhaps 24 hours. ‘The 

‘portable instruments for magnetic surveys and absolute determin- 
ation of declination, dip and intensity cost $500. 

You have, I believe, from Mr. Hilgard, the cost of a small build- 
ing in which to place the selfregistering instruments. 

The location of your observatory,’so far in the interior of the 
«eontinent would render the results of observations of very consider- 
able value, and I trust, therefore, that you vill address the, Trus- 
tees of the University of Mississippi on the subject, with a view to 
obtain their co-operation. 

Professor Henry of the Smithsonian Institution, has expressed 
to me his interest in this matter, and his intention of addressing 
you in regard toit. He is at present absent from the city, on 
duties connected with the Light House Board, and I have thought 
it best, therefore, not to delay longer writing to you.

To His Excellency John J. Peitus, . 
Governor of the State of Mississippi : : 
. The undersigned, Trustees for the Institution for the Blind, of 
this State, beg leave to submit the following as their Report for 
the transactions of said Institution for the past two years. 

We would refer you to the annexed report of the Principal-— 
the Rev. Patrick Lane—for all details as to the internal manage- 
ment, and affairs of the Institution. 

His is an elaborate report, and strictly true in every particular 
(baring alipersonal compliments to one of the Trustees) leaving 
but little necessity for any additional report. 

As to the management of the Principal and his excellent lady, 
who is Matron, there can be but one opinion. Nothing has been left 
undone by either of them, which could add anything to the success 
of the Institution, or to their popularity with those of the pupils, 
who are well advanced, or who have a proper regard for their 
own interests. 

The praiseworthy action of the last Legislature in placing this 
Institution on a permanent basis, deserves the lasting gratitude of 
all the blind of this, and other States,- and also, of all the charita- 
ble and benevolent of every class of society. It gave a liberal 
amount for the successful management of this Institution, for the 
mental, moral and physical culture of the Blind of the State. It 
gives to the Blind a temporary asylum, where all the branches of a 
liberal education ean be acquired, and where a sufficient amount 
of handiw. rk can be learned to furnish a respectable livelihood to 
the males, and possibly to the females too. This of itself is, and 
will continue to be a great blessing to this most afllicted class of 
persons. 

Besides this, music—both vocal and instrumental—is taught, 
and may also furnish a means of livelihood to those possessing a 
sufficient amount of this sort of talent to teach it, and to all, 
Whether talented or not, it will serve greatly to lighten their heavy 
oad of life—hence, it is considered a very important part of their 
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education. Mr. J. W. Syler has superinténded this, departnacat 


and deserves tht credit of having adésnced the pupils more spee 
ily than any of his predecessors. Besides the literary, the musi- 
cal and the mechanical branches for the boys, there is now a 
teacher in fancy and plain. needlework for-the girls of the In. 
stitution. This is a very recent appointment, and we think a 
highly important one. ‘Time alone will determine the truth or 
falsity of this opinion. 

The last appropriation is. quite sufficient for the ordinary pur- 
poses of this Institution, with an economical administration of its 
affairs ; but should there be any bad management of this fund, it 
will prove too small; or should there be much of an increase in 
the number of pupils in this establishment, there will necesarily 
have to be an increase in the amount of this fund. But for pres- 
ent purposes, it is quite sufficient. 

We would call your attention to the fact that there is a law 
which compells the Board of Police of the counties from which the 
pupils come, to provide clothing for those of the Blind who are 
unable to pay for the same, and that this law is a dead letter, as 
no county in the State except Winston pretended to do any such 
thing ; and embarrassment would be prevented to the Trustees by 
its :epeal l

There would have been a larger balance on hand but for the 
necessity of considerable repairs to the building during the pres. 
ent year. Last year, there was expended about $350 in the erec. 
tion of a retreat, from what was then considered almost a certain- 
ty of the prevalence of yellow fever; but as good fortune would 
have it, there was no fever here, and this house was unoccupied. 

This building was thought to be a necessity at the time, by the 
entire body of the Trustees. But it was not then needed, and. 
yet is owned by the State, and is preserved for any such future ne- 
cessity, as may yet occur, and is really no loss should that de- 
vastating and terrible disease again appear in our midst. At the 
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time of its building, a house sld not be rented within twenty 
miles of this place, for any price, sufficient for the-accommodation 
of the blind ; mentee its, ‘building, was & necessity, and. could nos 
be avoided. 
' All other expenditures are perfectly legitimate, and hence, no 


necessity exists for speaking of them in‘detail, but simply refer to 
accompanying vouchers. :

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OF THE PRINCIPAL TO THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
MISSISSIPPI INSTITUTION FOR THE BLIND. 


Jackson, Miss. . Nov. Ist, 1859. 


Gentlemen :—In fulfillment of one of the duties to me assigned 
I respectfully submit to you the following report of the affairs of 
this Institution from the first of November, 1857, to the first ot 
November, 1859. 

The last two years have been the most prosperous years of the 
Institution, and clearly and strongly. do they attest the goodness 
of God, and the benignity of His Providence ; and gladly and 
gratefully do I assert my faith in His superintending care and 
overruling wisdom, in relation to the affairs of the establishment. 
During these two years the Institution has sieadily advanced in 
public esteem, has increased in usefulness, and has silently and 
successfully wrought out good. ‘The departments of study to 
which the attention of the pupils has been directed, has been 
reading, writing, geography, grammar, arithmetic, natural 
philosophy, chemistry, Combe’s Constitution of Man, algebra and 
geometry ; and in all these the pupils have made a progress, by 
many thought creditable; a progress as great as ought, perhaps, 
to have been expected. 

Many of the pupils are quite young, and most of them have 
been in the school but two terms; facts which will sufficiently ex- 
plain the meagreness of the list of studies just enumerated. 

Previous to the present year, the p rsons employed as teachers 
of music, were gentlemen who had other engagements, and could. 
not, therefore, devote to our pupils the time necessary to produce 
the results desired ; and consequently, it was thought best to make. 
some change, which would secure a larger amount of instruction 
in a given time. -Accordingly it. was determined to obtain a 
teacber who should reside in the house and devote the time 
required to the business of instruction ; and on the first of January 
last, the services of Mr. John W. Syler, were secured, and the 
musical department placed under his charge. Under his instruc- 
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tion the pupils have made a cheering and praiseworthy progress, 
and it is but just to state, that he has labored in his department 
with industry, ability, fidelity and success. 

Broom making is the only handicraft taught in tnis Institution ; 
and at this the pupils have wrought with as much regularity as 
the difficulty and delay, experienced in procu ing materials, would 
allow; but notwithstanding the many hindrances and discourage- 
ments that have opposed the progress of this department, it has 
yielded gratifying results; inasmuch as it has served to develop in 
several of the pupils, somewhat of mechanical skill and manual 
dextery; and there are some among them who can make neat 
and servicablé brooms. The sale of the brooms has been both 
slow and small ; nevertheless, the receipts have been large enough 
to aid considerably in defraying the expenses incurred in the pur- 
chase of corn, handles, twine, &c. 

The health of the pupils has, in the main, been good. The 
few cases of sickness that have occurred were readily relieved by 
the prompt and judicious treatment administered. The medical 
attention required has, in every instance, been bestowed by Dr. 
M. W. Boyd, and as this gentleman is a member of the Board of 
Trustees, I am forbidden, by delicacy, to say in relation to him all 
that a grateful recognition of his services would suggest. But 
delicacy must yield to justice; and justice demands that I should 
state that he has not only gratuitously rendered his professional 
services whenever needed, but has also manifested a degree of 
interest in the welfare of the Institution, and labored forsits 
advancement with a fidelity which fairly entitles him to the grati- 
tude of those he has served, and to the approbation of all who 
can appreciate manly generosity, or understand the value, rarity, 
and excellence, of disinterested, unostentatious benevolence. 

I tender to Mrs. C. S. Tarpley and Mrs. W. L. Sharkey, the 
thanks of the pupils, for their kind rememberance of them on 
Christmas and other occasions. d 

By a law enacted in 1856, it was provided that all indigent 
blind persons, eligible to pupilage in this Institution, should be 
sent hither, and be clothed while here, at the expénse of the 
counties of which they were respectively residents. This law 
was superceded by an act passed February, 1857; but revived by 
a subsequent act passed in November of the same year. This 
act has, therefore, been nominally operative, about three years, 
but with the single exception of the county of Winston, its 
requirements have remained unfufilled. 

The Institution; for some time passed, has furnished clothing to 
seven of the pupils, and, as the act requiring the counties to 
attend to this matter is practically a nulity, I would suggest, that 
the obligations itimposes be transferred to the Institution, and the 
additional expenses incurred in meeting its provisions, be defrayed 
by legislative appropriation. 
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. À considerable sum has been -recently expended. in painting 
and répairing the house, in: repairing the fences, and in making 
some slight improvements of the grounds. ` All'these repairs were 
necessary.to the preservation of the building, the «protection of 
the premises, to decency. of appearance and the conifort of the 
pupils; and I need scarcely add that.the work was performed at as : 
small a cost as the price of labor and materials would. allow. 
Some expense has also been incurred in making a few additions to 
the hitherto meagre furniture of the house ; but the amount thus 
expended was small, and the furniture now in use is no more than 
the necessities of the inmates require ; and is plain, to a degree 
that would satisfy the demands, and challenge the commendation 
of Quaker simplicity. 

Any attempt to report concerning any transaction, or series of 
operations, in which the human mind enters, directly and constant- 
ly, as either agent or patient, is necessarily imperfect and unsatis- 
factory ; because there is no means by. which we can accurately 
estimate mental conditions. Units of quantity and their numeri- 
cal combinations, which so exactly expresa amounts of material 
products, are entirely without significance, when applied to facts 
of mind. We have bales of cotton and yards of calico, but we 
have no pounds of intellectual acquirements, no yards of moral 
exaltation, no bushels of joy, no gallons of grief, no dollar's worth 
of manhood; hence it is impossible fairly and adequately to pre- 
sent, in an easily appreciable form the true gesults wrought out in 
any given period, in an institution of this character.. When one 
reads in a statistical table that so many hundreds of millions of 
bushels of grain were in a certain year produced in the United 
States, he at ence supposes that he has a fact that tells much of 
the industrial history of the country for that year; but in a mere 
numerical statement, how little is told of the toils, the anxieties, 
the doubts, the reasonings, the discouragements, the griefs, and 
the gratifications, more or less, directly connected with the pro- 
duction of the amount expressed by the figures. In like manner, 
I may tell you that certain departments of science have been stu- 
died by the pupils of this school, and that they have well and thor- 
ougbly learned them; but I cannot fully tell you of the efforts 
made in the endeavors to communicate instruction, or of the dili- 
gence exhibited in acquiring it. I cannot tell vou the precise 
amount of mental vigor developed, or the moral e.evation gained, 
or of the advancement made towards true manhood or true woman- 
hood. But while I may not be able clearly to state results of this 
kind, I can unhesitatingly assert that our pupils have in the main 
dene wELL. 

We labor to bestow upon them the highest intellectual culture 
that the circumstances will warrant, and they are also carefully 
taught their duties and responsibilities as subjécts of the moral 
government of the Creator, and as members of human. society. 
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They are taught that absolute manhood is the noblest and loftiest 
of attainments, and that it consists in the fullest obediénée to God, 
and.in the exercise of the-largest charity to man, and- that how 
to yield this obedience, and exercise this charity, can only be 
learned by studiously reading the revelation of the Divine will, 
and earnestly petitioning Him, ** from whom cometh every good 
and perfect gift”; and that the great Business of life is, the prac- 
tice of ** whatsoever things are pure, honest, lovely, and of good 
report." No rational effort is spared to train them to habits of 
patient industry and vigorous virtue. But with what success.such 
labor has been performed, the future history of each pupil can 
alone reveal. 

The number of pupils in the schools during the session that ter- 
minated July 1858, was nineteen (19) the number during the last 
session seventeen (17.) ` 

The number enrolled for the session now commencing, is twen- 
ty-six (26.) Whether all these will be in attendance during the 
present year, I cannot tell, 

Many may suppose that the parents and guardians of the blind, 
would be eagerly desirous to place their children and wards in a 
school for their instruction as soon as the opportunity for so doing 
should be afforded ;- but experience has shown that such a suppo- 
sition is without foundation in fact. ‘The truth is, the parents of 
the blind are decidedly adverse to sending their children to a school 
of this kind. Not because they object to the school; but because 
they are disinclined to permit their children to be separated: from 
them; although they may be persuaded that such separation is 
absolutely essential to the benefit of the afflicted ones. I well 
know that this opposition to separation, arises fromrthe sentiment 
of attachment, planted by the Creator in the mind of every parent, 
for the protection of the feeble, and the maintenance of the help- 
l'ss; but while I respect the feelings and reverence the wisdom 
that created it, and understand its importance, as an element in the 
economy of human society, I much lament,the unenlightened and 
injurious manifestations of it, which I am so often compelled to 
witness. It may be represented to persons that the true interests 
of their children, and their duty as parents, alike requires that the 
sightless should be placed in an institution for their instruction, 
and they may admit all that is said, but the interests of children, 
and the sense of duty, are overmatched by the injudicious attach- 
ment and morbid pity of parents, ànd there are at this moment 
many blind children, who, by the force of unwise affection, are 
withheld from school, fastened to the fireside of their homes, 
and condemned to moral sloth, intellectual darkness, and physical 
inactivity, and compelled to accept burdensomeness to themselves, 
and uselessness to others, as their ignoble destiny. Alas for the 
weakness and the ignorance that perverts-the sacred feeling ot 
parentallove into a chain that binds the bereft of sight to degra- 
dation, and casts them into a Limbo of desolation, where every 
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geneal thought must wither, and every manly aspiration perish. 
It is however gratifying to know, that those connected with the 
blind, are now more fully awakened to the importance of educat. 
ing them, than they were a few years ago; and it is hoped that 
ere long, every uneducated blind persom in the State, who is sus- 
ceptible of imprevement, will become an inmate of this Institu- 
tion. 

Let no one suppose that becau-e our numbers have been so 
small, the Institution is doing but little good, or is. of dubious 
utility. E - 

The Bible is admitted by all men of sen e, to teach the sound- 
est philosophy, and the purest religion; but because there are so 
few, obidient to its commands, or directed by its precepts, should 
the Bible therefore be ignored? Because it is powerloss in rela- 
tion to so many, will any say that for this, its value suffers a sin- 
gle jot of diminution, or its dignity one tittle of abatement? 

The Church labors for the salvation of man, but because some 
refuse to be saved, shall the Church be branded as useless. In 
like manner, if this Institution fails to attract to itself all that 
should be recipients of its benefits, shall the folly of such be 
wrenched into a verdict comdemnatory of the Establishment? 
Surely not! | i 

Let the friends of humanity be encouraged! This Institution 
will be useful as long as there are blind in the State to be taught. 
Aud the number ofits iumates will gradually increase, and its 
value as a dispenser of good and as an instrument of beneficient 
_ utility will become more and more apparent. Ir gard this andthe 

kindred institutions ofthe State as the noblest proofs and the 
clearest announcements of the Christian enlightenment of the 
people of Mississippi. They attest that her peuple have feeling as 
well as intelligence, genorsity as well as intellect, a civilization of 
the heart as well as a civilization of the head. They are the 
stars in her crown of glory, the gems in her diadem of honor. 

Were I the victim of Cacoethes Scribendi, or did I disire pro- 
minence among those who seek for fame, through the instrumen- 
tality of long reports, concerning the establishments with which 
they are connected, I might swell this paper to a pamphlet of un- 
readable diminsions. But inasmuch as I am free from any morbid 
prominency to “darken council” by multitude of words, and as re- 
putation is among the wares I do not covet, I will only add, that 
to you, gentlemen, of the Board of Trustees, my thanks are sin. 
cerely tendered, for the energy and prudent liberality, you have 
shown in the management of the affairs of this school, and for the 
personal este:m and confidence of which you have been pleased 
to make me the subject.

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Some reasons hriefly stated, for commencing immediately the 
construction of a New-Wing for the accommodation of the 
Insane at the State Asylum, for the Insane in Jackson. 


lst. That half of the present buildings assigned for male pa- 
tients, and embracing three Wards, is fuli to crowding, but espe- 
cially the Ward for excited patients, where there should be few. 
est, is found erowded to excess. 

2ud. Even the work so much needed,—if now authorized by 
the assembled Legislature, will require nearly two years for its 
entire completion :—so, if the work is deferreo. you must look 
forward nearly four years before you can take in applying patients 
on the men's side,—the evils of deferred treatment are many— 
that which is most to be deplored is the difficulty of giving reme- 
dial treatment with success to those patients whose disease has 
become chronic. š ; i 

Ərd. Limited, and otherwise inadequate accommodations, prevent 
the paying patients of the better classes from being brought to 
the Institution a all; and thus the whole weight of supporting the 
Asylum rests on the State. : 

3rd. At present, the high paying patients are sent to distant 
first-class Institutions, where every possible need, want, and means 
of pleasure and recreation are attainable. 

When a family is in distres: through such a visitation as insan- 
ity of one of its members,—the question is not how near is there 
a curative Asylum.—hut where is the best? where are the most 
ample means and the most useful t:eatment to be secured ? 

4th.. The above means, except the medical care, which 25 ade- 
qnat? to the wants of the patients, and is careful and kind, as well 
as intelligent in professional application. I repeat with this excep- 
tion, the means are insufficient: an additional building is bso- 
lutely necessary. 

Build this and you gather your own people into your own Insit- 
tution, and give it an impulse and effectiveness of which your citi- 
zens have yet to learn the inestimable value. 

Should the Legislature decline t make this appropri tio? o 
building, your sure iltern tive is continuing to fill up the Asylum’ 
of Pennsylvania and of Connecticut.

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The Legislature of Mississippi was gove ned by a wise and 
humane spirit when it first erected, by liberal appropriations, its 
Asylum for the Insane. 

'l'he same temper has guided Legisl.tive action in succeeding 
sessions, and the people at large so faras the’ subject has been 
understood have fully sustained and appreciated this noble work: 

The present Legislature does not bring a less intelligent, liberal 
nor less humane dispositions to deliberate on the true interests of 
their dependent claimants on the public bounty. Justice and hu. 
manity ask a careful, deliberate and impartial conside:ation of this 
question— after which, there can it is confidently believed, follow 
but one result, viz : Such appropriation, payable by annual amounts 
out of the State Treasury as shall accomplish fully the work 
needed. 

I have time, Mr. West, to say only, that I am happy at all sea- 
sons to apply my time and best energies in aid of the Insane in 
Mississippi no less than in Massachusetts, in Carolina or in Mis- 
soui.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT: 


mut OF LEVEE COMMISSIONERS, 


"To the Honorable the House of Representatives 
i Of the Stare of Mississippi— 

GENTLEMEN :—In response to a resolution* of your Honorable 
body, passed on the 12th ultimo, I have the honor to submit the 
follewi g report: 

Before entering on this report, however, l take leave to apolo- 
gize to your Honorable Body for the want of fullness and com- 
pleteness in my previous report. 

The omission of the law to make it compulsory on the county 
officials of the district.to supply the General Board with regular 
returns, had left rfe, at the date of my previous statement to your 
Honorable House, without any details of the levee tax. -Even 
now I am unable, for the same cause, to present those details for 
ihe counties of 

The absence of the Treasurer in Kentucky during the summer, 
and his close confinement by sicknes subsequent to his return, had 
placed it out of my power te embrace in that report an exhibit of 
the condition of the Treasury. 

Thege special causes, added to the general causes affecting the 
regular working of all new machinery, and added further-to the 
fact that the report already made, was made at a time when, with 
very little actually completed, a large amount of work was in 
midway-progress, will, | hope, constitute, with a body of gentle. 
men so enlightened in executive affairs as those of your Hono'a- 
ble House, a sufficient explanation of the fact that my last report 
was unavoidably meagre. Jn apologizing for this meagreness, [ 
presume it unnecessary to beg that the Honorable Gentlemen of 
your House will hold me above the supposition of auy unwilling.

The resolution of your House cailing fo" the “acts-and doings 
of said .

of the Board. -'The high. intelligence of the Board has led it, in 
carrying out the spirit of its organic law, to confine ‘its. duties 
strictly to those of Legislation, -- The special information demand- 
ed in your resolution is; I regret to say, not within my power to 

, supply fully; but, as the fullest supply that I can make in the case, 
I have great pleasure in inviting the attention of your Honorable. 
*Body to the Document marked “Exhibit A,” in the appendix to 
this ‘report. The Statement Exhibit A, being the report of the- 
‘Treasurer of the Levee Board, will answer the enquiryas to “the 
amount of money paid out," and-will show why the further en. 
quiry as to “the lands forfeited and: sold," &c., cannot at this time 
be fully answered. Having, on the receipt of the resolution of 
the House, eaused letters to be dispatched to the county officials 
of th» district, in order to obtain the information sought as to 
those lands, I hope to be able to present a reply as to that partic- 
ular part of the resolution in a special communication soon after 
the reopening of your session. : 

`The Treasurer's report shows the cash income of the Board 
for 1859 to have amounted-to but $76,717 38. This money 
has been the total proceeds of the levee tax in DeSoto, Talla- 
hatchie, Panola, Sunflower, and Yazoo; and the p?oceeds of the 
tax in the river counties being reserved in those counties for liqui- 
dation of their special debts; this money constitutes, therefore, 
the only regular income of the Board, irrespective of their credits, 
until April, 1862. : 

At this point, I have complied as far as lies in my power with 
the re quisition made in the reso.ution of the House; but must ask 
your Indulgence, while availing myself of this opportunity to suba 
‘mit also a statement of my own ‘acts and doings’ as Chief Execu- 
tive of the Board. y 

Coming into office to repair the wide destruction of two succes- 
sive fioods, my first duty was that of immediate protection. The 
works necessary for this purpose, however, I found extensive and 
costly. To meet the heavy outlays thus required, the treasury, as 
shown in Exhibit A, contained for all purposes but $76,717 38.

Credits, it is true, were placéd at my disposal to the amount of 
$500,000 ; but at the moment when I sought to convert those cred- 
its in time for present use, their convertibility was firat struck 
down by suits of certain landholders against the constitutionality 
_ of the law by which they are authorized; and was subsequently 
trampled on by the decree of a Court in confirmation of the al. 
leged unconstitutionality. -The hopes of protection from a third 

overflow were thus apparently blasted. Under these circumstan- 
ces, I availed myself of the only means open to me under the 
law, for the salvation of our magnificent Delta from the recurrence 
of a disaster that, thus recurring a third time in succession, would 
have brought a large proportion of the cotton interests of Missis- 
sippi to the very threshold of ruin. I appealedtothe people; and 
the appeal was responded to, through the Boards. of Police, with a 
liberality and unanimity that makes me proud of the enterprise, 
intelligence and public spirit of the river counties. Suffering the 
loss of two con:ecutive crops, their stock destroyed, their very , 
€orn rotting where it was planted, the enlightened men of "Tunica, 
Coahoma, Bolivar, Washington and Issaquena, burdened as they 
then were with a ten cont tax for the preservation of their public 
credit, voted for the restoration of their defences from further in- 
undation, and additional tax of twenty-five cents! They paid me 

the compliment of voluntarily placing this tax subject to my man. 
` agement. In this way I have been enabled to bring to the heavy 
task of saving the bottom this year, an aggregate resource, avail- 
able in April next to the amount of about $492,000. But this 
sum was utterly insufficient for even temporary repairs of our flood. 
rent levee. By testing the question settled by one Judge against 
our credits, and following the case to the High Court of Errora 
and Appeals, I finally súcceeded; under the endorsement of that 
distinguished tribunal, in giving our bonds currencey. The avail- 
able means amount, then, to $492 000, payable in April next, 
and $500,000 in one, two, and three year bonds of the district. 

With $76,000 in cash, $492.000 payable in April 1860, and 

$500,000 in bonds at one, two, and three years, I entered on prac- 
tical operations. “Exhibit B" in the o will present to 
your Honcrable House the practical results of my labors, so far, 
in the repairs of the disasters of 1858 and 1859. ‘That statement 
"shows, it will be seen, for each county on the river the length of 
levee under contract, the names of the contractors, and the prob- 
able cost of the several sections wrought on by those contractors 
respectively.

But this amountis insufficient for the restoration of the levee to 
the point of protection. Other contracts are, ‘therefore, even now 
under negotiation. The letting of these contracts will increase 
the total liabilities already incurred for our works. Besides this, 
preliminary estimates are, as every one knows, generally short of 
the actual cost of finished works. In consideration, therefore, of 
this probable excess on our present lettings over and above 


- the foregoing estimates, and in further consideration of additional 
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lettings that I expect to be able yet to make, in advance towards 
my policy of immediate protection, 1 speak moderately when I 
assume that the whole cost of the contracts. this year will exceed 
the foregoing total by at least twenty per cent. Adding to the 
$1,040,0 0, (the estimate of present works as given above.) this 
twenty per cent, for the conti«gencies—or rather certainties—re- 
ferred to, the total liabilities of the levee, incurred for construction 
this year will be seen to stand at $1,248,000. 

The first object guiding me in the selection of works for letting 
has been that of the protection of the greatest number, with a 
view ultimately to the protection of all. But there are under this 
main aim expenditures growing oüt of local jealousies that, as far 
as consistent with this main aim, I have sought to respect. One

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of these I have felt bound in honor to follow without deviation—

On the contracts let, and to be let, this year, I thus incur an 
obligation over and above all existing means of payment to the 
amount, in round numbers, upwards $200,060. This excess of 
liabilities beyond the available means of payment, has been in. 
curred, as a hard necessity of the protection of the bottom—has 
with a full knowledge of the means at my disposal, been incurred 
by my action on individual necessities. No other course being 


- open to me for extending the means so as to accomplish the results 


essential to the objects for which tbose means had.been obtained, 
I have succeeded in inducing public spirited men directly inter. 
ested in certain portions of our levee, to undertake the construc- 
tion of those portions on the assurance that I should urge, as t 
hereby do urge most earnestly and respectfully on your Honorable 
Body, the policy and the justice of giving legal force to.the moral 
obligation, demanding a provision for the payment of the claims 
incurred in the construction of those necessity contracts, Your 
moral sense their only guarantee for payment, the liberal minded

Less than one-half payable jin April next, and: the balance paya- 
ble in the - onds of the district at: one, two: and three years, | am 
certainly not far mistaken in stating that the average price of the 
whole levee under contract this year has been less per yard of 
earth thrown, (including- grubbing and clearing,).than seventeen 
- eents;* with heights varying from. eight to thirty-two feet, with 
crowns varying from six to ten feet, with basis and slopes far in 
‘excess of previous levees, and with a rigidity of specification and 
an exaciness of. measurement previously unknown, I think it very 
safe to state that, so far, [have succeeded in reducing the actual 
expenses of our levees by fully thirty per.cent. of their previous 
cost. 7 . , . 

Immediate protection I have sought, in my management of the 
levée, to combine, as far as practicable, with thoroughly scientific 
principles of location: and construction. - Determining. from the 
investigation and reports of. my engineering corps the. line 
of permanence and the section of safety, i have proceeded in all 
cases where such was practicable, to carry out measures of 
immediate protection, in accordance with that line and section. I 
have done this as a part of my design for the completion of a line 
of levee located on permanent ground, and constructed wich ample 
slope, crown, and elevation. 

Of the one hundred and eight and a half miles under operation 
this year for the purpose of immediate protection,a large portion of 
this length constitutes a series of links in our final line of perma- 
nence and safety. Jam not content that our levee management 
shall always be that of an eternal patching ; but.1 seek to vom- 
bine with works for present safety of the bottom, the steady 
construction, link after link, of a great embankment that, once 
connected from end to end of the district, safe from caving, with 
proper alinement, broad in crown, easy in slopes, and ample in 
height, —will give us some reasonable hope for the reduction, if 
not the cessatiun.of our present burdens. 


NoTE.—*The prices fixed on the works let apply to the contents of the Levee 
up to grade; but the specifications requiring an addition to the,height of two 
inches to the foot to cover shrinkage, a contract price of twenty cents per yard 

“is thus virtually, but seventeen cents a yard; and this price embracing-generally 
grubbing and clearing, would reduce the actual cost of the earth thrown still 
lower. The invariable practice has heretofore been to psy for all earth thrown, 
and in many instances a shrinkage was allowed the contractor above the true 
measurement of his work, thus making a wide-differenco in the cost of the 
Work.

But to determine this line of permanence and level of safety, 1 
have been compelled to' iricur large outlays under the head. of 
Engineering. ` Since the’ organization, of the General * Board, 
"these expenses, including instruments, stationery, salaries, &c., 
have amounted, up to the first ‘January, 1860, to the sum of $16,- 
000, or thereabout. This includes the surveys of the river, in 
order to show at each point the limits within which the fact and 
cause of caving would have thrown back the line of permanent 
location. Jt includes also the surveys necessary for indicating, at 
all points, the amount and character of deficit in the levee as it 
stood after the devastations of the past winter and springs ; and 
also the surveys required for fixing, at regular intervals along the 
works, the actual level of the standing high water mark. The 
Engineering has also been charged with the superintendence of 
ihe works under progress; and the importance of this charge in 
the case of works that have been previously known to contain 
within them, logs, stumps, whisky, flour end beef barrels, may be 
well understood in connection with contracts which exclude’ 
rigidly all action that m'ght, in any way, damage the quality of 
the material, or the solidity of the bank. When such has been 
the nature of the service—when it bas saved the bottom payment 
for even one yard over and above the actual content of the work 
done on. the levees, I feel that I have nothing to explain or to ` 
extenuate to a bedy of gentlemen so intelligent as your honorable 
House, when I state that the expenses of the Engineering of 
three hundred and eleven miles of levee under my direction does 
not exceed since the organization of the Board $16,000 00. 

The subject of Engineering brings up the question of salaries. 
Few executive bodies in the country have not been more or less 
censured on the ground of extravagant salaries; and the Board 
of Levee Commissioners can make no claim to exemption from 
this apparently general usage. Be the clap.trap so natural, in 
such a case, ever so noisy or so plausible, it would ill become me 
to remind your enlightened body of the self-evident fact that, in 
all the pursuits of life, high character and rare skill are a 
merchadise of ready convertibility and of high value The 
Chief Engineer of the Mississippi Levee has a salary of $5,000 
a year; and comparing with this salary the remuneration paid 
the class of men charged with equally importaut duties elsewhere, 
ĮI have no he itatien in assuring your honorable body that I had 
much rather Le without the assistance of such an officer than be 
compelled to trust myself to the assistance of the class of man in 
that profession who will undertake those du'ies for less. A man 
` of doubtful character could very readily pay himself a handsome 
salary by a small laxity of con-ience in the measdrement of works 
running up annually to five millions of cubic ya:ds, But another 
salary that offers a very convenient mark for rustic wit, stumps 
buffoonry and siupid penury, is that of the officer who has the

honor to address your :honorable body, I am paid, as. President of 
the Levee Board, a salary of $6,010 a year, I may observe to 
the House that I had been elected President of the Board a month 
before there was any salary attached to the office ; that E not only 
used no inflence after my election for the fixing of that salary, but 
that when 1t®was being so fixed, felt, as a man of some personal 
pride, the indelicacy of being present. The salary was deter- 
mined on at Prentiss, while, even in disregard of my duty to be 
in attendance, I had, at the suggestion of self-respect, remained a 
hundred miles. E 

The Board of Commissioners have not undertaken.to explain 
to me the reasons which induced them to select me for the station, 
or the causes which prompted them in fixing the salary, they I 
doubt not, are prepared for the defence of their action, if not it is 
their duty tochange it. I shall offermo complaint at what they may 
see proper to do in this connection. I trust my standing is suffi- 
ciently well known throughout the State to save me from the 
supposition of having accepted the Presidency of the Levee* 
Board as a matter of salary. I have no hesitation in acknowledg. 
ing to the sordid creature who thinks me seeking profit by nursing ` 
into more. vigorous life an old creation to which my intellectual 
lebors have contributed so largely both in the Legislature and the 
field, that I am Quixoctic enough to hold in comparison with 
questions of mere profit and loss, that life has some charms 
loftier and more noble. 

Credit is essential to-the construction of our levees—without it 
this year we could not have moved hand or foot for our protection 
from inundation. On this ground then I beg to call the attention 
of the Legislature, to the following view of the financial con- 
dition of the river counties and of the General Board, under the 
provisions-of the present Levee Law. Before making this exhibit 
of the .finances of the district. I will first remind* your henorable 
body that the existing law authorizes the collection of ten cents 
‘an acre on the present area of the district for the years 1859, 
1860, 1861, 1862 and 1863. For 1859, 1860 aud 1861, the 
amounts accruing from this tax to the General Board sum up 
annually $76,717 00; the residue being applied for those three 
years by the river counties to the liquidation of their special 
indebtedness. The employment of those means f r payment of 
those liabilities of the river counties results as follows:

The local management charged with the appropriation of this 
ten cents tax in Washington and in Issaquena, claim that the: 
amount of the tax placed at their disposal under the present law, ` 
will fully meet their debts. Hoping that such may turn out to be 
the fact, I will assume here, that the special debts of Washington 
and Issaquena will be liquidated, under the present law by April 
1861. In Tunica, Coahoma and Bolivar, such -however, will not 
be the case. . The above statement of the liabilities of those coun- 
ties, after applying all the taxes up to and inclusive of those of 
April 1861, shows ‘Tunica with a special debt of $103,000 00, 
Coahoma with a special debt of $103,000 00, and Bolivar with a 
special debt of $136,000 00. ‘The aggregate of these debts are 
thrown by the existing law om the General Board. ` The provis- 
ions made for their liquidation by that-Board being the ‘taxes of ` 
the whole district, as at present defined, for the years 1862 and 
1863. But in addition to those county debts, the" General Board 
has incurred, under the authority of the existing laws, a further ` 
debt, ás shown elsewhere of $500,000 00.

This then is the condition in which the people of the bottom are 
left by the present law. The existing act by making no provision 
sufficient for the payment of the special debts of Tunica, Coaboma 
and Bolivar, compels the honest people of these counties to dishon- 
or their debts, inasmuch as their outstanding bonds all mature in 
‘1860 and 4861. And not only: does the law taint the credit of the 
General Board by this unavoidable dishonor of the river counties, 
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but in transferring the debts of those counties, ‚compels even the 
General. Board tó make..absulute default..in 1862 ! . To - impress.- 
this alarming result. of the existing law more clearly, I may repeat. 
that ‘Tunica, Coahoma and Bolivar, owing a debt maturing in 1860: 
and.in 1861, without: any. means for its payment, stand eren now - 
on-the brink of dishonor. In 1861, they will stand. under (be an, ` 
assisted. action of existing Legislation, -public.defaulters ` on their, 
bonds. to the amount (as atove shown)-Punica $103,000 00, Coa. , 
homa $108,000 00, and Bolivar, $136,000 .000!

To sum up then the briefreview I have here made of the posi. . 
tion in which the Levee law uuder which I act, leaves the inter- , 
est it was designed to protect. It may be said, briefly, that it 
leaves the honest men of three‘of our river counties under the dis. 
grace of unavoidable,default of their solemn obligations ;.and trans. 
iers to the people of the whole bottom, as represented. by the Gen. 
eral tsoard, the sti; ma of this same disgrace under circumstances 
that place it beyond their power to remove it. It subjects, in a 
word. our Levee system to creditless insolvency and ourselves and 
State to financial infamy.. + l : 

-How are we to save our credit without additional resources ? 
This is clearly impossible : avd yet it becomes a question of im- 
portance to consider how, and in what form, can we obtain these 
additional resources. Before entering on this subject, it must be 
remembered that the General Board bas, so far, accomplished the 
main object of its organization to but à comparatively small ex- 
tent. Immediate protection its first duty, the Board has advanced 
far towards the accomplishment of that duty? But, as stated 
above, has done so with a view to the application of their means, 
in accordance with the principles of science, on works of safety 
and permanence. Looking forward to the ultimate construction: 
of one unbroken embankment of scientific location and sufficient 
eros «section, as the special aim and the main end of their organ- 
ization, the Board has, as [I have before stated, made most of its 
works for present protection, portions cf its permanent plan. 
About one-third of the ultimate location bas already been provid- , 
ed for. Without any ego.ism, I may claim this result of one-half 
year's labor as an unquestionable triumph of the- principle of the 
General Board. But with the, guarantees thus given in & few 
short months of our capatity for usefulness, must our hands be

Midway *in" ‘its süccesses;^must the General 
Board be shorn—like Sampson-—of all fürther power It has -- 
already shown, even under restrictive legislation, vigór:to meet a - 
great emergency—a great emergency, be it recollécted: of possi- 
ble, if not probable, recurrence—by an effort previously-unknown ` : 
in the management df our Levees. -The General Board will have 
made ‘within two months of the present time; an outlay—actually ' 
created: the means—for the protection of the great interest com- 
mitted to its care, to the enormous sum-of one million and a'quur- 
ter of dollars! The puny labors of local management could not : 
have met such an emergency by any possible effort z- and with, as * 
I have said, the possible return of demands for a repetition of such:

ther service? As the law stands, the Board is not only'cut short: ` 
of all future means, but is-destined in 1863, to become a hopeless ` 
insolvent! Since the initiation of Levees in this State, as a sys. * 
tem; no year has elapsed in which thé people of the River Coun. 
ties have not expénded on actual work, at least $200,000! Is 
the levee in a condition to stop all such outlays now? Mainte- 
nance ‘of existing works will-require at the present time. as it 
always has required, large outlays Is any man who is aware of 
the large outlays we ‘will have made this year om our works; pre. 
pared to say that we ought not to be enabled to complete or to. 
even maintain them? But we are without either money or cre- 
dit! The present law, in addition to its insufficiency for the pre. 
servation of our honesty, leaves us without any means whatever 
for the preservation of the works tha‘, it would appear from the 
foregoing statement of the financial results of that law, have heen 
built at the risk, if not at the sacrifice, of our publie faith. Must 
legislation stop shert at a conclusion—hot to say so disgraceful—so 
lame: and impotent ? 

To m*intain our existing works, and to complete the permanent 
embankment, we require additional resources to the valüe of, at 
least $1,800,000. ‘This construction-=requirement of 1,800,000 
added to our debt—requirement of $120,000, shows a necessity 
of further means to the extent of $2,220,000; for the construction 
of our works;'and the saving of*our credit. But-how is this to be 
obtained? It is not for me to answer this question before the high 
intelligence of the Legislature. But, incumbered aheady; ‘and ` 
for four years to come with a tax ‘as heavy:as we of the bottom 
are willing to bear, how are we to raise the required funds, is 

-still a question that must be put—for it involves the alternative of 
an early suspension of oür credit? -If no additicnal legislation is 
to be had in, the case, we’are not only- unable to expend a dollar 
henceforth on the levee, but we cannot even pay our present lia.

1861, the District Bonds mature to the amount of about $250,000; > 
one-half the remainder falling düe in April 1862, and the other 
half of that remainder.in April 1863. In addition to funding these 
dehts at maturity, by the sale of new bonds from time to time, the. 
issue of new bonds must also be tnade, as before stated, to supply 
means for-the prosecution of our work.

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These estimates, it will have been seen, suppose the income 
from the district when enlarged, to: be $360,000. Suppose the 
interest on the new bonds to be ten percent., and suppose, further, ` 
that in funding the debts of ‘the. Counties. by bonds of the District, 
the taxes accruing to:thé counties next April, ‘shall be paid over 
to the General Board: - With these suppositiong it-will have been ' 
seen by the foregóing figures that an extensiofi of a ten-cents’ tax, 
on the proposed extension of the arae of taxation, frofn April 1868 ` 
to April 1874, will save the honor of the counties and of the dis- 
trict by liquidation of their debts to the amount of $943,000 ; and 
will enable us to carry out the policy, só happily inaugurated, for 
the completien of our levee by an eütlay in: 1860-1 and 1861-2 
to the amount of $1,800,000. 

The two first assumptions employed: in following oùt the work. 
ing of the extension of the taxation-period, I will not make sub- 
jects of any remark. ‘The transfer of the taxes accruing to the 
counties insolvent under the existing law, is however a subject on 
which it is proper to lay emphasis. By retaining those taxes in 
their own hands, those counties cannot, as has been shown, save 
themselves from default; and as the consequences of this default 
will be fatal to the General Board; it becomes a necessity of the 
whole bottom—that the credit of those counties shall*be preserv- 
ed. The Board thén as a matter of necessity must, in its own 
interest, assume those debts immediately—assume them before the 
default that awaits them in next April. Assuming the debts of 
the counties, as they are thus obliged to do in self-defiance, the 
Board, in order to assist it in discharging those debts, would be- 
entitled to the assets. set apart for that purpose, under the existing 
law. The taxes payable to the counties of Tunica, Coahoma, 
Bolivar, Washington, and Issaquena in April 1860 and in April 
1861, for the liquidation of their debts, ought therefore, I venture 
to suggest, to be transferred with those'debts tothe General Doard; 
and this transfer of taxes being assumed in the above calculation, 
is one of the conditions on which the extension of eleven years 
tax of ten cents, on the extended arae of District, will enable the 
General Board to meet its liabilities. 

The working results as represented in.the foregoing’ popular 
and general form, show that the ex:ension of the ten cents tax for 
eleven years constitutes, not alone the only available means, but 
also constitutes the most thoroughly effective means, for the preser. 
vation of our credit and the maintenance of our levee. Without 
this we can do nothing: with this, we can meet all the require. 
ments of our interest and the demands of our honor. 

For the preservation of our public faith, the maintenance of our 
existing levee, and the completion of the unfinished portion of our 
present line of permanent embankments, the only meéans’open: to 
us is, I beg leave to submit, the extension of a ten cent. tax, on 
the whole arae involved, for the further period of eleven years ; 
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and the employment of the-taxes so raised, for the redemption of 
our local and general liabilities by an immediate issue, on the faith

The practical minds of the Legislature will apprehend difficulty 
in tlie negotiation of our.Leves Debentures. : The legality of those 


. debentures L may remark, in reply to this, has been definitively 


settled by the High Court of our State. With this decision stand- 
ing sponsor for their soundness, it only remains tó give them cur- 
rency, that they shall be allowed à margin for interest within the 


* limits ef ten per cent. Passed in this form with not loñger than 


fourteen years to run, I am assured by capitalists at the North, and 
also by capitalists amongst ourselves, that there will remain no dif- 
ficulty in floating them off; and in saying this on the strength of 
assurances by correspondence and personally, I feel quite satisfied 
that the passage of a law authorizing the issue of such bonds on 
the faith of the eleven years tax.extension, will protect our credit 
and complete our embankment. 

In conclusion, I have to apologise for the length to which this 
report has trespassed ori the indulgence of your honorable body. 
I have only now to add, here, that in some particulars this re. 
port goes over the ground of my previous report; but in all those 
particulars speaks with greater exactness and fuller knowledge. 
When any difference may exi t, I take leave to explain that this 
communication is prepared, afterthe review of previous.statements, 
by wider information, more accurate estimates, ana more thorough 
reflection. In the operation of a new organization, embracing 
wide and numerous details, the collecting and classification of a 
complete and accurate statement of its workings, can be hardly 
expected by your intelligent body, at a time when that erganiza- 
tion is engaged in the midst of the action and urgent operations of 
its first year. , .

PREFACE TO CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


"s * CERA 


To the Board of Levee Commissioners 
of the State of Mississippi: 


GENTLEMENT :—At your last October meeting, an order was 
passed by your Honorable Board, directing the publication of the 
report at that time submitted by me for your consideration—as 
well as that made by the Chief Engineer. The publication has 
been delayed, for the reason that my time has been from that to 
the present, so closely occupied that 1 have not been able to super- 
vise the publication. 

On the — of December, 1859, a resolution was passed by the - 
House of Representatives (which see in the Appendix.) In re- 
sponse to that resolution, the foregoing report has been submitted. 
This report embraces the action of the Board up to the present 
time, is more in detail—shows more clearly the financial condition 
of the Levee—and I doubt not will be more acceptable to your 
constituents than my report in October. 1 have therefore taken 
the liberty of publishing this report in conjunction with that of the 
Chief Engineer—as embracing more minute facts, and likely to be 
read with greater interest. i 

In my report of October, I ventured to contemplate tle advan- 
tages that were to result to our State when our work should have 
been done. Alsc, to predict the rapid declension of the mate Aal 
wealth of the State should we fail in our mission. I have made 
the appeal, and offered my reflections so often to the people of 
our rich Delta, and to the people of the State, that I feel a delica- 
cy in the reiteration of the oft repeated argument. 1 therefore 
offer a report, strictly official, leaving the question of abandon- 
ment with the intelligence of our State Legislature, where, of 
right, the question now abides. 

Should no additional legislation be had, it only remains for 
your Board to provide for the distribution of our means as far as 
they may go upon some safe and economical plan, for all other 
practical purposes, the Board will be disorganized.

J. L. Alcorn, President, Board of Commissioners : 7 


Sır :—I submit the following statement of operations in this 
department since the organization of your Commission. 

Upon receiving the appointment of Chief Engineer, in May 
last, I proceeded to obtain instruments and outfit, and organize 
parties for the surveys, and began the work the last of June—as 
soon as the floo1 had sufficiently;receded to permit it. 

This work, embracing a complete survey of all the river front 
in its various meanderings from the mouth of Horn Lake Pass in 
DeSoto county, to the mouth of. Yazoo River in Warren county, 
with notes of its chief topographical features, sand bars, caving 
and stationary banks, character of soil, prominent places and’ 
steamboat landings, &c.: also, a survey of the present line of 
levee, besides various preliminary lines for location of new levee 
at different points—in all, about one thousand miles, has been 
pushed to completion through the hot months of July, August and 
September under trials ol sickness and distress which you, who 
are cognizant of the facts are well prepared to appreciate. Much 
of it has just been finislied, and the notes too recently returned to 
the office to allow time to classify and arrange them. I cannot, 
therefore, SCENE for the present, more than a general state- 
ment.. 

The surveys were-commenced at the base of the hills on Mur- 
ray’s Branch, east of Horn Lake, and running thence down the 
Branch to the Lake, pursue the: Lake, shore several miles to a 
connection with an old levee formerly built from Norfolk to Mud 
Lake, and thence down he route of the old levee to.the Missis- 
sippi River, at Norfolk, and thence down the river bank to the 
mouth of the TOO river, a total distance of 381 miles, and a dis. 
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tance of 372 miles fronting on the river. Appended to this, for 
convenience of reference, is a tabular statement showing the dis- 
tances between important points on the river, from which you will 
see that —

The Levee from the base of the hills to Norfolk passes for a 
short distance in “Pennessee; for which the right of: way has been 
granted Ly the Legislature of that State. A final and permanent 
3ocation has been made of this portion, and it is now under con- 
tract to be finished Ist January, 1860, so faras the funds at 
command will allow, and by a slight reduction in the ‘standard - 
size of the Levee, which may be safely permitted hers, we hope 
ło close the entire gap. The balance of DeSoto county the front 
planters promise to protect at their own expense. ] 
‘The whole of Tunica county, to the extent of the special 
Levee tax of April, 1860, is under contract, and we propose to 
expend the amount of the tax, first in reconstructing:thé Levee - 
at McKinney bayou and other crevasses in the county, and the "` 
balance in repairs of the most exposed points on the old Levee. 
For the drainage of McKinney bayou, I have prepared plans and 
specifications of a cast iron culvert 28 inch bore, with valves at 
both ends to effect a discharge of the water behind the Levee as 
the river recedes. ‘These are now in the hands of the manu. 
facturer, W. C. Bradford, to be delivered by the 5th December- 
proximo. Examinations were made with a view of draining 
McKinney into White Oak bayou. The result proved that in: 
order to obtain one foot fall in a distanee' of. nine thousand feet, 
ihe water would have to be raised so near the top ot the banks ` 
of MeKinney, as.to flood much country towards its source ; and 
the ditch necessary to discharge it, would probably cost $25,000, 
while the culvert will not probably exceed five thousand. The: 
location at McKinney was completed in September-and the con. 
tractor is now at work on it. : . 
In Coahoma, we have the great Yazoo Pass under contract 
and progressing vigorously. Also an ünfinishéd contract between” ` 
the Pass and Delta resumed by Judge Shelby. Besides these we ` 
have under contract, the work at Ledbetter’s, Burke’s; Cren- 
sbaw's and Malone’s, which cover the most daügerous points -in 
the county; but there are a number of other points involving 
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great peril—among them, three that will almost certainly deluge 
the country if not looked to in time. I refer to the Levee above. 
"Thomson's house ; that-below Delta, and that in front of Boddie's, - 
in the lower end of the county. - 1 have thus far been unable to 
contract for its execution in payments beyond April,-1860, and the 
Levee tax is insufficient to meet the payments at that time. 

In Bolivar county, we h ve let the repairs of three miles from. 
ihe Coahoma line, and the excavation of two canals—one to 
drain Parker's bayou into Lake Charles, thence into Perkins’ 
bayou, and one from Perkins to Stokes’ bayou—the . material ` 
from the latter to bé placed on the adjacent Levee. ` Besides this, 
the work at Whitworth’s and Prentiss, the two largest crevasses 
in the c unty is contracted; also the repairs of a.considerable 
portion of the old Levee in the county, to be done by planters and 
paid for out of future taxes of the county and district. 

Ín Washington county, we have the Kentucky and American 
Bend Crevass’, embracing nearly halfa million of eubic yards 
under way; also the repairs of nearly all tie old Levee from 
Kentucky Bend to Mrs. Brooks; and the new work in George- 
town Bend, in the upper part of the-county. In every case the: 
repairs of old Leveo are to be paid for out of future taxes; the 
April tax being applied exclusively to new work to the extent 
required, ` 

in Issaquena, we have let the Carmack Crevass to be finished 
by the 1st January, 1860; also a number oí contracts for repairs 
of old Levee below Carmack’s, -and in tbe vicinity of Skipwith’s 
Landing: We are making efforts. to close a contract for the 
crevass at Brunswick, in the lowerextremity of the county: This 
done, the largér part of the April taxes, will have been exhausted 
and the repairs of the balance of-the county must be done on a 
credit, it at all. l : 

The amount of eubic yards on repairs in the several counties it 
is impossible to estimate accurately without making minute cross 
sections, and this we could not do in the limited time with the 
corps employed. ‘The Levees are in every conceivable shape ef 
line and figure, and it would have required a corps of twenty-five: 
or thirty Engineers, in addition to the present corps, with heavy 
outlay for «instruments to. have accomplished the task since we 
commenced work. Knowing the uncertainty of letting this work . 
on a credit, and knowing. the available. means of. your commis- 
sion, would all be required -for-the new work indispensably 
necessary, I deemed it best to réstrict the -corps to the number 
actually necessary to make the surveys and location of new 
Levee, and to supply resident: Engineers from time-as time, as we 
might chance to let the work. ` The arnount of each contract for 
repairs will be ascertained-so soon as the contractor clears of 
and ds up the Levee, a provision being inserted in the contract 
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leaving the amount to be. determined afterwards by the notes of . 
cross section. UT UE AMNES 
I have thus far ventured into moere detail of the present con- 
dition of the work, than wassimply necessary for your information; 
but for the benefit of those in various portions of the district, who 
are manifesting an interest confined to no locality, but wide 
spread and general. l l i , 
Before adverting to other subjects, suffer me to ‘call your 
attention to two important amendments of the Levee Law of 2d 
December, 1858, and urge their passage at the approaching 
session of the Legislature. The first is the period—A pril—at 
which the Levee tax becomes due. All work on the Lev es must 
be finished by 1st January, contractors require money during the 
progress and at the close of the work. They must have it, and 
to raise it, hypothecate their estimates or scrip, at ruinous dis- 
count, and of course you pay the loss in the price of the work. 
I do not hesitate to assert that the work could be let for cash at 
twenty to thirty per cent. less than credit prices, and with benefit 
to all parties. The taxes should be made payable 1st November, 
at which time every planter could pay them, and often more 
readily than in April. i 
The second amendment, is granting the power to the Com- 
missioners to control ferever, the cutting of timber or other 
growth for a breadth of three hundred yards from the centre of 
the Levee on the riverside. If the timber in front of the Levees 
is permitted to grow up, it constitutes the most effective protection 
possible from the action of the winds and waves, and serves also 
to retard the caving bank. It is durable, and far superior as a 
breake-water, to any artificial structure of wood. As a proof of 
its efficiency, there has occurred no crevass in finished Levees of 
proper height, where it was thickly wooded in front for two or 
three hundred yards. All the great crevasses, such as Yazoo 
Pass, American and Kentucky Bends, Carmack, &c., have been 
at points exposed to the action of the winds. The necessity of 
this restrictive power in the Board of Commissioners ‘is patent , 
from the fact that many persons.are clearing land and cutting cord 
wood in front of Levees now demanding protection, and tis appa- 
rent, that as the lands in the rear of the Levee are cleared, and. 
and the haul of cord wood increased, that in front of the Levees 
will be cut and sold, unless restrained by authority of law. 
Other important amendments, not within my province, will suggest 
themselves. ; l Kg 
As surely as opposing forces may be neutralized, Levees can 
be constructed, which will resist the overflow of the Missississippi, 
and all we ask is proper legislation, backed by the right spirit in 
the tax payer. It is unquestionably the true policy to expend the 
taxes of the next two or three years for present protection. "The 
country requires relief and time to recover from the devastations of 
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previous years’; thie plan will give it; and then enable you.to go. 
on and place your system on a basis equal to every emergency.— 
This will require time and. money—millions. Let it—the ques- 
tion is not what it cost to build a Levee, but what will it cost not 
to build it, Construct it, and you develope a country whose pro- 
ducts will wield the commerce of the world—omit it, and you con- 
vert it into a pestilential marsh. Ipropose:then, that we employ 
two of the parties now in the field, in prosecuting a permanent 
location of the line of Levee trom one end of the District to the 
other, making such location without reference to any existing line 
of old Levee ; and after making all repairs of the old Levee neces. 
sary for present protection, proceed to construct new Levee on the 
permanent location, so fast it may become necessary to abandon 
the old. It is only in this way, an accurate estimate of the cost 
of any effective system of protection can be obtained. By making 
the location the season in advance, it affords time to make proper 
investigations as to routes, &c:—to make accurate estimates=to 
enable you to measure the work to your means; in fine to give 
everything due consideration, and to put contractors to work much 
earlier—and to prosecute it much later in the spring, and of course at 
much less cost, The other parties will be employed in making 
three lines of survey from the River to the base of the hills, east, 
with a view of ascertaining the dip of the country and water lines 
back, by which we may form some estimate of its reservoir capa- 
city, and consequent influence on the height of flood. No contin. 
ued series of accurately recorded observations have thus far been 
bestowed upon the laws governing the waves and currents of the 
Mississippi. It is a subject worthy the consideration of the greatest 
minds, and so nearly allied to your most vital interest that nothing 
would more richly repay the expense. ‘This knowledge is neces- 
sary to anenlightened application of the means of protection and 
must be obtained before you can ever hope to be.perpetually free 
from annual recurrences of flood and ruin. I propose to place 
permanent water guages at ten or a dozen points along the River, 
and require the corps employed on the work to make a daily re- 
cord of the rise and fall of the river, throughout the year, and note 
the influence on the tide, of any crevasses that may occur; these 
water guages being ali referred to one datum line, so as to com- 
pare the results obtained at different points. It would be desirable 
to extend these observations through several years, noting regular- 
ly changes wrought by collatural influences, as the building or 
breaking of Levees ; the making of cut-offs ; the extension or re- 
‘cession of bars and Islands; the rise or fall of tributary streams ; 
the directions of currents at different stagesof water, &c. If your 
` means permitted, this work might be extended with profit to obser- 
vations on the velocity of the currents at different depths, and at 
different stages of the river—the declivity or fall in the surface, a£ 
which the several velocities are obtained, to soundings across the 
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channel for ascertaining its declare capacity, the amount of 
sedementary deposits, &c., &c. Thus may we reduce to law and - 
order, that unruly old monster whose. whims and caprices have 
hitherto set at defignce all attempts at reduction to rule, and define 
with the precision of an astromoner marking the course of the plan. 
ets, the laws which govern him. In partial execution of this plan, 
I have had levels of the water-lines of 1858 and 1859, and of the 
general fall of the ground taken from the hillsat Horn Lake to 
Dolivar, and am having the line continued to the mouth of Yazoo. 
Before submitting the result, however, I desireto have them tested 
by another set of levels, as they are now intoo incomplete a state 
to be of interest. -

Bank Bonds, at this session of the Legislature, it would be 
impolitic to agitate a question of such magnitude, which must 
result in a division of the people of the State, and divert their 
attention from much more important questions of State policy, 
now impending and soon to be acted upon, which will require 
the united voice and action of our people successfully to defend. 
The committee, therefore, ask to be discharged from any further 
consideration of the subject.

MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, a minorily of the joint select committee to 
whom was referred the message of the late Governor in relation 
to the Planters’ Bank Bonds with the accompanying memorials, 
cannot agree with the report of the majority of that committee ; 
and they will now proceed to state their objections to the same, 
as well as to give the views which they entertain and think ought 
to prevail. 

The report of the majority asks that the committee be dis- 
charged from any further consideration of the subject, upon the 
ground that in the present aspect of our political affairs, when the 
institutions and safety of the South are imperrilled by the fanatical 
acts of the Northern people, the attention of our own citizens 
ought not to be diverted and distracted by the introduction of auy 
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other’ agitating topic. This we think is the position taken by 
the majority of the committee, and we proceed to answer it. 

We will premise by the declaration that no citizens of the 
‘State feel more sensibly than we do the aggressive spirit and 
action of those citizens of the free States who assume to sit in 
judgment upon the people of the South and their domestic institu- 
tions and pronounce their condemnation upon them ; or who, by 
any conduct, whether it be through the press, en the stump, from 
the pulpit or in the halls of legislation, would interfere with the 
Constitutional rights of the Southern people, either in the States 
or Territories of this Union, in the least degree. No citizens of thef 
State condemn more emphatically, than we do, the evil spirit o 
sectionalism which has prompted a portion of the people of the 
North to array themselves on a sectional issue against the people 
of the South, and attempt to elect;. by an organization based upon 
opposition to slavery, a President of the United States, in the 
expectation that he should be President of the whole Nation and 
not of the section which elected him. We recognize and admit 
the danger to our institutions and to the permanence of the 
present Government which grows out of such a state of things ; 
and we do not hesitate to say that if persisted in and acted on by 
the Northern people it must inevitably lead to a dissolution ef the 
National compact. l i 

But We cannot see that this condition of our Federal relations, 
which we admit to be gloomy enough and to presage great 
danger in the future, and, perhaps, not distant future, is any 
answer to the earnest entreaty of our patient and long forbearing 
creditors that the State should pay to them or make some pro: 
vision for what she justly owes them. Whatever may be our 
political condition, whatever dangers may environ us, however 
dark the prospect ahead may be, it is no reason that the State 
should not make provision for her honest debts ; is no excuse for 
her turning a deaf ear to her entrating creditor, who for nineteen 
years has, without any extenuation for if, been kept out of his just 
dues, by a State amply able to pay the’ debt during the whole 
time without oppressing one of her people, and almost without 
their being conscious of the fact, It is not necessary for us to 
state here at length the history of these P lanters Bank Bonds. 
They were issued by the State under laws past in due form by 
the Legislature, authorizing the Governor of the State to subscribe 
for two millions of the capital stock of the Planters’ Bank, and 
issue and sell the bonds of the State to that amount and out of 
the proceeds of sale pay for the stock thus subscribed fur. ` These 
acts of the Legislature ` were passed in the years 1830, 1831 and 
1833. They will be «found in Hutchinson’s Code, p. 310-314 ; 
and by these acts the “faith of the State” is expressly pledged 
‘for the payment of the principal and interest of the bonds." 

At that time no State in this Union enjoyed higher credit, 
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“either at home or abroad, than the State of Mississippi. The 
honor uf none was more exalted or freer from Stain.. The. bonds 
were sold readily in the market at a premium, and with the: pro. 
ceeds of sale the State paid for the two millious of stock which, 
by the original charter of the Bank, she had expressly reserved 
for herself. -Banking at that time was profitable; and the stock 
of the Planters’ Bank' was sought for as an investment by capital. 
ists and the value of it rose in the market until in a few years 
after its establishment it was worth one hundred and thirty dollars 
for one hundred dollars paid in. And had the State, at that time, 
sold out her entire interest in the Bank she would have realized 
a clear profit of six nundred thousand dollars upon her invest- 
ment. But unfortunately she did not do so. She, however, did 
sell part of her stock which she had taken in the Bank br the 
investment of a portion of her trust funds and realized for those 
funds a handsome profit. The Bank steadily paid dividends on' 
its stock, out of which the interest on the State bonds was 
regularly paid and the surplus of dividends paid into the State 
Treasury to the credit of the State, until the Bank was overtaken 
with financial reverses which involved nearly all the commercial 
world in the three or four years succeeding the great crisis of 
1837, and about the year 1840. the Bank ceased to pay the 
interest on the bonds of the State. The State made no proyision 
for it, and so the interest remained unpaid and the State was 
discredited and dishonored. From that day to this the State has 
failed to pay the semi-annual interest on these bonds or the prin- 
cipal as it has matured ; and has allowed its plighted faith to be 
broken, its solmn promise to be disregarded; its honest, just, 
unimpeached and unimpeachable debt to go unpaid. 

This is the simple and indisputable history of the Planters’ Bank 
Bonds. They were issued and sold by the State to take stock in 
the Planters’ Bank. The stock was taken, and so long 
as it was profitable and a making business, the State reaped 
the advantages and profit, but when it proved a failure and a loss, 
the State wholly failed to stand up to her obligations and bear the 
loss and discharge her obligation as she is upon every princt- 
ple of legal and moral obligation bound to do. ‘There is no room 
for casuistry or discussion. ‘These bonds are the debt of the State, 
contracted in strict conform'ty to her constitution and laws, and, 
indeed, recognized in express words by the present Constitution of 
the State; and no good reason or justification has, to the knowledge 
of the undersigned, ever been offered, or ever can be offered to 
excuse the Siate for having failed to meet promptly the principal 
and interest of these bonds as they matured. Does the State. mean 
to pay herdebts? Debts lawfully and honestly contracted for val- 
ue received? Or does she intend to set to her citizens the cor- 
rupting example of refusing to pay her just and honest obliga. 
tions ? í à 
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We say these bonds are Constitutional and binding obligations 
on the State. "The majority of the committee have not vqptured 
to suggest otherwise. Not one member af the committee would 
declare or express his opinion that these bonds were not legal and 
valid obligations upon the State.. No person who has ever.been 
authorized to speak for the State, with one single exception, the 
late Governor McNutt—and his opinions may be found in.the pub. 
lic archives of the.State, both for and.against the validity of these 
bonds—has ever expressed the opinion that these bonds were not 
just and legal and tinding on the State. Governor after Governor 
who has filled the Executive Chair has proclaimed the liability 
of the State and urged their payment or adjustment. The Legis- 
lature has again and again recognized the liability of the State 
upon them, and the courts have adjudicated their validity. Every 
department of the Government is committed to their payment; 
and yet, the great State of Mississippi, proud of her achievements 
on the battle field, jealous of her constitutional rights, and boastful 
of her sovereignty, allows herself to be dishonored and discredited 
in the face of the world by failing to pay a just and admitted debt; 
an honest and undisputed obligation, which for years has been due, 
and in tbe hands of her injured and long suffering creditors, many 
of whom are citizens of the United States, of distinction and char- 
acter, others widows and orphans, and still others citizens of for- 
eign Governments, all of whom cannot but look upon the State as 
faithless and discredited. 


It is mortifying to be compelled to speak thus of the condition 
of the State. But it is true, and the truth on this subject must.be 
told, let it fall heavily where it may. Not a member of the com- 
mittee was prepared to say, either in committee or in their report, 
that these bonds were not just and legal; and we do not presume 
that there is & solitary member of the Legislature who will so as- 
sert, or if he do, can maintain his assertion by any respect. 
able argument. 


Is then, we ask, the reason given by the committee any justifi. 
cation for refusing to take this subject into consideration, and giv- 
ing the memorialists, who are honest creditors ot the State, a re. 
spetful hearing. Are the dangers which threaten us s0 imminent 
that we cannet.even declare that we owe this debt, and when 
these impending dangers are withdrawn we will pay it? Arethey 
so directly at the door that we can, with any show of reason or 
propriety, say to our creditors and the world, we will not consider 
your case now; itis no time to pay debts; or preserve our faith 
or restore our honor—we have more important business on hand? 
Is this true, in fact? Are we not every day considering questions 
of far less moment and-importance than this, devóting hours and 
days to their discussion? Questions affecting Boards of Poliée 
and Justices of thé Peace—-and can we not find time to considér 
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of what directly concerns the integrity of the State, and its fair 
dealing? We are not involved in war. "The opinion is not even 
prevalent that we shall be. Why, then, shall we not consider and 
decide this subject? Will it not be obvious, both to .our friends 
and our foes that the report of the majority is merely an ingenious 
- way of evading any responsibility, or of coming to any decision 
upon the question? And is that creditable to the State, or is it a 
manly way of dealing with a question like this? 

But what was the proposition of the minority of the committee 
which the majority thought ought not to be considered of, in view 
of the perilous aspect of affairs? Did we propose to pay the debt 
at once? To levy any tax upon the people? Or to do anything 
whatever which could by possibility hamper or harrass the State 
in the event it should be precipitated into hostilities, or a collision 
with other States? Not at all. Our proposition was simply one 
of inquiry. We merely asked that the Governor of the State be 
permitted to open negotiations with the bond.holders, and ascer- 
tain the terms upon which the long-deferred debt could be adjusted 
and report to the Legislature two years’ hence; and even this the 
majority of the committee thought the state of our Federal Rela- 
tions precluded. » 

A majority of the undersigned were willing at once to declare 
the debt due, and make instant provision for its payment. We 
thcught, and we think, that the State could pay the whole debt in 
five years, principal and interest, without oppressively burthening 
the people; and had we been governed by our own views alone, 
we should have proposed measures for the funding of the debt and 
liquidation at once of the accruing- interest. But we knew that 
the great majority of the Legislature was elected in ignorance 
that any application would be made to this body for payment, and 
that they were, many of them, unwilling to take decisive and final 
action on the subject, without consulting their constituency upon 
it, and we have thought it best for the creditors of the State them. 
selves, not to force a vote directly upon the subject which might 
be adverse to their rights, and yet not be a fair expression of the 
sentiments of the individual members of the Legislature, or of the 
people. The undersigned do not believe that there are to be 
found in the Legislature, a half dozen members who do not be. 
lieve the Planters’ Bank Bonds to be valid and binding obligations 
on the State ; and they confidently believe that when the people 
understand the subject as it really exists, they will be equally 
unanimous. It was in this belief that they merely asked the com- 

mittee to declare the debt a just one, binding on the State, and 
direct the Goyernor to open negotiations with the bond-holders, 
and ascertain at what rate of interest and on what time the 
principal and interest can be adjusted. The undersigned believe 
that the creditors will willingly prolong the payment of the inter- 
est now in arrear, and the principal, for a period of at least twen- 
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-ty years, and perhaps longer; and will agree to receive a rate of 
in'erest not exceeding five per cent., to be paid annually, on this 
aggregate of principal and interest now due. The undersigned 
believe that with the vast increase of taxable property growing : 
out of the completion of the different Railroads in the State, the - 
reclamation of the valley of the Mississippi, and the great addi. 
tion to the slave property of the State made annüally, the annual 
interest of about $200,000 and the principal of the funded debt, 
say $4,000,000—can at the end of twenty or thirty years, be paid 
without any increase of the present rate of taxation; or if this 
should sot be so, at a very inconsiderabl e and hardly perceptible 
increase. : 

Holding these views, which we are prepared to maintain by facts 
and figures, they could see no reason for sustaining the report of 
the majority, or justifying the rejection of their own proposition. 

The undersigned consider that so far from the threatening as- 
pect of our Federal affairs being any reason why this subject of 
paying or providing for our just debts should not be cousidered, it 
is the very reason of all others why it should receive prompt con- 
sideration. Should the threatened evil befal us and a separation 
of the slave and free States take place and Mississippi become a 
free and sovereign State, she will need friends to uphold her in 
her new position ; she will need to be fortified and strenthened in 
that position. She will want all the character her resources, her 
wealth, her people can give her. She now lacks character for 
good faith and fidelity in her transactions. So long as she re. 
mains inthe Union, this want of character is not felt by her, out 
of the Union, left to defend herself, thrown upon her own resources, 
she will not only find that, to have considered in, advance and pro- 
vided for the payment of her just debts would prove a tower o 
strength to her, but she may further find that by putting hersel 
in an independent and sovereigu position she has exposed hersel 
aud her people to the demand of instant payment of this debt by 
the Governments whose citizens are wronged and defrauded by 
the refusal of the State to pay. A wrong which can not now be 
reached because she is protected by the Union of these States but 
which can be at once redressed, the very moment she becomes a 
sovereign body, recognized as such by foreign Powers and respon- 
sible to them. S e 

In conclusion the undersigned can not but express the hope that 
this Legislature will not accede to the proposition of the majority ; 
will not refuse further to consider this subject; will not say to hér 
too patient creditors, you have waited nineteen years for our tardy 
and long deferred recognition of your undoubted rights, wait yet 
longer, we are not ready for you, we have other matters to occupy 
our attention, we can not stop to hear your complaint. On the 
contrary we hope the Legislature will say this is a just and honest 
debt ; common justice and right require that it shall be paid ; the: 
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fair fame ofthe State demands ït; every. consideration that can ~ 
operate upon a just and honorable people exacts it: and. we will 
pay it ; and to that end we will ask our creditors what time they will | 
give to us to pay itin. 'We-hàve waited so long and eo careless- ^ 
ly, that we have allowed the debt to become too large for us to pay 
at once without oppressing our people, and that, no nation is 
bound to do, even to.pay an admitted debt;-and «ve now ask of 
you, through our Governor, how long a time will you.allow to us to 
pay this debt in, and what interest will satisfy" you for its postpone- 
ment? If this course be adopted, our creditors can not condemn . 
us for an utter disregard of their just demands and our admitted 
obligations, But on the contrary will gather confidence and hope 
that their claims, indisputably just, will be atlength recognized and 
paid. "Therefore the undersignéd propose the accompanying bill - 
and ask that it may be adopted, in lieu of the report of the ma- 
jority. l

The undersigned, a minority of the joint standing committee on ` 
Internal Improvements, to wliom the memorial and resolutions of 
the Legislature of the State of Louisiana, in relation to the New 
Orleans, Jackson and Great Nor. hern Rail Road, were referred, 
cannot agree with the report of the majority asking to be discharg: 
ed from any further consideration of the same. ‘The undersigned 
do not think it a respectful way of treating the solemn action of a 
neighboring State, asking of this State legislation on an important 
subject, touching interests common to both States, "They are of 
opinion that the request of the State of Louisiana is reasonablé 
and just, and ought to be granted, and they have accordingly 
drawn and presented to the committee the accompanying bill in 
conformity to the expressed desire of Letisiana, which- having 
been rejected by a majority of the committee, they now ask this 
House to adopt. = QU. ae 
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This bill while it releases from forfeiture that portion of the 
road already construeted in this State, from Osyka to Canton, 
and extends to it perpetuity of charter, it also allows ten years to 
the Company for the completion of the road North of Canton, re- 
lying on the expressed and plighted faith of the Company to con- 
struct th t pa-t of the road as required by the charter, as soon as 
the resourcas of the Company judiciously used, will admit. 

This is all that the undersigned think should be asked of this 
Railroad Company, incorporated by our neighhoring . State, and 
seven-eights of the capital stock of which has been subscribed 
and paid by that State and her citizens. The State of Mississippi 
has received incalculalle benefits from the construction of this 
road within her limits. lt bas afforded an outlet for the pro. 
ductions of the State. and has given facilities of trade and travel 
never before enjoyed. ‘The con-trucuon of this road has placed 
this State under great obligations to the State of Louisiana and 
the city of New Orleaus, by whose liberality this work has been 
accomplished ; and in the opinion of th* undersigned it is ungra- 
cious on the part of the State of Mississippi to refuse the request 
of. th: Sta e of Louisiana and city the of New Orleans, to relieve 
from all penaities or hazard of forfeiture. the pubiic work which 
they have constructed in our State, mainly with their own means, 
or to put any exactions or penalties upon them. The undersigned 
think it a poor return for the great benefits rendered to the State of 
Mississippi, to hold. even it they can do so, any rod of terror over 
this Railroad Company, or to exact any conditions, or impose any 
penalties upon them. The Directors of that Company know best 
what is the abilit of that Company, what its necessities and 
reswurces. Tbe Company is pledged not only by its charter, but 
by resolutions in. very form, and especially by the earnest meme. 
rial laid before this legislature to construct their line of road 
North of Canton as svon as the resources of the Company will 
admit of it. The undersigned are of opi ion thatto question the 
good faith of these solemn pledges made hy the Company itself, 
by the City Council of New Orleans, and by the State of Louisi- 
ana, comes with very ill grace troin the Legislature and people of 
Mississippi, who hive scarcely subscribed money enough to make 
a proper survey and location of the road North of Canton, and 
yet who desire to compel the State of Louisiana and her citizens 
to build, with their own money, a line of Railroad in the State of 
Mississippi, upwards of two hun red mites in length, which the 
people of this State have shown an unwillingness to build for 
themselves. The undersigned do not think that this is just in 
itself, or in conformity to that fair dealing which ought to charac- 
terize the cunduct of a great State and people towardsa neighbor.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED, 


An act in relation to the New Orleans, Jackson and Great North- 


ern Railroad Company. 


Wuereas, By the act of the Legislature of the State of Louis- 
iana, a charter of incorporation was created by the name of 
the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad Com- 
pany, whose object as declared by its charter, was to construct 
& Railroad from the city of New Orleans, through the State of 
Mississippi, by the way of the city of Jackson, to some point or 
the line of boundary separating the State of Mississippi from 
the States of Tennessee or Alabama ; and 

Wuereas, A right of way through the State of Mississippi was, 
on the 11th day of March, A. D. 1852, granted by the Legisla- 
ture therecf, in which it was stipulated that if the said Railroad 
should not be completed in all its extent as contemplated within 
this State, so far as to transport freight and passengers, within 
the space of ten years from the passage of that act, and its ac- 
ceptance by the Company, then the act of granting the right 
of way should be null and void, otherwise the rights and privi- 
leges it confers should endure for fifty years; and 

Wuereas, The said Railroad Company has constructed said 
road so as to transport freight and passengers enly from the city 
of New Orleans to the town of Canton, in this State, and it is 
obvious that the time limited in'the act granting tte right of 
way is much too short to complete the road according to the 
original undertaking of the Company ; and 

Wuereas, The Legislature of the State of Louisiana, appealing 
to the wisdom and liberal action of this State, has requested the 
State to confirm by a special act to that Company in perpetuity 
and without forfeiture, all the nghts, privileges, immunities and 
franchises now existing by law on that portion of the Railroad 
completed and equipped, and lying between the State line ef 
Louisiana and the town of Canton in Mississippi; and has also 
requesied the State, in order to allow that Company sufficient 
time to complete and equip the said Railroad in all its extent, 
rorth of Canton, to extend by law the privileges of the act 
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granting the right of way until Ce THthday:óf March, A. B. 

1872; and 
Wuereas, This Legislature, believing that it is just in view e£ 

the vast benefits conferred upon this State‘by' the constructier ` 
of the road from New Orleans to Carton-at an expenditure of 
upwards of nine millions of dollars, to :grarit the perpetuity of 
franchises and freedom from forfeiture asked for upon that part 
of the road; and relying upon the good faith and plighted honee

in ‘this office with scrip at the estimated value of fitty cents per 
acre, about 27,200 acres, neither of which are «ubject to taxation. 

I am not advised that any Swamp Land Fund has been used for, 
leveeing, draining, cleaning out driftwood in the Yazoo, Talla- 
hatchie or Tchula river or. “draining any lands lying thereon. 

For the number of acres of swamp and overflowed lande 
located and confirmed in the respective counties of this State I 
respectfully refer you to my.biennial.report of date the 15th inst., 
document marked letter “A.”

To the Hon., the Legislature of the State of Mississippi : 


In compliance with an obligation imposed on me, as Secretary 
of the Agricultural Bureau, I Kerewith submit the. following report, 
embracing a brief account of its origin, condition:and prospects. 

The hill establishing the Bureau, became a law in Novem- 
ber, 1857, it was immediately organized by electing T. J. Hudson 
President, and J. J. Williams Secretary. From that, period until 
March of the following year, ‘about thirty. charters svére issued for 
the organization of societies, the most of which, it affords me 
pleasure to say, are in a highly prosperous condition—quite a num- 
ber of these having built up fair grounds .almost equal to those of 
the State. Some. twenty-one of them held fairs during 1859, 
which were numerously attended, and highly successful, Consid- 
ering the short time which has elapsed since the Buréau was es- 
tablished, the progress it has made, and the favor which it has 
met from the people, is truly remark ble, and challenges compar- 
ison with any State in the Union. In no county in the State, 
with two or three exceptions, where the subject bas been properly 
presented, have the people refused to comply with the requisitions 
of the bill ; and hat the same means been nsed jn all the counties 
which were used in a part, doubtless, the results would have been, 
more astonishing. "The instrumentality of personal addresses 
upon the benefits of Agricultural Associations tbri ugh the provis- 
ions of the law, was the simple but effective agency through which 
the large number now in operation were induced to organize ; and 
it is hardly to be questioned that the same cause would be attend. 
ed with like effects in other portions of the State. The advan- 
tagés of oral over Written arguments ar": as. powerful before a 
community of plantes and mechanics in respect to their interests 
and wants, as they aré on the hustings in behalf of political meas- 
ures and party supremacy ; or in the Legislative Hall, before the 
assembled representatives of the State in behalf public policy ; or 
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the bar, before a jury. of the country in behalf of the rights of 
property or personal liberty; and if it is the wish of the Legisla- 
ture to extend the Lenefits.of the Bureau to every county in the 
State, it would certainly facilitate the object bv employing some 
competent individual to present its claims. When it is known 
that but three or four of the thirty-six- societies to.which charters 
have been issued, were established independent of the immediate 
personal efforts of your Secietary, the proof of the advantag ‘s of 
that method of prepagating the principles and influence of the Bu- 
reáu, is at hand without going to other communities or counties, 
where lectures upon subjects of: agricultural. impert.are:constantly 
employed. It is certainly cesirable to have the Whole State. acting 
in concert in a measure so well calculated to improve our condi. 
tion as a community of farmers, from the fact that the experiment 
would be more satisfactory, because more general. 

The financial condition of the Bureau will be seen by cxamining 
the following statements, with tke detailed accounts and vouchers, 
on file in the cffice, and subject to your order. ` 

The Fair of November 14th, 1558, was the joint effort of the 
Bureau, and an association styled the State Agricultural Society, 
composed then of many ot our most eminent farmers, Lut no longer 
in existence, having disbanded by an agreement with the Bureau. 
The receipts cf that Fair from gate fees, and: other resources in- 
dependent of State aid, were $3,260 50. As the law stood then, 
the State appropriated $1000, the greater part of which, $825 
was set apart for premiums, the residue, $175, devoted to contin? 
cent expenses of the Bureau. The whole sum of receipts amount. 
ed to $4,085 50, whi.e the disbursements, paying for fair grounds, 
which up to that period had been built by private enterprize, 
amounted to $4,747 73, an excess of $6,662 23 cver receipts, 
for which the Legislature made provision last winter, and whiéh 
has been legitimately settled, as papers and vouchers in my office 
will show. The whole amount appropriated for Buréau in 1853 
was $1,662 23, including the $3,662 23 balance. = 

For the fair and other purposes of Dureau in 1856, the State 
appropriated $3 500, which added to the receipts maké an aggre-

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Adding the appropriations of 1858 and 1859 together, we have 
the sum of $5,512 23, and putting to that.the balance: due on fair 
of 1859, we have the sum of $7,025 64, which the grounds at 
Jacksótr and two fairs'have cost-the State. How these funds have 
been expended, añd f r what, will be seen by reference to ac- 
counts arid vouchers on file in the Secretary's office. ~ 

The fair grounds of the State, as will be acknowledged by all 
who-have seen them, are of the best and most approved pattern. 
That they should have cost a considerable sum, is not at all sur- 
prising ; ‘for a great outlay of work and time have been bestowed 
onthem. But muchas they have cost, the sum does not exceed 
that of some of the counties for similar purposes. The counties 
of Claiborne and Marsha'l have perhaps expended as much in the 
finish and condition of their grounds for a county fair, while each 
of the counties reporting to the Bureau have spent a considerabie 
sum for fair grounds and equipments. Certainly the expenses of 
the Bureau in their most extended sense thave not exceeded the 
bounds of prudent expectation, and considering the good which js 
accruing from it, no monty. was ever more wisely expended by 
the State or people.- As to what the Bureau, in its county ramifi- 
cations can do and will do, if fostered and sustained, we can bard- 
ly form anything like a correct estimate. Its existence has been 
too brief to be an experiment; and if because its fruits are not 
as visible as noonday, any should cendemn it, they certainly must 
have expected nothing less than miracles: or if because it has 
discovered defects, any should withdraw their confidence and sup- 
port, they would display but little better judgment. ` ` . 

"Time is as necessary to develope the powers and resources of 
an association established for the benefit of agricu.ture in a State 
as any other combination of men 2nd interests ; ; und it is only by 
watching results as it -progresses - that we will be enabled to dis. 
cover its defects and apply the remedy. lt: is somewhat remarka- 
ble that-no State in the Union has repealed any law passed for the 
benefit agriculture. Whey have often been changed and modified, 
but im each case looking to further progress and enlargement. 
The tendency everywhere, is from associations established. on pri. 
vate-means, aud existiüg by Common consent, to organizations 
founded in law, and sustained by State aid. 

But wé are not compelled to resort to any such general facts or 
principles to show that our Bureau has done good already, for we 
have the proof here at home. ‘There are changes great and ben- 
eficial, which some influenee or cause has produced in many fea- 
tures of our agricultural econgmy, and we know not what else it 
could have been, but the establishment of the Bureau, with its 
nume:04s subordinate societies. The attentive observer will find 
in the improved plowing of the country, especially on the old lands, 
a change which strikingly contrasts with the shallow, skimming 
process of former years. Subsoiling is practised toan extent hith. 
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erto unknown, while hill-side ditching and horrizontàl furrows have 
become almost-universal.. With these improvements in the’ prac- 
tice, the philosophy of plowing has become a subject of enquiry 
and investigation. - That we are progressing in the ?mplements of 
husbandry generallv, and the plow particularly, it seems no oné 
will doubt. Look at the immense piles of plows cf improved and 
costly patterns to be found at the various railroad depots, and 
landings along the Mississippi river, and the improved and exten- 
sive facilities for making them at home. Besides the many local 
establishments scattered all over our State, capital to a large 
amount, with buildings and machinery of the most costly and elab- 
orate sort are now in some cases devoted to this special business. 
Here, in the city of Jackson, now in active operation, may be found 
a plow and wagon factory equal in its ramifieations and resources 
for turning out work cf this kind, to many of the far-famed estab- 

lishments in Boston and Philadelphia ; and it may not be amiss to 
say that Phillips € Ke'!ls, of Jackson, can put up plows in as many 
varieties, and of equal workmanship, with no higser prices, than 
any of the factories of the North and if our people will but ORN 
these home enterprizes, the day is not distant when means and 
capital sufficient to supply the demands of the whole State, would 
be invested ; and milions of dollars now spent in strengthening the 
arms of abolitionists at the North, and thus disheartening and dis- 
gusting our own mechanics, W auld be turned in: its more natural 
and legitimate channel cf augmenting cur own power, employing 
our own labor, using our own timber ; and finally end to a con- 
siderable degree, in rendering us independent of a people who, 
while willingly taking our money aüd living upon our bounty, wou!d 
make pikes and place them in the Lands of assassins and murder. 
ers with which to butcher our people. But this is a digression. 
When has the demand for steam to supersede the use of horse- 
power ever been so active as at present? The readiness with 
which the highly improved steam achinery, exhibited at our State 
Fair, is proot in poirt. not only of the utility of faire, but of the 
increasing desire on the part of qur p:anters to establish the appli- 
ances of steam power for those now in use. Net only were all 
those on.exhibition readily sold, but crders tor many.others similar 
were given. Steam pewer Eas Leen, within a few years past, so 
simplified, and its cost so much reduced, that the uses to which it 
is applied has been multiplied. 

As to fine stcck, it-may be safely said that more has been i intro- 
cuced into Mississippi within ¿wo years past, than any siz or eight 
preceding. and to borrow the language of an old citizen, and a 
close calculator in matters of this sort, than any twenty years before. 
Fine horses, cattle, sheep and goats are all muluplying rapidly in 
cur State, as will be seen by any ore who will take the trouble to 
enquire in this particular; ard in a few years more, Mississipp; 
will not fall stort in this respect, of any cotton State in the Union | 


> 
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Another item of economy pn the increase,-¡s the attention paid 
to husbanding the fortifying resources of the barn-yard.and stable. 
For many years these FE élements of agricultural wealth 
have heen suffered to accumulate in disgusting heaps, generating 
effluvia and nauseating odors,. and- thereby contributing much: to 
the prevalent. diseases of the, season. Notwithstanding the ins 
creased care in this branch of economy, there is still. woful neg. 
lect; and vast sums of money are annually wasted br allo: wing 
these invaluable resources to lie exposed to the action of sun, rain 
and air. Nothing strikes the critical observer from .the «highly 
cultivated fields of the eld world, as, our great waste of these re- 
sources; and the improvement which i is now evidently: begun, it is” 
to be hoped will go on, until planters shall learn that these, properly 
combined andcomposted are the chjef reliance | from which their ex- 
haustedlands are to be recuperated. As yet, few have tried the yalue 
of manufactured manures Sp profitably used in the eastern, and re- 
cently in some of the Southern States, If they can be made to 
add one hundred per cent, and even more, ta the wheat and fobac- 
co crops of Marylafd and Virginia, we see no reason why they.” 
should not be used with equal advantage on the corn and cotton” 
fields of the South. Experiments have been made in South Caro- 
lina aud Georgia, : with Kittlewell’s Manipulated Gyano, which have- 
proven highly successful; and when. i: is remembered that am- 
monia añd phosphate of lime are the elements mostly wanting in 

our worn, out lands, and these are the base ot. main principles of 
this popular fertilizer, its astonishing resuits are no, longer a mat- 
ter of speculation, Much of the land in, our State is in the con. 
dition that it must, either be improved or abandoned, for its cultiva- 
tion as at present, will no longer remuherate `` and if our farmers 
can find either a home or foreign article of manure with" which, to 
restore them to a remunerating standard | of cultivation, it is but 
the dictate of wisdom to adopt it. 

If these things be so, and, few will question them, who have 
made enquiry, there must be some cause more immediate añd ac- 
tive than outside pressure or the spirit of the times, which doubt- 
less did.something ; and that cause we must find in the influence 
exerted by the Agricultural Bureau, and its auxiliaries. Indeed, 
strange would jt be, if these favorable results did not follow. For 
several thousand of our planters and mechanics to meet at a State 
Fair, after liaving witnessed similar demonstrations in some twenty 
or thirty counties, and confer at each upou agriculture and kindred 
subjects, and not learn something and do something in the shape of 
progress, would be truth, stranger than fiction. 

When we observe the wide-awake spirit everywhere prevail- 
ing in the South to improve our agricultural condition, we should 
congratulate ourselves as Mississippians, that we are in the van- 
guard of progress. But a few w2eks have elapsed, since Georgia 
through a distinguished citizen acting in concert with others, made 
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applieation to this office for papers and records with which te 
move her legislative body in the establishment: of” an- agricultural 
system similar to ours ; ; and we have reason to believe that our ex- 
ample had some weight im ‘inducing her Legislature to appropriate 
$15,000 for the purpose of building fair grounds at Milledgeville, 
and $2,500 for annual premiums—sums muck larger than have 
yet been called for in onr State. for similar ebjects. Louisiána 
made similar application, and itis to be hoped that she will,follaw 
the example of the Empire State of the South, The inauguration 
through the sugg estion of Mississippi, of a yearly convention of 
Southern planters, is a sign of some significance, andif properly'sus- 
tained, may lead to results of momentous character. — * 

Whose blood does not bil, and: whose heart ‘does not fire up at 
the indignities offered by the rampant and wanton fanaticism of the 
North; and yet when we come to a close examination of facts, 
we are feeding and pampering it by being dépendent on it, in too 
great a degree, for the very implements with which our slaves 
work, for the clothes, hats and shoes which they wear, and a'thous- 


-and other things, which we should-make-at home. Such depend- 


ence is now the crying shame of the whole South, and the sooner 
our people will meet in council, and deliberate upon measures to re- 
nove it-measures that will start the hum ofthe spindle, the ring of the 
anvil, the better will it be for us; tn or out of the Union. * Let us there- 
fere encoürage our A gricultural Bureau, and the convention of South- 
ern planters, and every other means that will increase our resour- 
ces and augment | our strength. ‘The next convention of Southern 
planters meets at Holly Springs next fall; at the time of our State 
Fair, and we may expect a large, if not full representation of all 
the Southern States; "and it is by no means impossible that a 
movement originating in Mississippi through her Agricultural Bu- 
reau; will bring about a union of feelings and purpose which will 
change the current of trade, the languishing condition of manu- 
factures and the mechanie arts throughout our borders—making, 
us a more self-reliant, and cohsequentiy 3 more independent peo- 
le.

To his Excellency the Governor of Mississippi : 


The Board of Administrators of the State Hospital of Missis. 
sippi, at Natchez, in accordance with law, make the following 
report. 

AN hen, being appointed in pursuance of chapter 56 ef the acts 
of 1858, they took charge of the Hospital they found thát the old 
Administration, whom they superseded, had farmed it out to Drs, 
Inge and Meng, and contracted to pay them the sum of $1,500 
for care up to Ist of January, 1860, and the contract being legal 
under their then charter it would have been unjust as well as 
illegal to have attempted to avoid it. Those gentlemen, therefore, 
have had full*charge of the Hospital, paying all its expenses, &c., 
and will have it until January Ist, 1860, when a new system will 
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be adopted; to-wit: The -election of a Steward and nurses, 
according to the act aforesaid ; and the,division of the Hospital 
into wards, appointing some of our physicians to attend them, 
without pay ; and, perhaps—if necessary—the election of a House 
Surgeon to reside there, with a certain salary. 

The Board respectfully ask. you fo:present to the Legislature 
the following facts and petition ; 

In 1805, Estovan Minor presented the six arpents upon which 
the present Hospital is situated, which were then far out ofthe city; 
but now the city has so increased as to surround the place—and 
thattoo by the shanties and small. houses which, as is well known, 
in all'cities contain the greater part of the white laboring popula- 
tion. The conséquence is that the yellow fever and other con- 
tagious diseases having first appeared in that part of the city, and 
that too after patients afflicted with those diseases had been carried 
to thé Hospital—the whole fault is attributed, (whether rightly or 
wrongly.) to the Hospital—and it causes great and general 
dissatisfaction. 

We petition, therefore, that the Bóard ef Administrators may be 
authorized to sell, at their option, the present property belonging 
to the Hospital—which lies well, and is' very valuable—and either 
invest the proceeds as a permanent fund for the support of a 
Hospital they may procure by gift, or apply them to the erection 
of another more conveniently located, in a sanitaty point of view. 

Herewith we submit the- report of William C. Chamberlin, 
Esq. As we have not had ol direction of the affairs of the 
Hospital, (as is hereinbefore set forth,) we have not thought it 
necessary, this year, to make a report of the names, &c., of the 
patients received into the Hospital since January last.

To the Honorable, the House of: Representatives, ` 
. of the State of Missisiippi ` 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the: bonor herewith to submit, in Tesponse 
to the unanswered portión of your” resolution of December —, 
1859, certified lists of lands struck off to, and now held:by the 
Treasurer of ‘the Board of Levee Commissioners under the 
operations of the law of 1858, in the counties of Panola, Sun- 
flower, Tunica and Bolivar. ‘Fhe "Treasurer states that: he. is 
officially advised that no lands were struck off to his fund in the 
county of Yazoo. From the counties of DeSoto, Coahoma, 
Tallahatchie, Washington and Issaquena, no returns have been 
made. Supposing the amount of levee lands in the five counties 
- not heard from, to equal those held in the five counties from which 
returns are had, it will be seen that a margin, of from seven to 
ten thousand dollars annualy exists, which it may be proper to add 
to my reported income, But when it is considered that in my 
report | made no charge for expenses other than such as had 
already been paid. it becomes evident that this margin will nct 
materially affect the calculations submitted in the report to wbich 
this is supplemental. 

My inability to respond {fully and promptly to the resolution of 
your honorable body, suygests, 1 beg leave to add, the necessity of 
a provision, making it the duty of the Probate Clerks of the dif. 
ferent counties comprising tbe Levee District, to certify to the 
Levee Treasurer, annual lists of all lands struck off to the Levee 
fund in their respective counties, as well as monthly*reports of 
such lands as may be redeemed. ‘The observance of such a law 
by the Probate Clerks of the District, would enable the President 
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of the Board at any time, without delays: to furnish a full and 
correct statement of the _fiñiancial condition of the funds at his 
control. A well considered „law, designed to accomplish’ great 
internal improvement results, should, I beg to suggest, fix on 
some intelligent head the ‘responsibility of the gervice,. and by a 
well considered responsibility. of all subordinate service to that 
head, thefeby enable the Legislature, through the chief authority, 
to reach every piece of machinery attached to the work.’ 

I have now given to your honorable body all the information 
sought at my command. But, before taking leave of the subject, I 
crave the indulgence of your House, to the consideration of what 
I regard a most important interest involved in the Levee embroglio. 
Ingregard to the abandonment of the Levee interest of the State, I 
make no complaint. The Legislature of the State, refleeting the 
intelligence of the people of Mississippi, is the tribunal to which 
that great work, through its friends, appealed. That Legislature, 
after patiently considering the question, awarded judgment against 
us. We submit. But we ask that in being required to abandon 
our unfinished enterprise—an enterprise for which we have 
labored so long, and so zealously, that we may be allowed to 
retreat with our honor. 

The law of 1858 provided a new revenue.; that law required 
the Levee Board to assume certain debts then unascertained; i 
also authorized and required the Board to issue its debentures to 
the amount of $500,000 00, based upon the annually accruing tax. 
Capitalists and laborers were not inclined to take hold of our xe. 
curities. Acting for the interest confided to my care, E used every 
argument which was proper, to induce their sale ; I felt that I had 
a right to say ‘the bond will be redeemed. » Through my 
exertions as an officer of th State, the scrip has all been con- 
tracted for work—or sold. The question now is, will it be re- 
. deemed? On page 13 of my last report it is shown that this cgn- 
not be done under the existing laws. The failure of the present 
Legislature to provide for thé payment, renders our credits almost 
valueless in the hands of the hard working contractor, who looks 
to the Banker to cash the debenture. The Banker seeing no 
means provided for payment re;uses the investment. The con- 
tractor falls.into the abyss of irredeemable bankruptcy—his wife 
and children are made béggers if the faith ls not kept—indi- 
vidual distress will b& wide spread—yea, the distress will be gen- 
eral with that class of enterprising citizens. Will the Legisla- 
ture of the State of Mississippi stop at such a conclusion? I hope ` 
and trust not ! 

Let it not be said that this is a covert appeal to continue the 
Levee system. I deny. it. The friends of the Levee have placed 
- its claims to public confidence on high grounds ; they have strug- 
gled gallantly for the great interest, they have not nor will not 
use indecent means to continue its existence. 
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An extension of the period of taxation over the Levee District 
as now defitied, for a period of two years, will by placing the con- 
cern n, liquidation at: orice, pay its débts.. Its ófticérs being dis- 
banded for'all practical purposes; will, I 'doubt not, act wiihout 
salary. "Thé fiscal agents and such as may be > incidental shereto, 
will be.the only sources of expense. `
